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INTRODUCTION 

To  the  Class  of  1908: 

The  class  is  closer  together  today  than  at  any  time  since 
graduation.  A  greater  proportion  has  responded  to  the  sec- 
retary's  communications  in  connection  with  this  report  than 
on  any  previous  occasion.  It  is  probably  true  also  that  this 
report  contains  records  of  a  larger  percentage  of  our  member- 
ship than  has  been  true  of  any  report  previously  issued  by 
any  class. 

An  analysis  of  the  situation  indicates  that  there  are  now 
seven  hundred  and  eighteen  living  members  of  the  Class  of 
1908,  including  four  hundred  and  thirty  seven  who  received 
the  degree  of  A.B.,  sixty  two  who  received  the  degree  of  S.B., 
and  two  hundred  and  nineteen  who  are  in  the  list  of  aflSliated 
members. 

Out  of  tliis  total  of  seven  hundred  and  eighteen,  five 
hundred  and  eighty  six  have  personally  sent  in  information 
as  a  basis  for  this  report,  and  with  regard  to  one  hundred 
thirty-two,  information  here  printed  is  compiled  from  ma- 
terial previously  submitted  to  the  secretary  by  these  men, 
supplemented  by  material  obtained  through  Harvard  Col- 
lege records. 

Nine  1908  men  were  killed  in  the  war  or  died  m  active 
war  service.  There  were:  Brodrick,  Davis,  Larned,  Starr, 
Stone,  Taylor,  Thomson,  Whidden  and  Winpenny.  We  have 
been  able  to  obtain  accounts  of  the  war  activities  of  all  of 
these  men,  together  with  their  photographs  which  are  repro- 
duced in  this  report.  Three  hundred  and  five  living  1908 
men  engaged  in  some  form  of  war  work,  one  hundred  and 
twenty  three  of  these  going  overseas  during  the  war. 

Out  of  the  total  living  membership  of  seven  hundred  and 
eighteen,  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  are  married  and 
have  six  hundred  and  eighty-five  living  children.  One  has 
seven  children;  one  has  six  children;  four  have  five  child- 
ren ;  sixteen  have  four  children  and  sixty  have  three  children. 
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Only  fourteen  are  on  the  list  of  **loBt''  men.  These  names 
will  be  found  in  the  report  and  information  concerning  them 
should  be  sent  to  the  secretary. 

Up  to  April  1,  1920,  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  1908 
men  had  subscribed  $197,605.00  to  the  Harvard  Endowment 
Fund.  In  the  number  of  individual  subscribers  the  class 
of  1908  is  ahead  of  all  other  Harvard  classes.  It  is  felt  that 
the  remaining  members  of  the  class  will  feel  inclined  to  join 
with  us  in  maintaining  this  record.  The  campaign  for  the 
Endowment  Fund  will  be  continued  indefinitely  and  a  sub- 
scription, no  matter  how  small,  will  be  received  at  the  Har- 
vard Endowment  Fund  headquarters,  150  Nassau  Street,  New 
York  City. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  the  class  has  had  the 
benefit  of  the  services  of  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Willey  of  Newton- 
ville,  Massachusetts,  whose  previous  experience  in  Harvard 
College  work  made  it  possible  for  her  to  render  the  most 
valuable  assistance  in  this  connection.  Her  ingenuity,  per- 
sistence and  skill  have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  un- 
usually thorough  results  which  we  are  able  to  present  in 
this  report.

(Note:  The  small  denomination  Liberty  Bonds  turned  in 
by  several  men  as  payment  toward  their  subscriptions  have 
been  converted  into  one  of  the  $1,000  Liberty  Bonds  listed 
above.) 

The  apparently  large  cash  balance  is  being  held  in  the 
treasury  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Decennial  report  and  the 
cost  of  this  report  will  be  provided  for  by  the  surplus  turned 
in  by  the  Decennial  Committee  without  tax  on  the  permanent 
fund.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  generous  response  to 
the  call  for  funds  for  the  Decennial,  and  by  the  fact  that  the 
committee  was  able  by  careful  management,  and  without  de- 
tracting in  any  way  from  the  success  of  the  reunion,  to  keep 
expenses  nearly  $1,000  below  the  original  estimates.  The 
Decennial  Finance  Committee  reports  receipts  of  $7,566.17 
and  expenses  of  $5,526.91,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,039.26. 

It  will  be  noted  that  about  $3,500  has  been  received  in  the 
past  six  years  from  subscriptions — largely  from  overdue 
pledges  made  at  graduation.  These  payments  came  prin- 
cipally as  a  result  of  personal  letters  written  by  the  treasurer 
and  through  the  efforts  of  acting  treasurer  Maynard  Hutch- 
inson in  1917  to  meet  the  instalments  on  a  Liberty  Bond  for 
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which  the  treasurer  subscribed  in  a  rash  moment  when  the 
treasury  was  rather  low.  That  bond  was  paid  for  and  three 
others  have  since  been  bought  out  of  interest  and  the  proceeds 
of  maturing  investments.  There  still  remain  between  $2,000 
and  $3,000  of  wholly  or  partially  unredeemed  pledges  made 
in  1908,  but  in  view  of  the  Endowment  Fund  campaign  and 
other  demands,  no  further  individual  appeals  will  be  sent  in 
connection  with  the  old  pledges  at  this  time.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  these  will  eventually  be  paid,  or  that  in  any 
case  the  men  who  made  no  pledge  at  graduation  or  have  not 
completed  payments,  will  bear  that  fact  in  mind  when  future 
appeals  are  made  for  the  class  or  University. 

In  view  of  the  present  unsettled  conditions  of  the  invest- 
ment market,  the  treasurer  has  felt  the  need  of  advice.  •  At 
his  suggestion  the  Claps  Committee  has  approved  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Investment  Committee,  consisting  of  Percival  Gil- 
bert of  Spencer  Trask  &  Co.,  A.  P.  Loring,  Jr.,  trustee,  and 
the  treasurer.  This  committee  will  review  the  class  invest- 
ments periodically  and  advise  the  treasurer  as  to  new  invest- 
ments. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  of  Maynard  Hutchinson,  who  acted  as  treasurer 
during  my  absence  of  nearly  two  years  in  Prance,  handling, 
the  Decennial  finances  so  successfully,  in  addition  to  per- 
forming the  normal  duties  of  treasurer.

After  leaving  high  school  I  attended  Purdue  University 
one  year,  then  worked  two  years  as  a  draftsman  and  en- 
tered Harvard  to  graduate,  after  three  years,  with  the 
glorious  class  of  1908.  On  graduating  I  immediately  went 
to  Montreal,  to  work  for  the  Canadian  Buffalo  Forge  Com- 
pany at  ten  dollars  a  week,  where  I  was  to  spend  six  months 
training  in  the  shop,  preparatory  to  sales  work.  At  the  end 
of  two  weeks,  however,  I  was  put  in  charge  of  a  construction 
gang  on  outside  work  and  was  shortly  after  given  a  second 
construction  gang.  After  four  weeks  of  this,  I  was  called  in 
and  told  it  was  time  for  me  to  start  selling,  so  the  next  day 
I  started  for  Toronto  with  a  set  of  price  books  and  discount 
sheets,  feeling  like  a  small  boy  dropped  overboard.

As  this  small  busi- 
ness grew,  I  took  the  firm  name  of  Allen  Engineering  Com- 
pany. This  business  is  now  starting  on  its  sixth  year,  with 
'twelve  men,  mostly  salesmen.  In  addition  to  selling  engi- 
neering equipment,  I  occasionally  do  the  necessary  construc- 
tion and  installation  work  and  also  frequently  pure  consulting 
engineering  work.  I  live  very  quietly  in  Needham,  just  out- 
side of  Boston,  where  my  wife  is  industriously  training  two 
small  boys  so  that  they  may  some  day  be  a  credit  to  Harvard.

During  this  period,  I  believe 
he  never  had  a  cut,  a  record  of  which  some  of  us  cannot 
boast.  He  was  substitute  centre  on  his  freshman  basket- 
ball team.  His  junior  year  he  lived  in  Cambridge,  and 
went  out  for  rowing.  He  caught  cold  in  his  knee  during  one 
of  the  bumping  races,  he  having  previously  wrenched  it 
Subsequently  a  fall,  in  basket-ball  practice  so  aggravated  the 
injury  that  amputation  became  necessary.  This  delayed  his 
college  work,  and  he  did  not  receive  his  degree  until  1909. 
The  fall  of  that  year  he  entered  the  banking  and  brokerage 
house  of  Homblower  &  Weeks,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death.  During  the  summer  and  faU  of  1911,  it  became 
evident  that  the  trouble  with  his  knee  had  penetrated  fur- 
ther, even  to  the  lungs,  and  a  second  operation  on  February 
1,  1912,  resulted  fatally.  His  room-mate  has  said  that  his 
loyalty  to  the  college  was  almost  a  religious  belief,  while  his 
kindness  and  self-sacrifice  for  his  friends  were  unusual.  His 
loss  was  keenly  felt  by  all  who  knew  him.

After  leaving  college  and  returning  to  my  home  in  Okla- 
homa, I  was  appointed  professor  of  history  at  the  Oklahoma 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  Stillwater,  which  posi- 
tion. I  filled  during  the  academic  year  of  1908-09.  In  the 
spring  of  1909  I  was  appointed  president  of  the  University 
Preparatory  School  (a  state  institution)  at  Tonkawa,  Okla., 
which  kept  me  unusually  busy  during  the  years  1909-10-11, 
when  I  was  called  to  the  University  of  Oklahoma,  as  professor 
of  political  science.  Later  the  department  was  termed  **  gov- 
ernment," and  in  this  capacity  I  have  remained,  being  at 
present  the  head  of  that  department,  in  one  of  the  most  rap- 
idly growing  state  universities  of  the  country.     During  my 
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** summers  off,"  I  studied  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
where,  during  the  present  summer  (1919),  I  received  the  mas- 
ter's degree.  At  present  I  am  enjoying  a  year's  sabbatical 
leave  and  am  engaged  in  graduate  study  in  Harvard  Univer- 
sity (1919-20),  my  temporary  address  being  8  Appleton  Road, 
Cambridge,  Mass.  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Oklahoma 
National  Guard  for  years  and  attained  the  grade  of  Major  of 
Infantry,  commanding  the  1st  Battalion,  1st  Oklahoma  In- 
fantry, during  border  (Mexican)  troubles,  1916-17.  Our 
regiment  was  again  called  into  the  federal  service  in  March, 
1917,  and  was  later  consolidated  with  the  7th  Texas,  to  make 
the  142d  Infantry,  36th  Division,  in  which  regiment  I  also 
commanded  the  1st  Battalion.  I  was  later  transferred  to  the 
military  police  of  this  division,  in  which  capacity  I  went  with 
the  division  to  Prance  in  the  early  summer  of  1918.  Not  lik- 
ing the  service  of  *' policeman"  in  time  of  war,  I  secured  a 
transfer  immediately  after  arriving  in  Prance.  I  was  fortu-

After  graduating  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, in  the  spring  of  1910,  I  took  a  brief  but  thoroughly 
enjoyable  trip  abroad,  visiting  Italy,  Germany,  France,  and 
England.  Upon  my  return,  I  worked  on  a  problem  for  the 
American  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company,  which  kept  me  busy 
for  over  a  year,  in  Boston  and  in  Pittsburgh.  Early  in  1912, 
I  went  to  Wilmington,  Del.,  as  technical  supervisor  for  the 
American  Vulcanized  Fibre  Co.,  where  I  spent  four  delightful 
years.  Things  were  a  bit  slow  from  a  professional  standpoint, 
however,  so  I  resigned  to  become  factory  manager  for  the 
Virginia  Products  Corporation,  Baltimore,  Md.,  manufactur- 
ers of  fatty  acids  and  glycerine.  There,  as  assistant  to  the 
president,  who  was  German  in  nationality,  and  even  more  so 
in  mental  processes,  I  spent  one  hectic  year  before  the  com- 
pany went  *'bust. "  Under  the  receivers,  during  which  time  I 
was  put  in  sole  charge  of  the  plant,  the  company  showed  such 
signs  of  promise  that  it  was  reorganized  under  the  name  of 
the  Virginia  Red  Oil  Products  Corporation,  and  I  was  made 
secretary  and  general  manager.  Our  judgment  was  amply 
justified  by  the  showing  during  the  next  six  months,  but  in  the 
meantime,  war  had  been  declared,  and  by  December  I  could 
stand  it  no  longer.  I  was  commissioned  Captain  in  the  Sani- 
tary Corps  (Gas  Defense  Division)  and  was  immediately 
made  officer-in-charge  in  Philadelphia,  where,  at  that  time, 
all  of  the  gas  masks  were  being  made.  In  July,  when  the 
Chemical  Warfare^  Service  was  organized,  I  was  transferred

At  the  time  of  this  writing  we 
are  in  the  throes  of  building,  purchasing  equipment,  and  all 
the  thousand  and  one  things  that  come  up  during  the  early 
days  of  a  new  corporation.

Clinic  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Dispensary,  as  well  as 
Bellevue  Hospital  and  Bellevue  Hospital  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. My  object  was  to  equip  myself  for  the  specialty  of  in- 
tornal  medicine.  .  In  the  spring  of  1915,  I  resigned  from  the 
other  hospitals  with  which  I  was  connected  and  confined  my 
work  to  the  Presbyterian,  which  is  the  Columbia  University 
Hospital.  The  next  fall  I  was  appointed  an  instructor  in  the 
department  of  medicine,  where  I  have  been  teaching  ever 
since.  The  following  year  I  was  appointed  assistant  chief  of 
clinic,  and  a  couple  of  years  ago  I  was  advanced  to  the  post 
of  chief  of  clinic.  Last  summer  I  was  made  also  an  assistant 
visiting  physician  to  the  hospital.  In  February,  1917,  my 
father  died  suddenly.  This  left  me  the  responsibility  of  his 
practice  and  his  estate.  Much  to  my  disappointment,  I  was 
unable  to  continue  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Base  Unit,  and  had  to  remain  a  civilian  during  the  war.  How- 
ever, I  was  able,  as  a  teacher,  to  help  prepare  medical  men 
for  the  army  and  navy,  and  served  on  two  draft  boards  and 
as  a  civilian  member  of  an  aviation  examining  unit,  as  well  as 
on  the  medical  committee  of  the  Soldiers'  Aid  of  the  17th  Con- 
gressional District  of  New  York.  The  study  and  practice  of 
medicine  have  been  my  life  since  I  left  college,  my  play  as 
well  as  my  work.  No  adjectives  can  define  its  interest,  which 
together  with  my  family  life  has  given  me  much  to  be  thank- 
ful for.  Here  endeth  *'Who  I  Am,  and  Where  I  Came  from 
Harvard/' — with  apologies  to  dear  old  English  A.  Member:

Carlton  Apollonio  was  born  in  Boston,  December  31,  1883. 
After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Winchester,  he  entered 
Milton  Academy  in  one  of  the  upper  classes  in  1901,  and 
immediately  made  a  place  for  himself  in  the  regard  of  both 
masters  and  pupils.  Before  a  year  was  out,  he  had  been 
appointed  a  monitor,  was  manager  of  the  school  paper,  and 
baseball  team,  and  was  playing  on  the  football  team.  His 
career  at  college  was  similar.  He  made  his  own  way  inde- 
pendently as  he  saw  it.  Positions  of  trust  fell  to  his  lot  on 
account  of  his  executive  ability,  so  that  he  was  pretty  sure 
to  figure  as  treasurer  or  secretary  of  the  various  social  and 
class  organizations  with  which  he  was  connected — all  of  which 
work  he  accepted  with  unfailing  good  nature  and  discharged 
faithfully.  At  college,  he  played  on  the  freshman  football 
team  and  on  the  varsity  in  his  senior  year — a  broken  leg 
keeping  him  off  the  eleven  of  the  previous  season.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Fencing  Club,  Institute  of  1770,  D.  K.  E., 
Delta  Phi,  Hasty  Pudding,  Round  Table,  Memorial  Society, 
the  0.  K.,  and  was  chief  of  the  junior  ushers  on  Class  Day, 
1907.  On  graduation,  he  was  elected  permanent  class 
treasurer.  Among  his  outside  interests  was  his  work  in 
connection  with  Battery  A,  in  which  he  held  the  rank  of 
corporal.  The  division  under  him  was  adjudged  the  best 
drilled,  and  most  efficient  in  the  organization.  Apollonio 's 
infectious  smile  and  the  chuckle  that  followed  it  were  what 
drew  friends  of  all  sorts  to  him,  and  an  appreciation. of  the 
absolute  genuineness  of  his  character  cemented  that  friend- 
ship. He  came  to  college  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  edu- 
cating himself,  and  of  fitting  for  his  after  business  life, 
which  caused  him  to  find  his  niche  sooner  than  did  many 
others,  and  endowed  him  with  a  greater  maturity  of  thought 
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and  action  than  the  majority  possessed.  He  had  to  work 
hard,  for  many  of  his  courses  were  difficult,  and  he  was  not 
a  brilliant  student,  yet  he  apparently  always  had  time  to 
devote  to  his  many  friends.  Gifted  with  the  sunniest  disposi- 
tion in  the  world  and  a  marvelous  sense  of  humor,  his  laughs 
were  invariably  at  his  own  expense,  and  his  ready  sympathy 
and  sound  advice  were  always  to  be  had  for  the  asking. 
There  are  few  shorter  ways  to  attain  real,  unsought  popu- 
larity and  recognition  than  by  a  combination  of  the  qualities 
that  he  possessed — earnestness,  simplicity,  goodfellowship 
and  cheerfulness — and  his  universal  popularity  was  only 
what  was  due  him.  The  short  story  of  his  life  after  gradua- 
tion is  merely  a  repetition  of  his  experiences  at-  school  and 
at  college.  On  leaving  Harvajrd  in  1908,  he  immediately 
went  to  Ohio,  and  there  at  Springfield,  after  two  changes  of 
location,  he  followed  his  chosen  profession  of  engineering. 
Shortly  before  his  death,  his  fellow  workmen  circulated  a 
petition  asking  that  he  receive  more  pay  than  they,  because, 
they  declared,  he  did  better  work  than  the  rest  and  was 
worth  more.  The  affection  and  respect  that  he  inspired  in 
all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  regardless  of  their  station 
in  life,  is  expressed  better  by  this  one  incident  than  by  any 
words.  He  was  rising  rapidly  in  his  position  when,  after 
a  two  days'  illness,  he  died  of  spinal  meningitis  on  March 
14,  1909,  at  Springfield,  Ohio.  An  inscription  on  his  picture 
presented  to  the  school  by  his  classmates  at  Milton  reads: 
**A  good  name  is  rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches,  and 
loving  favours  rather  than  silver  and  gold.''

Records  op  the  Class 

With  the  intention  of  entering  business,  my  first  year  out 
of  college  was  spent  as  assistant  foreman  and  foreman  with 
the  Warren  Bros.  Paving  Co.,  and  with  the  Edison  Electric 
Co.,  of  Boston,  in  its  sales  and  claims  department.  After  hav- 
ing thus  tasted  business  from  the  points  of  view  of  the  man 
in  overalls  and  the  man  in  the  swivel  chair,  I  turned  from  it 
and  for  three  years  was  master  in  a  boys'  private  school,  first 
at  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  then  at  Southborough,  Mass.  During 
the  summer  of  one  of  these  years  I  did  some  volunteer  social 
service  work  for  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  mountain  min- 
ing district  of  West  Virginia.  I  was  in  the  Cabin  Creek  re- 
gion, famous  for  its  feuds,  strikes,  and  wash-outs,  and  my  ex- 
periences were  interesting  and  at  times  exciting.  My  life  as 
a  private  school  master  was  pleasant  enough  and  comfortable 
— and  the  possibility  of  and  rewards  for  constructive  work 
with  boy  character  were  ample,  but  the  future  looked  monot- 
onous and  I  again  changed  my  course.

At  the  time  the  sexennial  report  was  issued  I  was  a  chemi- 
cal biologist  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  Pleasant  personal  associations- 
and  good  opportunities  for  research  made  my  six  years  in  the 
government  civil  service  a  happy  and  profitable  experience. 
However,  I  often  felt  that  my  position  did  not  offer  all  the  at- 
tractions of  academic  life,  and  when,  in  the  fall  of  1915,  an 
opportunity  came  to  go  to  the  University  of  Michigan  for  a 
year  as  acting  assistant  professor  of  botany,  I  left  Wash- 
ington for  Ann  Arbor.  .  The  continuity  of  my  research  work 
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was  not  broken  by  the  change,  for  by  keeping  a  connection 
with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  ** collaborator/'  it 
was  possible  to  take  with  me  to  Michigan  the  projects  in  which 
I  was  most  deeply  interested.  In  particular,  I  have  continued, 
with  considerable  success,  the  experimental  work  on  the  or- 
igin of  species  by  mutation,  which  I  began  ten  years  ago. 
Each  year  I  have  had  a  large  garden  of  pedigreed  evening- 
primroses,  the  plants  in  which  de  Vries  discovered  the  phe- 
nomena of  mutation,  and  which  continue  to  afford  more  inter- 
esting spontaneous  variations  than  any  other  group  of  plants. 
This  year  (1919)  the  garden  contains  about  23,000  individual- 
ly labelled  plants,  of  which  the  exact  ancestry  is  known.  My 
courses  in  the  University  are  in  the  fields  of  genetics  and  plant 
biochemistry.  This  year  I  have  been  promoted  to  an  associate 
professorship  and  have  been  appointed  director  of  our  Bo- 
tanical Gardens.  I  spent  the  year  1918  as  botanist  to  the  Hol- 
land-American Plantations  Co.,  at  Kisaran,  Asahan,  on  the 
east  coast  of  Sumatra.  While  there  I  was  concerned  with 
botanical  problems  connected  with  the  cultivation  of  the  Para 
rubber  tree,  which  now  furnishes  most  of  the  rubber  of  com- 
merce. Not  only  was  the  work  absorbing,  but  the  natives  of 
the  region  were  a  never-ending  source  of  interest.  I  brought 
back  to  America  about  2000  native  manuscripts,  mostly  in- 
scribed on  bamboo,  and  now  spend  spare  moments  in  translat- 
ing incantations,  magic  lore,  tribal  genealogy,  etc.,  out  of  sev- 
eral dialects  of  the  pagan  Batak  who  inhabit  northern  Sum- 
atra. Between  botany,  chemistry,  and  amateur  ethnology,  I 
manage  to  keep  busy.

For  the  past  ten  years  I 
have  been  somewhat  of  a  counterpart  of  this  gentleman. 
The  only  difference  is  that  Conan  Doyle's  man  terminated 
his  connection  with  the  Britannica  and  I  have  not  yet 
reached  that  point.  I  have  long  been  endeavoring  by  several 
means,  advertising  and  otherwise,  to  bring  the  great  general 
public  to  purchase  the  Britannica,  and  I  have  been  trying 
to  make  this  suggestion  as  strong  and  as  telling  as  possible. 
There  are  many  people  who  will  attest  that  I  have  succeeded 
in  their  particular  cases.  Of  course,  I  do  not  want  to  bear 
the  burden  of  being  solely  responsible,  for  I  very  naturally 
am  not.  I  have  been  selling  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica 
in  different  capacities  since  1911,  and  have  gone  from  Boston 
to  New  York,  and  finally  to  Chicago,  in  its  service.  I  am 
now  the  general  sales  manager.  Immediately  on  leaving  col- 
lege I  had  a  very  healthful  job  as  foreman  on  a  big  land- 
scape contract  in  Long  Island.  As  I  specialized  yery  deter- 
minedly in  English  in  college,  I  never  could  see  what  con- 
nection landscaping  had  with  English,  so  my  next  job  waft 
with  a  printing  house  in  Boston.

Having  spent  the  year  1907-08  searching  for  those  experi- 
ences  of  the  outer  world  which  college  graduates  consider  so- 
necessary  for  the  foundation  of  a  career,  I  decided,  shortly 
after  graduation,  to  plunge  right  in  and  help  solve  the  many^ 
civic  and  political  problems  confronting  the  state  and  nation. 
So,  in  August,  1908,  I  set  off  for  that  common  field  of  endea- 
vor, New  York.  I  felt  instinctively  that  the  tottering  there 
was  most  threatening,  and  that  no  matter  how  many  fresh 
graduates  had  gone  there  to  help  solve  the  problems,  the  big^ 
city  would  still  require  aid.  A  month  of  earnest  canvassing,

sideration. I  was  assured  that  it  would  be  secondary  in  any 
event.  To  my  sorrow,  I  learned  that  it  persisted  in  keepings 
secondary  as  month  after  month  I  investigated  the  past  of 
various  applicants  for  positions  in  certain  department  stores.. 
That  does  not  sound  as  if  I  were  taking  part  in  solving  prob- 
lems, but  I  was  told  by  a  magnanimous  superior  that  my  po- 
sition was  a  stepping  stone  to  a  leadership  in  the  handling  of 
the  labor  question  of  department  stores.  If  this  was  a  pro- 
phetic suggestion  I  shall  never  know,  for  I  did  not  remain 
long  enough  at  this  work  to  test  it.

I  entered  the  Law  School  in  my  senior  year  and  took 
the  next  year  oflF,  to  cow-punch  in  Texas,  ride  with  an  Indian 
guide  through  the  forests  of  Senora,  Chihuahua  and  Sinaloa, 
and  to  travel  in  France.

I  entered  Harvard  in  the  fall  of  1904,  but  after  a  month 
I  went  to  bed  for  a  two  months'  siege  of  typhoid  and  did 
not  return  to  college  until  the  fall  of  1905.  Although  then 
technically  a  member  of  the  class  of  1909,  I  always  rejoiced 
in  the  fact  that  1908  kept  me  on  its  rolls.  I  missed  my  de- 
gree by  a  course  and  a  half  at  the  end  of  three  years.  In 
the  summer  of  1908  I  came  to  California  on  account  of  my 
mother's  failing  health.  I  intended  to  return  to  college 
to  get  my  degree  in  a  half  year  term,  but  during  my  stay 
in  a  small  town  in  California  I  accidentally  found  myself 
started  in  newspaper  work.

Since  the  last  report  my  only  experiences  of  interest  have 
been  connected  with  the  war,  and  as  such  experiences  are  no- 
novelty  to  most  of  the  class,  I  will  simply  outline  my  service 
as  a  matter  of  record.  In  July,  1917,  while  assistant  to  the 
general  superintendent,  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  I  was: 
commissioned  Major,  Engineers,  U.  S.  R.  I  was  assigned  to- 
the  14th  Engineers  (Railway)  and  sailed  on  July  27,  1917. 
We  remained  in  England  a  few  days  and  were  reviewed  by  the 
King  in  London.  We  then  moved  via  Boulogne  to  Boisleux- 
au-Mont,  about  five  miles  south  of  Arras,  on  the  edge  of  the 
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old  Somme  battlefield.  This  regiment  claims  the  distinction 
of  being  the  first  American  unit  to  be  stationed  within  range 
of  the  German  guns,  and  before  the  end  of  August  it  had 
taken  over  the  operation  of  the  British  Light  Railway  system 
in  that  sector.  I  was  shortly  sent  to  British  G.  H.  Q.  as  Amer- 
ican representative  on  the  staflf  of  the  British  Director  of 
Light  Railways.  Prom  that  time  on  I  was  continuously  on  **  de- 
tached service"  as  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  Ameri- 
can Light  Railways,  Light  Railway  representative  with  the 
"Paris  Group"  during  the  Chateau-Thierry  operations;  and 
finally  attached  to  G-4,  General  Staff,  as  Regulating  OflBcer  at 
Liffol-le-Grand.  For  several  months  after  the  armistice  I  was 
supplying  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Germany,  from  which 
duty  I  was  relieved  and  ordered  home  on  March  29,1919.  On 
April  22,  1919,  I  was  discharged  as  Lieut.  Colonel,  Engineers, 
having  been  promoted  in  September,  1918.  After  my  dis- 
charge, I  returned  to  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  for  a  few 
weeks,  leaving  that  position  to  become  assistant  to  the  re- 
ceiver, Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.

**In  the  death  of  Carlton  Thayer  Brodrick,  at  the  age  of 
twenty -eight  years,  who  was  drowned  in  the  *Lusitania'  dis- 
aster on  May  7,  1915,  the  mining  profession  lost  a  young 
engineer  of  exceptional  promise,  and  Harvard  University 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  of  its  younger  graduates.  Born 
in  Dorchester,  Brodrick  passed  his  boyhood  there  and  in 
Newton,  where  he  attended  the  Hyde  Grammar  School,  and 
later  the  Newton  High  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1904,  with  a  splendid  record  of  scholarship  behind  him. 
During  his  college  career  at  Harvard  University,  which  he 
entered  in  the  fall  of  that  year,  his  marked  ability  as  a 
student  in  chemistry,  mathematics  and  geology  won  him  a 
place  in  the  foremost  ranks  of  his  class  and  in  his  junior 
year  a  coveted  *Detur  Prize,'  awarded  for  special  distinc- 
tion in  scholarship.  Graduating  with  honors  in  1908,  Brod- 
rick remained  for  an  extra  year's  work  in  mining  engineer- 
ing and  geology  at  the  University  Graduate  School,  and 
although  he  left  to  accept  a  position  before  completing  the 
course  for  his  professional  degree,  he  was  given  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts.  Throughout  his  college  course  brodrick 
showed  a  lively  interest  in  mining  geology,  and  during  his 
summer  vacations  made  many  trips,  both  for  the  college  and 
on  his  own  account,  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  regions,  British 
Columbia  and  other  points  in  the  northwest.  His  professors 
who  guided  his  work  even  now  speak  of  the  energy  and  en- 
thusiasm he  manifested  in  making  these  researches,  and  of 
his  constant  interest  in  applying  and  working  out  in  the 
field,  at  every  opportunity,  the  theories  studied  in  the  class- 
room.    Extraordinary   facility  in  languages  enabled  Brod- 
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rick  during  these  years  to  continue  his  engineering  studies 
in  the  works  of  Russian,  Swedish  and  Italian  authorities, 
as  well  as  French  and  German,  until  in  1910,  when  he  left 
his  college  courses  to  accept  an  appointment  in  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey,  he  had  a  knowledge  and  grasp 
of  his  subject  remarkably  wide  for  a  man  of  his  years.  His 
work  in  the  government  *  service  at  Washington  early  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  Sidney  H.  Ball,  the  well-known 
mining  engineer,  who  took  Brodrick  with  him  in  the  fall 
of  that  year  to  the  Atbasar  district  in  southwestern  Siberia. 
There  they  remained  six  months,  engaged  in  geological 
studies,  particularly  of  copper  occurrences,  in  which  Brod- 
rick's  work  proved  so  sound  that  he  was  engaged  the  next 
year  as  raining  geologist  by  the  Russo-Asiatic  Company, 
controlling  large  mining  interests  in  the  Kyshtim  district 
of  the  Ural  Mountain  region.  At  that  time  the  Russo- 
Asiatic  Company  was  just  at  the  beginning  of  its  enormous 
development,  and  soon  Brodrick,  who  was  then  only  in  his 
twenty-fourth  year,  was  being  sent  all  over  Russia  and 
Siberia  to  investigate  new  properties  and  report  on  their 
mining  possibilities,  a  work  which  required  the  exercise, 
not  only  of  expert  knowledge,  but  also  of  sound  and  far- 
seeing  judgment.  Signal  success  in  this  work  led  to  further 
promotion,  and  in  less  than  two  years  Brodrick  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  post  of  consulting  geologist  to  the  Russo- 
Asiatic  Company.  In  this  capacity  he  examined  and  re- 
ported upon  a  considerable  number  of  important  Russian 
and  Siberian  mining  properties.  His  last  work  was  an 
examination  of  the  wonderful  Ridder  mining  properties  in 
western  Siberia,  which  are  generally  regarded  by  mining 
experts  as  one  of  the  four  or  five  great  mining  developments 
of  the  decade.  During  these  few  years  of  rapid  advance- 
ment and  widening  experience  in  his  profession,  Brodrick 
never  lost  active  interest  in  his  Alma  Mater,  and  he  made 
a  practice  of  devoting  a  major  part  of  the  vacations  spent 
in  this  country  to  the  service  of  the  Geological  Museum  of 
Harvard  University.  There  he  brought  together  specimens 
from  foreign  districts  he  had  examined,  and  formed  a  large 
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and  valuable  collection  of  Russian  and  Siberian  ores,  supple- 
mented by  an  unusually  complete  fund  of  information 
gathered  by  him  as  to  their  occurrence  in  the  field.  Living 
his  life  to  the  fullest,  in  work,  in  travel  and  constant  re- 
search, he  allowed  himself  few  leisure  moments  throughout 
his  brief  professional  career.  The  few  weeks  spent  in  London 
on  his  last  trip  he  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Belgium  Relief 
Commission,  in  which,  as  elsewhere,  he  left  the  clear  imprint 
of  efficient  service  that  later,  after  his  death,  called  for  the 
special  commendation  of  Herbert  C.  Hoover,  in  charge  of  the 
Commission.  Brodrick  was  returning  to  Russia  via  London, 
where  he  would  doubtless  have  applied  himself  again  to  the 
work  of  the  Belgium  Relief  Commission.  He  was  heart  and 
soul  in  his  work,  with  an  absorption  that  amounted  almost 
to  a  passion  for  further  knowledge  and  deeper  research,  but 
his  energy  was  happily  guided  by  a  keen  intelligence  and 
tempered  by  a  splendidly  balanced  mind.  There  could  be 
but  one  result — and  in  the  five  short  years  of  his  profes- 
sional activities,  he  attained  an  enviable  place  in  the  con- 
fidence and  regard  of  his  engineering  associates  and  su- 
periors. Typically  American,  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term, 
in  the  vigor  and  enthusiasm  of  his  life,  Brodrick  upheld  in 
his  death  the  proudest  traditions  of  American  manhood.  He 
died  in  the  ranks  of  Christian  noblemen  who  chose  to  give 
their  places  to  women  and  children  on  the  ill-fated  *Lusi- 
tania'  and  to  meet  calmly  and  cheerfully  the  death  that 
awaited  them  when  the  ship  went  down.  His  friends  who 
felt  the  inspiration  of  his  life  and  work,  and  so  mourn  him 
most  deeply,  have  found  in  his  death  an  even  greater  in- 
spiration that  will  be  cherished  in  their  hearts  long  after 
the  memory  of  his  short  life  has  become  dimmed  with  ad- 
vancing years.''

Following  graduation  I  expected  to  obtain  a  ** position,"

A  full  account  of  my  life  up  to  1914  can  be  found  in  the 
sexennial  report.  Shortly  before  that  time  I  had  left  the 
service  of  my  employers  and  gone  into  consulting  practice. 
I  also  entered  into  riianufacturing  in  a  small  way,  forming 
a  partnership  with  George  A.  Pritchard  of  Indianapolis,  for 
the  manufacture  and  development  of  electric  furnaces  and 
other  metallurgical  devices.  While  engaged  in  electro-metal- 
lurgical work,  my  partner  and  I  jointly  discovered  the 
presence  of  ilmenite  (an  ore  of  titanium)  in  a  sample  of 
Florida  sand  which  I  had  secured  in  my  surveys  seven  years 
before.  As  titanium  had  come  to  be  a  valuable  metal,  and 
as  the  sample  and  my  recollection  of  the  region  from  which 
it  came  indicated  a  valuable  source  of  supply,  we  closed  up 
our  business,  pooled  our  funds,  and  set  out  for  Florida  in

search  of  an  ilmenite  Eldorado.  After  a  search  of  over  a. 
year,  which  covered  many  thousands  of  square  miles,  and 
after  many  disappointments,  we  discovered  the  now  well- 
known  Buckman  and  Pritchard  rare  mineral  deposits  of  the^ 
east  coast  of  Florida.  These  deposits  are  over  seventeen  miles, 
long  and  cover  three  thousand  acres.  They  constitute  the 
world  ^s  chief  supply  of  high  grade  ores  of  titanium  and 
zirconium  and  represent  also  considerable  resources  in. 
thorium  and  radium-meso  thorium.  In  1915,  on  the  spot 
where  Ponce  de  Leon  landed  in  1513,  we  founded  the  town, 
of  Mineral  City,  and  began  the  financing,  construction  and 
equipment  of  a  mill  to  develop  the  properties.  My  wife  and 
the  two  children  joined  me  in  the  Florida  wilds,  where  we- 
lived  for  more  than  two  years.  About  the  time  the  United. 
States  entered  the  war  with  Germany,  the  French  discovered 
that  the  tetra  chloride  of  titanium  was  the  most  effective^ 
agent  for  gas,  smoke  screens,  spot  shell  and  tracer  bullets,, 
but  the  use  of  the  substance  was  limited,  as  the  French  and 
the  allies  had  no  titanium  ore.  When  America  entered  the^ 
war,  both  the  French  and  American  governments  requested 
us  to  devote  our  entire  organization  and  plant  to  the  pro- 
duction of  this  ordnance  material,  as  we  were  practically  the- 
only  available  source  of  supply.  This  was  done,  and  until 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  we  were  wholly  occupied  in  this- 
work.  Since  that  time,  as  general  manager  of  the  company, 
I  have  been  engaged  in  guiding  our  affairs  back  to  a  "  peace '*" 
basis,  and  in  preparing  for  whatever  the  future  may  bring — 
a  future  as  certain  to  be  the  age  of  zirconium,  titanium  and 
radium,  as  was  the  past  the  age  of  bronze  and  steel.  Written :

A  ** complete  account  of  yourself  since  graduation/'  Ha, 
ha,  that's  a  large  order,  especially  for  a  citizen  of  a  country 
recently  gone  arid.  In  1908  I  started  to  earn  my  daily  car- 
fare, while  showing  the  world  how  the  stock  and  bond  busi- 
ness should  be  run.    A.  G.  Edwards  &  Sons  of  St.  Louis  was 
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the  victim  firm;  at  least,  it  was  they  whom'  I  worked  (for). 
Whenever  the  semi-monthly  insult — $25  per  each  bitter 
blow — was  transferred  to  my  safe-keeping,  I  would  wonder 
why  Harvard  was  so  famous.  After  buying  municipal  issues 
and  selling  a  few,  a  very  few  bonds,  I  decided,  in  June, 
1910,  that  the  bond  business  did  not  seem  to  fit  my  particular 
style  of  beauty.  To  renovate  my  mind  for  a  fresh  start, 
I  looked  over  irrigation  projects  in  the  Sacramento  Valley 
in  California  and  visited  Marcus  Whitney  in  Santa  Barbara. 
Returning  to  St.  Louis  by  way  of  Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  I  be- 
gan, in  September,  to  be  a  manufacturer,  my  portion  being 
secretary  of  the  Carter  Carburetor  Company.  This  was  a 
young  concern  and  full  of  promise — when  it  took  my  small 
subscription  for  stock.

Upon  the  formation  of  the  War  Industries  Board,  in  August, 
I  was  made  secretary  to  Mr.  Robert  S.  Brookings,  Commis- 
sioner of  Finished  Products,  and  one  of  the  three  civilian 
business  members  of  the  War  Industries  Board.  Messrs. 
Brookings,  Baruch  and  Lovett  were  the  three  whose  approval 
was  required  for  expenditures  by  foreign  governments  of 
moneys  they  had  borrowed  from  our  Treasury  Department. 
These  purchases,  together  with  those  of  our  government,  made 
the  work  far  from  simple,  nor  was  it  lacking  in  interest.

Whatever  conceit  may  have  accompanied  me  away  from 
Cambridge  ought  to  be  well  removed  from  my  system  by  this 
time,  because  a  request  for  the  amount  of  the  past  ten  years' 
accomplishments  reminds  me  that  I  ought  to  have  something 
to  tell.  To  be  truthful,  I  am  not  even  a  tired  business  man. 
For  about  five  years  after  leaving  the  shade  of  the  classic 
elms,  I  toured  the  American  continent  with  my  younger 
brother,  extracting  from  a  much  abused  public  enough  money 
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to  pay  hotel  bills  and  to  get  from  town  to  town.  Assistance^ 
encouragement,  and  other  essential  accessories  were  furnished 
by  the  vaudeville  managers  who  arranged  our  itinerary.  We 
appeared  under  the  name  of  Marshall  Brothers,  in  an  act 
of  skill,  strength,  grace,  and  possibly  other  things  not  ad- 
vertised on  the  billboards  or  programs.  It  was  during  this 
period  that  I  succumbed  to  the  charms  of  the  lady  who  has, 
since  the  summer  of  1910,  shared  my  worries  and  whatever 
else  happened  to  be  available.  We  were  married  the  day 
after  Johnson  conquered  Jeffries,  so  Jim  and  I  have  never 
been  the  same  since.  A  domestic  instinct  led  me  to  settle 
down  to  the  routine  life  of  a  gymnasium  director  for  a  couple 
of  years,  but  it  was  so  diflScult  for  most  people  to  concede 
the  existence  of  mental  and  muscular  equipment,  both  within 
the  narrow  limits  of  a  single  personality,  that  I  cast  about 
for  other  worlds  in  which  to  be  conquered.

materials  required  to  get  up  steam.  Some  years  ago  I  was 
told  that  many  famous  men  lived  in  obscurity  until  the 
psychological  moment  arrived.  That  has  afforded  me  some

Clark's  early  schooldays  were  spent  at  the  Chestnut  Hill 
Academy,  Philadelphia,  where  he  soon  exhibited  that  love 
for  outdoor  games  and  clean  sportsmanship  that  character- 
ized his  whole  life.  In  the  fall  of  1900,  he  entered  Pomfret 
School,  Pomfret,  Conn.,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1904,  and  that  autumn  entered  college,  with  the  class  of  1908. 
It  was  during  his  last  schooldays  at  Pomfret  that  he  fulfilled 
the  promise  of  early  boyhood  and  developed  those  qualities 
which  so  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact 
in  the  short  span  of  life  that  was  to  be  his.

captain  of  the  school  baseball  team,  and  prefect,  he  was 
an  acknowledged  leader  among  his  fellows ;  his  character  com- 
bined such  rare  qualities  of  dignity  and  courtesy  that  it  was 
more  like  the  leadership  of  an  older  man.  His  good  sense 
and  keen  insight  into  human  nature  made  him  of  great 
assistance  to  the  headmaster  in  all  matters  affecting  the  good 
of  the  school.  He  commanded  the  confidence  and  respect, 
not  only  of  those  of  his  own  age,  but  in  a  very  marked 
degree,  of  the  older  generation.  Ordinarily  undemonstra- 
tive and  reserved,  he  was  full  of  fun  and  possessed  a  fund 
of  dry  humor  that  made  him  a  delightful  companion.  It  ia 
perhaps  the  greatest  tribute  to  his  character  that,  though 
in  college  such  a  short  time,  most  of  the  men  in  his  class 
knew  him  by  reputation  if  not  personally.  His  death  from 
typhoid,  at  his  home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  in  December  of  his 
junior  year,  was  a  distinct  and  irreparable  loss  to  the  class. 
To  those  of  us  with  whom  he  was  intimate,  his  death  was 
a  calamity;  his  memory  remains  an  inspiration.  The  class 
of  1908  will  be  interested  to  know  that  two  scholarships  have 
been  founded  in  his  memory  by  Clark's  parents.  The  selec- 
tion of  a  student  for  these  scholarships  provides  that  con- 
sideration be  given:  first,  to  his  manliness,  truthfulness, 
courage,  honesty,  kindness,  loyalty,  high  purpose  and  devo- 
tion to  duty ;  second,  suflScient  attainments  in  scholastic  mat- 
ters to  render  a  college  course  of  real  value  to  him;  third, 
his  fondness  for  and  success  in  clean,  manly,  out-of-door 
sports,  particularly  that  call  for  unselfish  endeavor  for 
the  honor  of  his  side.  These  qualities  were  so  well  com- 
bined in  Clark's  own  life  and  character,  it  is  most  appro- 
priate that  his  memory  at  Harvard  be  perpetuated  in  sucK 
terms.

At  various  times 
I  served  as  navigator  and  ordnance  officer,  executive,  and 
later  on  as  commanding  officer  of  that  vessel,  and  was  on 
her  throughout  the  war.  After  the  above  date  she  served 
as  flagship  of  the  Caribbean  Squadron.  On  the  first  of 
September,  she  sailed  from  Hampton  Boads,  en  route  to 
Gibraltar,  via  New  York,  Boston  and  Halifax.  She  arrived 
at  Gibraltar,  October  16,  1917,  and  was  assigned  to  duty  as 
convoy  (ocean  escort)  from  Gibraltar  to  England,  having  as 
a  destination  either  Pembroke  Dock,  Wales,  or  Plymouth, 
England.  The  ** Algonquin"  continued  on  this  duty,  with- 
out interruption,  until  the  armistice  was  signed  and  remained 
at  Gibraltar  until  December  21,  1918.  The  duty  our  vessel 
was  assigned  was  most  vital,  active  and  dangerous,  and  it  is 
with  a  feeling  of  great  pride  that  I  submit  the  following 
figures  concerning  her  activities  in  the  war  zone.

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I  believe  the  story  of  my  life  as  it  ended  in  the  last  class 
report  found  me  still  as  landscape  engineer  to  the  Park 
Commission  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  which  line  of  activity  I 
left  in  the  fall  of  1914  to  become  assistant  professor  of 
landscape  engineering  in  the  New  York  State  College  of 
Forestry  at  Syracuse  University.  I  organized  the  depart- 
ment of  landscape  engineering  at  this  institution  and  am 
still  at  the  head  of  it,  being  advanced  to  a  full  professor  in 
1918.  Although  I  had  never  anticipated  a  life  in  educa- 
tional work,  I  find  the  college  field  quite  attractive.  In 
addition  to  my  teaching,  I  carry  on  a  certain  amount  of 
private  landscape  practice,  and  in  connection  with  the  ex- 
tension work  of  the  college,  I  act  as  consulting  landscape 
architect  to  communities  throughout  the  state,  and  thus  keep 
in  contact  with  the  active  professional  field.

This  work  included 
an  investigation  and  report  concerning  the  possibilities  of 
street  tree  growth  in  Manhattan,  and  the  organization  of 
a  bureau  of  city  forestry  in  the  park  department.  My  war 
record  belongs  with  that  of  the  inglorious  ones  who  had 
to  stay  at  home.  I  missed  by  a  narrow  margin  obtaining 
a  commission  in  a  Canadian  regiment,  in  1915.  I  assisted 
in  organizing,  and  acted  as  secretary  of  the  British  Relief 
Association  for  this  district,  from  1914  until  the  end  of 
the  war,  and  during  1918  I  was  engaged  in  war  housing  work 
for  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation.  Of  interests  other 
tlian  tliose  connected  with  my  work,  I  have  several.  I  spend 
three  months  every  other  summer  at  my  summer  camp  in 
the  New  Hampshire  woods.

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My  ** career"  from  June,  1908,  to  1914,  appears  in  the 
sexennial  repoct  and  is  mainly  a  Harvard  one.  Most  of 
my  time  has  been  spent  in  study  and  teaching.  From  1909- 
11  I  was  graduate  secretary  at  Phillips  Brooks  Houses 
1912-13  I  was  an  instructor  in  economics  and  sociology  at 
Bowdoin  College.  In  June,  1913,  I  returned  to  Cambridge 
as  instructor  in  economics.  A  year  later  I  was  further  ap- 
pointed a  tutor  in  the  division  of  history,  government,  and 
economics.  My  first  war  work  came  in  June  and  July,  1917, 
when  Dean  Gay  had  me  act  as  executive  in  charge  of  the 
cost  inspection  course  given  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Busi- 
ness Administration.  At  midyears,  1918,  I  left  for  London, 
on  a  week's  notice,  as  assistant  statistician  on  the  American 
Shipping  Mission,  headed  by  Raymond  B.  Stevens,  '97,  vice- 
chairman  of  the  U.  S.  Shipping  Board.  We  were  soon  in 
the  thick  of  the  job  of  coordinating  interallied  economic 
eflfort,  through  the  agency  of  the  Allied  Maritime  Transport 
Council  and  related  bodies.  I  made  a  memorable  visit  to 
Paris  in  April,  1918,  when  the  Transport  Council  met  there 
because  conditions  were  so  critical  that  the  French  ministers 
dared  not  leave.  In  June,  when  an  international  secretariat 
of  the  Council  was  organized,  I  became  its  statistician,  and 
was,  in  fact,  the  only  American  upon  it.  In  October  my 
wife  was  sent  over  to  join  my  staff.  Until  the  armistice,  the 
high  pressure  never  ceased;  but  before  it  came  the  economic 
cooperation  upon  which  we  had  been  working  had  developed 
into  a  unit  which  constituted  an  essential  supplement  to  the 
military  unity  under  Marshal  Foch,  and  an  economic  pro- 
gram was  in  operation  for  ending  the  war  in  the  spring 
of  1919.  After  the  armistice  there  was  much  lost  motion. 
Thanks  mainly  to  America's  cautiousness,  the  inter-allied  war 
organizations  were  doomed  to  a  lingering  death  and  the 
necessary  substitutes  were  only  gradually  created.  I  con- 
tinued my  work  for  the  Transport  Council,  chiefly  in  con- 
nection with  enemy  shipping  statistics  and  the  execution  of 
British  shipping  agreements  with  France  and  Italy,  until  it 
was  merged  into  the  Supreme  Economic  Council,  and  then, 
until  May,  with  its  successor,  the  Transport  Executive  Coun- 
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oil.  When  possible  I  assisted  also  in  furnishing  shipping 
data  called  for  by  our  Peace  Conference  delegates  in  Paris. 
My  work  in  London  gave  me  invaluable  intimate  contacts 
with  British,  French,  and  Italians.  Like  most  Americans 
who  know  them  well,  I  became  a  warm  friend  of  the  British. 
The  war  over,  I  am  at  Harvard  again — ^handling  two  sections 
in  elementary  economics,  the  large  undergraduate  laboratory 
courses  in  accounting  and  statistics,  a  small  graduate  course 
in  business  corporations,  a  Radcliffe  course  on  corporations 
and  combinations,  and  a  tutor  s  squad  of  twenty.

Philip  Washburn  Davis  was  graduated  from  Harvard  Col- 
lege at  twenty,  full  of  generous  enthusiasms,  balanced  by 
a  sane  and  logical  intelligence.  He  died  at  thirty,  one  of 
those  Americans  who  held  a  thin  line  against  the  superior 
German  aircraft  when  we  were  all  unready.  Into  the  ten 
intervening  years  were  packed  so  much  activity,  interests 
so  broad  and  deep,  and  so  many  decisions  made  for  justice, 
that  if  he  could  have  forseen  such  an  early  death,  instead 
of  its  being  most  unlikely  with  his  vigorous  health,  and  had 
determined  to  make  the  most  of  his  time,  he  could  hardly 
have  done  differently.  On  leaving  college,  he  went  to  work 
for  the  firm  of  Lee,  Higginson  &  Co.,  and  was  presently 
offered  a  position  there  which  might  have  seemed  good  to 
one  so  young,  but  with  characteristic  foresight  he  declined 
it  because  he  preferred  to  a  present  security  an  opportunity 
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to  develop  and  test  his  individual  powers.  He  accordingly 
associated  himself  for  a  time  with  a  smaller  house,  where  he 
studied  the  investment  security  business  thoroughly,  and 
finally,  in  the  spring  of  1915,  formed  a  partnership  and 
went  into  business  for  himself.  The  certain  and  rapid  suc- 
cess of  that  business  is  shown  not  so  much  by  the  financial 
good  standing  which  he  fairly  won,  as  by  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  his  clients.  That  their  interests  were  his  own, 
and  that  his  sound  judgment  and  prompt  decision  were 
always  at  their  service,. is  attested  by  the  many  letters  re- 
ceived by  members  of  his  family.  They  express  not  only 
regret  for  the  loss  of  a  man  of  sterling  character  and  fine 
personality,  but  a  very  personal  bereavement  on  the  part 
of  those  who  had  come  to  depend  upon  his  advice.  These 
letters  surely  prove  the  usefulness  of  the  honorable  business 
man.  Giving  himself  whole-heartedly  to  business,  and  work- 
ing early  and  late  when  its  needs  required,  he  nevertheless 
found  time  for  a  surprising  number  of  avocations.  He  was 
/-;  I  keenly  alive  to  all  interests  of  the  day,  without  losing  his 
love  of  poetry,  plays,  and  economic  theory.  He  could  enjoy 
a  game  of  chess  at  breakfast  and  still  not  neglect  the  morn- 
ing paper,  and  would  dash  off  to  business  just  as  merry  and 
eager  at  one  pursuit  as  at  another.  His  athletic  activities 
never  flagged.  He  belonged  to  several  tennis  clubs  and  won 
some  local  tournaments.  He  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Corps  Cadets.  The  day  after  war  was  declared  he 
made  application  for  the  United  States  Aviation  Ser- 
vice. As  the  weeks  went  by  and  he  heard  nothing  from  this, 
eager  as  usual  to  choose  for  himself  and  give  his  best,  rather 
than  to  wait  and  see  what  was  going  to  be  done  with  the 
former  First  Corps,  he  went  overseas,  having  joined  the 
Norton-Harjcs  Ambulance  Unit.  As  soon  as  he  reached 
Paris,  however,  he  enlisted  in  the  Franco- American  (La- 
fayette) Flying  Corps.  He  trained  in  the  schools  at  Avord, 
Pau,  Cazau,  etc.,  and  was  chosen  to  be  a  scout  pilot.  In 
February,  1918,  he  transferred  to  the  American  service,  go- 
ing to  the  front  in  the  Toul  sector  as  a  member  of  the  94th 
Aero   Squadron    (the  well-known   **hat-in-the-ring''   squad- 
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ron).  He  lost  his  life  on  June  2,  1918,  when  four  American 
planes,  returning  from  escorting  a  bomber  up  the  Rhine 
Valley,  attacked  seven  German  planes  and  drove  them  off. 
They  had  started  for  home,  when  his  machine  burst  into 
flames  and  went  down  behind  the  German  lines.  His  grave 
was  found,  after  a  long  search,  in  the  commune  of  Riche- 
court,  Meuse,  and  the  ground  has  since  been  purchased,  so 
that  it  will  not  be  disturbed.  This  was  a  life  which  promised 
great  usefulness,  but  it  had  a  glorious  culmination.  Some 
of  his  comrades  have  expressed  the  .thought  that  they  envy 
him.  One  may  hope  at  least  that  the  sacrifice  has  not  been 
in  vain,  but  that  others  will  take  up  the  task  of  citizenship 
in  the  spirit  in  which  he  lived. 

Extracts  From  Davis's  Journal 
Friday,  the  14th  of  June,  we  went  over  and  signed  up 
in  the  Foreign  Legion,  six  of  us.  •  •  •  •  I  have  had  only  three 
sorties,  fifteen  minutes'  work,  in  the  nine  days  I  have  been 
here.  •  •  •  •  I  often  think  what  a  terrible  economic  waste 
it  is  for  me  to  be  here  doing  nothing  most  of  the  time. 
•  •  •  •  j^Qyf  quickly  we  adjust  ourselves  to  new  living  con- 
ditions! I  thought  the  meal  good  which  I  ate  at  the  Ordi- 
naire today.  It  consisted  of  kidney  beans,  a  good  enough 
dish,  but  one  which  has  become  rather  unsatisfactory 
through  continuous  recurrence,  a  peculiar  tripe  stew,  which 
many  of  the  fellows  refused  to  eat,  but  which  I  had  no  trou- 
ble with,  and  plain  lettuce.  Now  and  then  the  memory  of 
white  bread  back  home  makes  my  mouth  water  a  bit,  as  I 
gnaw  my  way  through  this  hard  black  bread,  unaided  by 
any  butter. 

Avord,  September  26,  1917. 
I  was  called  upon  to  enter  the  fray  from  a  sense  of  duty- 
The  question  with  me  was  whether  to  go  into  this,  as  it 
appears  to  me,  most  dangerous  branch  of  the  service,  avia- 
tion. I  chose  it  partly  because  it  seemed  the  most  valuable 
thing  to  do  and  one  for  which  I  was  rather  well  suited,  partly 
because  it  was  a  very  interesting  pursuit  in  which  I  should 
not  fret  with  inaction.     If  the  war  lasts  a  year,  a  mighty 
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jsmall  number  of  aviators  now  in  training  for  the  front  are 
^oing  to  go  back  home,  I'm  thinking.  The  prospect  of  death 
^ives  me  a  disagreeable  feeling.  I  don't  want  to  die.  I  avoid 
•chances  of  getting  killed.  I  feel  confident,  however,  that 
my  sense  of  duty,  or  is  it  horror  of  the  shame  of  being 
thought  the  coward  t — ^will  always  overweigh  this  fear  and 
keep  me  on  my  course.  Yet  when  I  step  into  the  machine 
for  my  tour  I  am  less  nervous,  I  think,  than  the  average 
student  pilot  here.  I  am  no  more  so  than  when  I  line  up 
on  the  cinder  track  to  hear  the  starter's  pistol.  Once  away 
in  the  air,  I  am  just  as  eager  and  interested  as  ever  I  was 
to  run  a  foot  race  or  to  play  a  tennis  match. 

Pau,  December  9,  1917. 
I  wanted  to  go  over  to  the  Pyrenees  again.  It  is  wonder- 
ful among  those  mountains.  I  went  over  past  the  range  of 
mountains  beyond  the  Pic  du  Midi  d'Ossau,  over  Spain,  and 
looked  down  the  valleys  on  the  other  side.  AVhat  a  long 
time  it  seems  to  take  to  come  to  that  peak,  and  how  you  do 
tear  by  when  you  get  there!  You  can  see  a  lot  of  country 
from  an  aeroplane.  I  flew  mostly  at  3600  to  3800  metres, 
just  under  the  clouds,  where  it  was  very  rough,  I  will  say. 
It  seemed  as  though  I  would  hit  the  ranges  as  I  came  to 
them,  although  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Midi  is  only  2885,  and 
is  the  highest  right  there. 

Issoudun,  February  27,  1918. 
I  seem  to  have  ceased  to  fight  this  war  on  my  own  hook, 
liaving  joined  the  U.  S.  Army.  I  got  my  release  from  the 
French  back  at  Cazau  early  in  January,  but  they  never 
seemed  to  realize  it.  I  passed  up  my  second  ten-day  leave 
trying  to  get  out  to  the  front  with  the  French.  •  •  •  •  I  am 
to  go  out  in  the  next  squadron  that  is  formed.  I  guess  that 
we  shall  be  among  the  first  American  chasse  pilots  to  go  to  the 
front. 

Gengoult,  April  21,  1918. 
We  are  settled  in  good  quarters  here  and  doing  regular 
ivork. 
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Gengoult,  May  8,  1918. 
We  have  lost  another  man  from  the  squadron — Captain 
Hall,  one  of  the  best  liked  of  all.  We  have  some  hope  that 
he  is  a  prisoner  in  Germany,  and  not  killed.  •  •  •  •  The 
Major,  immediately  the  news  came  in,  sent  our  flight  out, 
although  we  were  not  on  for  another  hour.  Capt.  Peterson 
led,  Campbell  on  his  right  and  I  on  his  left;  Bill  Loomis 
and  Cunnie  were  up  above.  About  three-quarters  of  the 
way  out,  the  captain  had  to  leave  us  and  go  back.  Dug, 
following  his  usual  custom,  beat  it  way  out  in  advance ;  then 
I  came  about  a  kilometre  behind  him,  with  Bill  and  Cunnie 
behind  me  in  formation.  Finally  I  caught  Dug,  and  had 
to  pique  down  to  him.  He  likes  to  travel  over  the  lines  at 
about  2500  metres.  I  took  up  a  position  on  his  left.  Bill  on 
his  right,  and  Cunnie  stayed  way  up  800  metres  above,  a 
fine  mark,  as  was  proved  shortly.  We  waited  around  Pont- 
h-Mousson  in  the  midde  of  a  whole  lot  of  shrapnel  about  a 
kilometre  and  a  half  inside  the  German  lines.  We  didn't 
have  to  wait  long.  When  we  were  headed  toward  Pont-a- 
Mousson  three  Albatrosses  came  down  the  opposite  way,  up 
above  us  and  piqued  on  us.  Dug  turned  to  the  right  toward 
the  French  side  and  started  to  climb.  I  did  the  same  thing, 
but  not  until  one  of  the  Boche  had  got  a  good  line  on  my 
tail.  I  don't  believe  he  shot  much,  as  there  are  no  signs  on 
my  plane.  Cunnie  was  not  so  lucky  up  all  alone.  The  two 
others  piqued  on  him  at  close  range  and  shot  his  wings  full 
of  holes  on  both  sides  of  the  fuselage,  while  the  fellow  below 
must  have  shot  up  at  him,  judging  by  the  course  of  the 
bullets  as  shown  by  the  hole  in  the  wing.  It  was  a  pretty 
well  riddled  machine  that  he  brought  back.  He  did  not 
waste  any  time  coming  back  either.  Just  then  I  saw  Major 
Lufbery's  **2'',  and  started  off  to  Germany  after  him.  I  en- 
joyed that  patrol,  for  his  manoeuvering  and  strategy  are  won- 
derful. He  went  right  down  the  line,  swinging  into  France 
and  then  back  to  Germany.  Every  few  minutes  he  would 
change  altitude  to  fool  the  anti-aircraft  batteries.  He  han- 
dles his  machine  beautifully  too,  everything  is  so  smooth. 
When  we  came  back  we  found  the  crowd  examining  Cunnie 's 
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machine.  All  three  Boehes  must  have  shot  him.  (The  avia- 
tors referred  to  in  this  extract  are  James  Norman  Hall, 
Douglas  Campbell,  Arthur  Cunningham,  William  H.  Loomis 
and  Raoul  Lufberry.) 

A  Letter  Prom  a  Comrade  in  Arms 
(The  following  letter  was  written  for  this  volume  by  Major 
Douglas  Campbell,  the  American  ace,  who  was  awarded  the 
liCgion  of  Honor  for  his  services  in  France.) 

The  94th  Aero  Squadron,  later  famous  as  Eddie  Eicken- 
backer's  outfit,  was  organized  and  sent  to  the  front  in  March, 
1918,  as  the  first  really  American  air  unit  to  get  into  action. 
There  were  eighteen  pilots  in  the  squadron  who  had  just 
finished  their  schooling  and  were  anxious  to  learn  the  game 
of  knocking  Huns  out  of  the  sky,  and  Phil  Davis  and  myself 
were  two  of  them.  We  were  assigned  to  the  3d  flight,  or 
subdivision,  of  the  squadron,  with  the  result  that  we  gener- 
ally went  on  the  same  patrols;  consequentlj'-  I  knew  Phil 
pretty  well.  There  is  something  about  flying  over  the  lines 
with  a  man  which  draws  you  to  him,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  you  are  not  in  speaking  contact  with  him  at  the  time. 
Quiet  and  unobtrusive,  but  a  hard,  conscientious  worker, 
with  a  delightful  combination  of  earnestness  and  humor, 
Phil  soon  made  a  warm  place  for  himself  in  my  heart  and 
in  those  of  the  other  members  of  our  eager  and  enthusiastic 
family  of  prospective  Boche-getters.  Our  work  was  long 
delayed  by  lack  of  suitable  equipment,  but  by  the  middle 
of  April  we  got  well  under  way,  and  from  then  until  Phil's 
deatE^  on  June  2d,  I  made  many  patrols  with  him  over  th^ 
Meuse-Moselle  sector.  It  was  quiet  at  that  time,  however, 
and  our  combats  were  comparatively  few.  On  June  2d,  just 
after  lunch,  I  led  a  patrol  of  four  Nieuport  single-seaters 
over  the  lines  to  protect  a  group  of  British  bombers  on  their 
return  journey  from  the  factory  towns  down  the  Moselle 
valley.  Over  Thiaucourt  we  attacked  seven  Albatross  and 
Pfalz  single-seaters,  and  had  a  lively  dog-fight  for  about 
five  minutes,  at  the  end  of  which  the  Heinies  withdrew. 
Early  in  the  combat  I  had  noticed  Phil  being  enticed  under 
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the  main  fight  by  a  Hun  he  was  attacking,  but  lost  sight  of 
him  a  moment  later.  After  the  Huns  left,  he  was  still  with 
us,  but  just  as  our  formation  was  getting  together  to  con- 
tinue our  patrol,  he  burst  into  flames,  probably  from  the 
delayed  action  of  an  incendiary  bullet  that  had  lodged  some- 
where in  his  machine.  From  our  altitude  of  2500  metres  he 
had  no  chance  of  getting  down  alive.  He  fought  it  out  like 
the  game  fellow  he  was,  retaining  control  of  his  machine  un- 
til he  was  down  about  800  metres  from  the  ground ;  at  that 
point  he  fell  hopelessly  out  of  control  and  crashed,  a  few 
miles  west  of  Thiaucourt.

After  leaving  Harvard  I  attended  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology  and  received  another  engineering  degree 
there  in  June,  1909.  The  next  five  years  were  spent  in 
working  on  a  large  number  of  different  construction  jobs  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States,  seeking  by  a  variety  of 
work  to  gain  experience  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Just  about  the  time  the 
services  of  the  Roosevelt  Division  were  declined  by  the  ad- 
ministration, after  America's  entrance  into  the  war,  the  need 
for  ships  became  urgent.  With  the  help  of  Qen.  Goethals, 
then  in  charge  of  the  government  shipbuilding  program,  I 
was  able  to  organize  a  new  shipbuilding  corporation  at  New- 
burgh,  near  New  York.  We  built  ten  nine  thousand  ton  steel 
merchant  ships  for  the  government  during  the  war  and  are 
now  continuing  this  business  on  private  work,  employing 
about  thirty-seven  hundred  men.     Employing  this  compara- 
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lively  large  number  of  men  in  one  location  has  given  us  the 
opportunity  of  working  out  several  long  cherished  ideas  of 
democracy  in  industrial  management,  which  ideas  so  far  have 
proved  reasonably  successful.  My  prinicipal  interest  outside 
of  business  has  probably  been  politics.  Since  making  my 
headquarters  in  New  York  I  have  been  active  in  most  of  the 
New  York  municipal  and  state  political  campaigns  and  have 
held  various  offices  in  the  Republican  party  organization, 
but  so  far  I  have  not  been  a  candidate  for  any  public  office.

In  September,  1908,  I  entered  upon  the  work  as  northern 
secretary  to  Atlanta  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  my  special 
task  being  to  interest  friends  in  the  north  in  the  work  of  the 
University.  I  was  engaged  in  this  special  work  for  two 
years,  during  which  time  1  centered  my  efforts  in  New  York, 
Chicago,  Detroit  and  Cleveland.  A  personal  letter  from 
President  Eliot  helped  me  in  this  work  as  possibly  nothing 
else  could  have  done,  both  with  Harvard  men  and  with  others 
interested  in  educational  matters.

Between  midyears 
and  graduation  I  spent  several  months  in  foundry  work 
in  Milwaukee,  and  the  next  fall,  in  order  to  learn  the  busi- 
ness to  better  advantage,  became  a  coremaker  and  moulder 
in  the  American  Steel  Foundries  Company  at  Chester,  Pa. 
Before  the  nine  months  spent  there  were  over,  I  was  very 
proud  of  my  ability  to  earn  the  munificent  sum  of  $2.50 
per  day  on  piecework.  Meantime,  family  interests  having 
been  sold,  I  took  a  position  in  a  small  manufacturing  plant 
in  Indianapolis.  The  nominal  position  was  order  clerk,  but 
it  was  some  order  clerk,  for,  representing  eastern  owners, 
I  was  a  director  with  power  to  veto  the  president.

My  two  years  in  the  street  opened  my  eyes  to 
the  futility  of  any  outsider's  beating  the  market  unless, 
equipped  with  phenomenal  luck  or  exclusive  information, 
for  he  is  sitting  in  a  game  with  experts*  having  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  conditions  and  a  fund  of  detailed  information 
collected  by  specialists,  without  regard  to  expense  and  ia 
a  thoroughly  efficient  way.  A  combination  of  a  Harvard 
man  and  an  Eli  persuaded  me  to  go  into  the  export  firm  of 
C.  Tennant  Sons  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  where  my  present 
position  of  export  engineer  is  extrememly  fascinating.  I've 
been  very  fortunate  in  keeping  in  close  touch  with  classmates. 
In  addition  to  sharing  an  office  for  years  with  "Dutchy"" 
Van  Brunt,  I  roomed  for  over  a  year  in  Indianapolis  with 
Henry  Buckman,  '08,  and  am  today  connected  with  hiia 
in  handling  abroad  the  products  of  his  mine.  By  the  way^ 
that  mine  is  a  tale  of  adventure  I  hope  he  will  write  for 
his  class  life.

*'Edlin  was  a  man  who  had  many  honors  showered  upon 
him  while  a  resident  of  Middletown.  Coming  here  in  the 
spring  of  1908  as  a  reporter  on  the  'Middletown  Sun/  he 
soon  made  many  friends.  He  was  city  editor  of  the  paper  and 
was  later  appointed  editor.  In  1909,  while  still  on  the  staff 
of  *The  Sun,*  he  was  appointed  assistant  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court,  and  divided  his  attention  between  the  court 
and  the  newspaper.  He  started  to  study  law  at  this  time. 
In  1913  he  passed  the  bar  examinations  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  the  state  of  Connecticut.  He  then  gave  up  his 
newspaper  work  and  devoted  his  sole  attention  to  his  court 
task.  As  clerk  of  the  court  he  made  many  friends  by 
his  genial  and  obliging  manner.  Few  who  had  business  in 
the  court  went  away  without  feeling  that  they  had  made  a 
friend  in  Judge  Edlin.  As  assistant  clerk  he  was  efficient 
and  trustworthy.  In  1917,  Judge  Edlin  was  appointed  judge 
of  the  City  Court.  He  was  then  in  his  thirty-first  year  and 
was  the  youngest  man  who  had  ever  occupied  the  bench. 
During  his  two  years  in  office,  Judge  Edlin  was  placed 
in  several  trying  situations,  and  handled  the  cases  in 
such  a  way  as  to  call  forth  favorable  comment.  He  took  up 
newspaper  work  after  leaving  college  and  was  on  the  staff 
of  the  *Waterbury  American'  and  of  the  *Waterbury  Re- 
publican.'

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From  December,  1908,  to  June,  1918,  when  I  enlisted  as 
a  volunteer  private  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps,  I  was  almost 
constantly  moving  from  one  mining  district  to  another  in 
Nevada,  Arizona,  California,  Utah,  Montana  and  Mexico. 
Forty  ** camps"  and  a  few  spots  unmarked  on  current  maps 
have  been  scenes  of  my  activities.

The  grouch 
immediately  vanished  and  was  replaced  by  a  burning  desire 
to  obtain  release  from  active  service.  February  11,  1919, 
I  was  placed  on  the  inactive  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  Re- 
serve.

The  following  is  written  by  his  young  brother  (seventy- 
six  years  old).  The  general  distinguishing  traits  of  Emer- 
son's   character   were    modesty   and   extreme    unselfishness,. 
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which  seemed  ever  to  win  instant  recognition.  That  these 
traits  indicated  no  lack  of  strength  of  character  and  high 
courage  the  following  incident  indicates.  While  very  young 
he  was  put  in  charge  of  a  railroad  construction  gang  and 
a  heavily  armed  gang  of  rival  claimants  came  to  take  posses- 
sion.  Young  Emerson  was  alone,  high  up  on  an  arch  of  the 
new  bridge,  driving  pins,  when  they  ordered  him  at  point 
of  guns  to  come  down  on  pain  of  death.  **0f  course  yon 
can  shoot  me  easily,''  he  replied,  **but  I  will  not  surrender 
this  bridge;  moreover,  111  smash  the  first  man  that  comea 
up  to  oust  me."  He  held  the  bridge  for  his  employers  till 
reinforcements  came.  In  later  years  (about  1865),  he  joined 
the  early  pioneers'  into  Colorado,  crossing  the  great  plains- 
in  prairie  schooners.  Even  in  that  rough  life  in  all  its- 
wildness,  his  sweet  and  gentle  character,  his  strong  reliant 
manhood  left  their  mark  upon  all  who  met  him.  He  was. 
the  first  treasurer  of  Chaffee  County,  Colorado,  and  served 
a  number  of  terms  with  no  opposition.  Years  afterwards. 
I  travelled  through  some  of  the  wildest  and  most  remote 
parts  of  Colorado,  and  everywhere  learned  of  the  regard  the 
natives  or  **old  settlers'/  held  for  the  memory  of  E.  R. 
Emerson.  At  one  place,  when  I  came  to  pay  my  reckonings 
at  the  ** hotel"  (a  big  log  house),  the  proprietor,  finding  my^ 
name  on  his  register,  inquired  if  I  knew  E.  R.  Emerson. 
*'He  is  my  brother,"  I  replied.  **Well  then,  you  can't  pay^ 
nothing  here;  this  shebang  owes  your  brother  more  than  it 
can  pay  in  a  thousand  years,"  he  said.  Wherever  he  has. 
been,  there  is  that  ready  tribute  to  **the  rarest  spirit  I  ever 
knew."

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During  my  third  year  in  the  Law  School,  in  1911,  I  went 
to  Washington  as  private  secretary  to  James  P.  Curtis,  '99, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  returning  to  Cambridge 
to  get  my  degree  at  the  Law  School  and  to  pass  examina- 
tions of  admission  to  the  Massachusetts  Bar.  I  became  a 
special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  in  1913,  on  the 
personal  staff  of  Hon.  Franklin  MacVeagh.  In  1914  I  re- 
turned to  New  York  and  was  for  two  years  an  editor  of  **The 
Economic  World,"  leaving  that  position  in  1916  to  take 
charge  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  campaign,  under  Bishop 
Lawrence  of  Massachusetts,  which  raised  $9,000,000,  as  an 
initial  fund  to  establish  a  pension  system  in  the  Episcopal 
Church.

j  Following  graduation  in  1908,  I  spent  a  year  abroad  as 

*i  tutor  for  a  boy  from  my  home  town.     While  in  Paris  I 

4  learned  what  there  was  to  learn  about  aviation  at  the  fac- 

tories and  flying  fields,  and  at  Rome  I  saw  the  first  flights 
of  the  Wright  Brothers  in  Italy.  They  had  the  old  aque- 
ducts and  the  Alban  Hills  for  a  background.  My  ten  years 
out  of  college  have  been  largely  connected  with  aviation  en- 
gineering. During  two  years  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  I  familiarized  myself  with  the  theory.  I  spent  a 
lot  of  time  also  '* gliding''  in  motorless  airplanes.  My  first 
real  thrill  was  in  1909,  when  I  got  up  75  feet,  towed  across 
the  Brae  Burn  golf  course  behind  Charles  Tilton's  automo- 
bile, at  the  end  of  a  rope.  We  established  a  group  of  half  a 
dozen  enthusiasts  and  made  flights  repeatedly.  We  also 
wrote  theses  on  aerodynamics.  This  group  has  produced 
some  of  the  leading  authorities  on  airplane  and  motor  design 
of  today.  Following  our  efforts,  Boston  Tech  established  a 
thorough-going  course  in  aeronautics,  and  has  taken  a  leading 
place  in  its  development.  After  Boston  Tech  I  went  in  for 
civil  engineering  at  the  Keokuk,  Iowa,  dam,  with  the  vague 
idea  that  it  was  the  broadest  branch  of  engineering.  Like 
all  others  in  this  work,  I  went  from  one  job  to  another.  I 
spent  odd  moments  studying  aeronautics,  and  published  some 
elementary  stuff,  finally  ending  up  at  the  Curtiss  Aeroplane 
Company's  factory  in  Buffalo,  in  1915.  That  company  had 
secured  a  large  order  from  the  British  Government,  was  the 
first  in  this  country  to  approach  a  production  basis,  and  con- 
stituted the  first  opportunity  for  making  a  livelihood  in  aero- 
nautics. Now  that  the  war  is  over,  and  Congress  has  tem- 
porarily stifled  the  engineering  and  production  side  of  avia- 
tion so  that  the  prospects  are  of  dullest  hue,  it  is,  neverthe- 
less, felt  by  many  aeronautical  engineers  that  aviation  has 
come  to  stay,  and  will  become  a  commercial  thing.  This  may 
not  be  during  the  present  generation,  as  a  reliable  motor  must 
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first  be  developed.  But,  in  the  meantime,  there  will  be  a 
small  government  and  civilian  business,  and,  most  important 
as  inducement,  a  field  of  research  which  has  as  yet  not  been 
scratched.  From  the  Curtiss  Company  I  went  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  as  assistant  professor  in  the  Engineering 
School,  with  exclusive  duties  to  establish  a  course  in  aero- 
nautics and  design  an  aerodynamical  laboratory.  When  the 
United  States  entered  the  war,  I  went  to  Washington  with 
another  engineering  professor.  Dr.  F.  H.  Newell,  and,  as  a 
result  Chanute  Training  Field  was  located  near  the  Univer- 
sity, at  Rantoul,  111.  With  a  committee  of  engineering  pro- 
fessors from  different  states,  headed  by  Col.  Hiram  Bingham, 
of  Yale,  I  went  to  Toronto,  to  inspect  the  Royal  Flying  Corps 
training  facilities  there.  While  there  we  laid  out  the  Ground 
School  Course,  through  which  future  aviators  were  to  pass. 
After  being  instrumental  in  having  one  of  these  schools 
located  on  the  campus  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  I  spent 
a  couple  of  months  there  until  things  were  under  way,  then 
went  to  Washington,  for  technical  work  in  the  Signal  Corps.* 
They  wanted  an  electric  railroad  made  in  circular  form, 
about  a  mile  in  diameter,  to  carry  an  aeroplane  through  the 
air  at  flying  speed,  for  purposes  of  analyzing  the  per- 
formance. I  got  this  laid  out,  and  also  a  large  aerodynamical 
testing  plant  for  Hampton,  Va.,  but  all  research  work  in 
the  army  was  shortly  given  up  in  favor  of  production.  Dur- 
ing the  war,  various  technical  problems  presented  themselves. 
Amongst  other  duties  were  development  of  windmill  for 
driving  radio-generators  for  wireless  sets  on  airplanes ;  repre- 
senting the  Army  at  the  Bureau  of  Standards  on  wind  tun- 
nel research;  consulting  work  on  power  plant  for  self- 
propelled  aerial  torpedo;  design  of  1000  horse  power  wind 
tunnel  for  McCook  Field.  Written:  book,  ** Learning  to

Since  graduation  with  the  finest  class  ever,  I  have  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  architecture  and  interior  decora- 
tive design.  As  a  draftsman  I  worked  for  the  firms  of  Somes 
&  Parsons;  Alley  &  Emer>^;  Cram,  Goodhue  and  Fer^ison 
and  Irving  &  Casson-A.  H.  Davenport  Company.  At  pres- 
ent I  am  in  partnership  with  Ernst  M.  Parsons,  '03,  Boston, 
and  conducting  general  practice  in  architecture.  Having 
failed  in  three  attempts  to  enter  the  army,  I  joined  the 
Marine  Camouflage  service  of  the  U.  S.  Shipping  Board,  and 
for  the  duration  of  the  war  experienced  the  most  interesting 
and  strenuous  period  of  my  existence  to  date.  The  camou- 
fleur's  principal  job  was  to  superintendent  the  marking  off 
and  painting  of  the  ships,  following  designs  sent  out  by 
the  Navy  Department.  When  not  thus  engaged,  we  worked 
at  new  designs  on  small  ship  models,  studying  them  in  a 
marine  theatre  equipped  with  a  periscope  lens.  A  complete 
knowledge  of  the  theory  of  these  designs  was  essential,  since 
the  design  supplied  for  any  given  ship  seldom  fitted  the  ship 
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■exactly,  which  meant  that  a  certain  amount  of  originality 
-and  initiative  was  necessary  in  marking  off  a  vessel.  This 
work  was  generally  done  in  a  hurry,  between  the  docking 
.and  sailing  of  a  ship.  We  often  worked  from  7  A.  M.  until 
9  P.  M.  with  perhaps  five  or  ten  minutes  for  meals.  It  was 
-a  continuous  round  of  exercise  on  rope  ladders,  ** bosun's 
-chair,''  swinging  stages,  scaffolds,  and  up  and  down  ropes 
band  over  hand.  We  lived  in  an  atmosphere  of  grease,  steam, 
-coal  and  dust,  and  everyv^'here,  wet  paint.  It  was  exciting 
while  it  lasted,  but  I  doubt  if  there  were  any  camoufleurs 
who  were  sorry  when  it  was  over.  Our  *'persicope"  and 
theatre,  together  with  a  large  collection  of  camouflage  models, 
^re  now  in  the  department  of  marine  architecture  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  form  a  very  in- 
teresting exhibit  of  one  of  the  strangest  developments  of 
modem  war.

In  the  fall  of  1908,  in  order  to  fit  myself  for  a  business 
career,  I  entered  a  so-called  business  college  and  took  up 
bookkeeping  and  stenography.  In  the  fall  of  1909  I  entered 
the  employ  of  a  wholesale  paper  dealer  in  New  York  City, 
At  the  modest  wage  of  $10  per  week.    Before  warm  weather 
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set  in,  it  became  apparent  that  working  indoors,  mostly 
under  artificial  light,  did  not  agree  with  me.  The  late  fall 
of  1910,  however,  found  me  at  work  in  the  "cage"  of  a 
bank  as  receiving  teller.  After  eight  months  of  that  kind 
of  incarceration  I  went,  on  the  advice  of  a  physician,  to 
Carlsbad,  Austria,  where  I  spent  a  month.

In  January,  1910,  I  entered  the  employ  of  B.  F.  Sturtevant 
Company  at  Hyde  Park,  Boston,  where  I  have  been  ever 
since.

A  sketch  of  the  past  ten  years,  perhaps,  but  a  **  complete 
account*'  of  myself — never.  So,  now  we  understand  that 
no  secrets  are  to  be  unloosed,  I'll  begin.  In  1908  I  went 
west,  following  the  old  bit  of  advice  to  young  men,  and  in 
the  spring  (for  I  left  Cambridge  before  the  close  of  the 
academic  year)  I  took  a  job  on  the  engineering  staff  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  and  was  attached  to  a  party 
overseeing  a  part  of  the  construction  of  that  road  through 
the  mountains  of  British  Columbia.     After  eighteen  months 
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of  hard  work  I  returned  east,  in  the  fall  of  1909.  I  had 
headquarters  in  New  York  and  during  the  evenings  I  played 
hockey  for  the  St.  Nicholas  Skating  Club.  In  the  spring  of 
1910  I  returned  to  Cambridge  to  complete  my  course  and  get 
ray  degree,  but  although  having  sufficient  courses  to  my 
credit,  my  degree  was  finally  held  up  because  I  had  never 
pas^ied  English  A.  In  the  fall  of  1910  I  started  to  work  for 
The  Foundation  Company  of  New  York  and  for  four  years 
worked  continuously  for  this  company,  in  New  York,  in  the 
south,  in  the  eastern  part  of  Canada,  and  in  the  Canadian 
west.  I  rose  to  the  rank  of  superintendent  and  felt  that  I 
was  getting  up  in  the  world  when,  in  1914,  the  European  war 
broke  out.  I've  always  been  a  British  subject,  so  I  at  once 
started  to  put  my  house  in  order.  I  corresponded  with 
friends  on  the  other  side  to  find  how  the  situation  lay  re- 
garding an  officer's  commission,  received  a  favorable  reply, 
sailed  at  once  and  obtained  a  commission  as  2d  Lieutenant  in 
the  Argil  and  Sutherland  Highlanders.  April,  1915,  found 
me  crossing  to  France  for  a  go  at  the  Huns,  with  a  division 
that  afterwards  became  one  of  the  most  famous  in  the  British 
Army — the  51st  (Highland)  Division.  I  served  with  the 
**  Jocks"  on  and  oflE  throughout  the  war.  I  say  **on  and  off 
because  I  was  wounded  three  times,  which  relieves  one  from 
duty  temporarily.  As  my  military  career  is  too  varied  for  de- 
tail, I  will  summarize  briefly.  I  reached  the  rank  of  Captain, 
was  mentioned  in  despatches  three  times  and  awarded  two 
medals  for  services  in  action.  I  have  lost  my  left  arm  near 
the  shoulder,  but  otherwise  am  O.  K.  I  obtained  special  leave 
to  attend  the  decennial  at  Cambridge  this  year,  but  strikes 
in  Liverpool  so  delayed  the  sailing  of  my  boat  that  I  missed 
that  glorious  reunion.  I  returned  to  England  to  undergo  an- 
other operation  on  my  arm,  and  this  having  been  accom- 
plished, successfully,  I  am  resigning  my  commission  and  sail- 
ing shortly  for  the  U.  S.  A.  I  hope  to  be  connected  with  my 
old  firm — The  Foundation  Company,  Woolworth  Building, 
New  York,  and  pursue  my  old  profession  again. 

In  a  letter  received  by  the  secretary,  early  in  1919,  Fraser- 
Campbell  says  in  part:    **Have  been  meaning  to  write  you 
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for  some  time  to  give  news  of  myself  and  to  let  you  know 
that,  although  somewhat  war-worn,  I  am  still  on  tap  and 
ready  to  do  business  at  the  old  stand  once  again.  I  doubt 
if  I  can  give  you  much  news  about  1908  men  over  here,  for 
I  have  been  in  the  British  Army  for  nearly  four  years  now 
and,  of  course,  we  haven't  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
many  of  the  Yanks,  as  they  were  usually  much  further  south 
than  we  were.  As  regards  news  of  myself,  there  isn't  much 
to  tell.  I  got  over  here  early  in  1915  and  joined  the  County 
Battalion  of  the  Argyll  and  Sutherland  Highlanders  who 
were  in  the  51st  Division,  then  stationed  at  Bedford,  Eng- 
land. The  division  went  out  about  six  weeks  after  I  joined 
it,  so  that  I  wasn't  very  long  in  making  the  transition  from 
a  peaceful  to  a  warlike  existence.  After  coming  through 
two  minor  operations,  I  stopped  one  in  the  Battle  of  Fistu- 
bert.  That  put  me  out  for  some  time  and  it  was  over  a  year 
before  I  was  passed  G.  S.  (fit  for  active  service)  again.  In 
the  meantime  I  was  doing  a  job  of  work  at  home  as  a  bombing 
instructor  at  the  Scottish  Command  School.  I  went  out  again 
in  the  fall  and  joined  up  with  the  old  division  once  more, 
but  was  unfortunate  enough  to  stop  another  one  within  a 
month.  I  did  some  more  instructing  in  bombing  and  then 
did  about  four  months'  staff  work.  However,  my  feet  got 
itchy  for  the  trenches  again,  so  I  applied  and  got  orders  to 
rejoin  my  battalion  once  more.  That  was  in  September, 
1917.  I  found  the  division  at  Ypres  and  it  was  riding  on 
the  crest  of  a  great  reputation,  was  full  of  buck  (as  we  call 
it)  and  the  lads  keen  as  mustard.  It  really  is  the  life,  if  the 
lads  you  are  in  command  of  are  the  right  stuff,  and  for  gen- 
eral wear  and  tear  and  plenty  of  dirty  work,  stiff  fighting, 
marching  or  digging,  give  me  the  ** Jocks,"  for  they  always 
come  up  smiling.  I  was  a  company  commander  by  this  time 
and  I  found  it  a  most  interesting  job,  though  rather  trying 
in  its  responsibilities  at  times.  About  a  month  after  I  joined, 
we  pulled  out  of  the  line  and  started  training  for  another  show 
— Cambrai.  I  haven't  the  space  to  describe  that  interesting 
period  (training  for  a  show),  but  you  know  how  interesting 
a  job  it  is  to  train  a  football  team  physically,  mentally  and 
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in  team  play  for  a  big  game,  and  you  can  judge  what  an 
amount  of  hard  work  it  is  to  take  hold  of  a  division  of  say 
twelve  thousand  infantry  where  each  small  group  of  men  has 
a  definite  job  to  perform.  I  tell  you,  I  have  had  some  experi- 
ence of  the  starter's  whistle  in  many  ports,  but  nothing  can  de- 
scribe the  sensation  which  grips  you  while  waiting  for  your 
watch  to  tick  out  the  last  minute  or  two  before  zero  hour. 
All  training  over,  and  all  plans  for  every  contingency  made, 
you  are  just  waiting  to  get  at  'em.  You  wonder  how  it's 
all  going  to  work  out.  There's  a  dead  silence,  almost  oppres- 
sive, then — bang-o — and  hell  (for  the  Boche)  is  let  loose. 
It's  great  to  hear  the  shells  when  they  are  going  in  the  right 
direction  and  their  bursts  and  groups  of  bursts  make  fan- 
tastic colors  and  figures  in  the  dim  dawn  of  daybreak.  Well, 
things  went  on  merrily  through  the  winter.  Same  old  game — 
digging,  training  and  playing  games  with  a  party  here  and 
there  and  a  raid  on  the  Hun,  just  to  let  him  know  the  kilties 
were  still  hanging  around.  Then  came  March  and  hospital 
for  me  once  more.  I  got  rather  a  nasty  one  again —  a  bit  of 
shell  which  made  a  mess  of  my  left  wing  at  the  elbow.  They 
finally  had  to  take  it  off,  which  annoys  me  a  good  deal,  for  it 
certainly  cramps  one's  style.  However,  it  might  be  worse, 
and  I  think  the  Hun  paid  pretty  dearly  for  his  offensive  in 
March.  The  kilties  made  him  pay  a  big  price  and  the  old 
51st  came  out  on  top  once  more.  After  five  months  in  the 
hospital  I  am  now  on  six  months'  leave,  but  in  February, 
when  my  leave  ends,  I  suppose  I  shall  get  back  to  the  bat- 
talion once  more  on  the  Rhine.  Some  say  the  war  will  break 
out  again,  but  I  don't  see  myself  very  well  how  it  can.  I  am 
looking  forward  to  the  decennial  next  June,  for  I  think  peace 
will  come  by  then,  anyway.  I  hope  I  can  get  away  for  it 
By  that  I  mean  I  trust  I  won't  have  to  hang  on  in  the  army 
then.  Well,  I  find  that  I  have  spread  myself  a  bit  more 
than  I  thought  I  was  going  to.  As  a  wind-up  to  my  military 
career,  I  might  add  that  I  have  among  other  souvenirs,  a 
military  cross  and  bar,  to  remind  me  of  some  strenuous 
times.     Cheerio,  best  of  luck.''

Edwin  William  Friend  was  bom  in  Tipton,  Ind.,  June  15, 
1886,  and  was  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1908.  In  1908- 
09  he  was  private  assistant  to  Professor  E.  R.  Lanman  of 
Harvard.  The  following  year  he  was  in  the  Graduate  School 
and  obtained  a  Master's  degree  in  arts.  In  1910-11  he  held 
the  Rogers  Travelling  Fellowship  and  was  at  the  University 
of  Berlin,  specializing  in  philology.  For  the  two  succeed- 
ing years  he  was  instructor  of  the  classics  at  Princeton 
University,  and  in  1913-14  he  returned  to  Harvard  to  assist 
in  the  department  of  philosophy  and  to  prepare  for  a  Ph.D. 
Following  is  a  quotation  from  a  sermon  delivered  at  Em- 
manuel Church,  Boston,  by  the  Reverend  Elwood  Worces- 
ter (May  9,  1915) :  **For  a  man  of  his  years  Mr.  Friend 
was  a  very  unusual  scholar,  and  had  he  lived  he  would  have 
become  eminent  through  his  mastery  of  Greek,  Latin  and 
Sanskrit.  He  knew  German  as  he  knew  English  and  one 
of  my  pleasantest  memories  of  him  is  his  reading  of  German 
poetry.  He  wrote  Greek  with  such  facility  that  one  of  his 
teachers  at  Harvard  told  me  he  could  counterfeit  Plato  ^s 
style  so  closely  as  to  deceive  the  very  elect.  During  the 
past  year  he  became  so  preoccupied  with  the  problem  of 
human  immortality  that  he  relinquished  his  lectureship  at 
Harvard  and  became  assistant  secretary  in  the  Society  for 
Psychical  Research.  It  was  to  confer  with  Sir  Oliver  Lodge 
and  other  distinguished  members  of  the  English  society  that 
he  undertook  the  fatal  voyage  on  the  *  Lusitania. '  "  It  would 
be  impossible  in  any  brief  statement  to  convey  an  adequate 
impression  of  Edwin  Friend,  his  ability  and  force  of  char- 
acter.    He  was  a  man  of  high  hopes  and  earnest  purpose 
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and  there  were  few  who  knew  him  even  slightly  who  did  not 
feel  the  stimulus  of  his  remarkable  fairness  of  mind,  his 
scorn  of  mediocrity  and  his  insatiable  enthusiasm  for  the 
finest  that  life  gives.

Shortly  after  graduating  from  the  Law  School,  I  became 
associated  with  the  Honorable  Dana  Malone  (who  had  just 
retired  as  Attorney-General  of  Massachusetts)  in  the  practice 
of  the  law.

Since  1909  I  have  been  employed  as  credit  manager  by 
L.  P.  Hollander  &  Co.  Recently  we  have  incorporated  and 
I  am  clerk  of  the  corporation.  Numerous  absences  from 
business  have  been  necessary,  however,  to  help  make  the 
world  safe  for  the  Democrats.  Having  been  in  Battery  A 
since  1912,  when  the  border  trouble  occurred,  in  1916,  I  had 
risen  to  the  high  rank  of  Caisson  Corporal,  which  any  artil- 
lery man  will  tell  you  ranks  just  below  a  colonel  in  the  Q.  M. 
My  outfit  spent  four  months  at  El  Paso,  which  I  enjoyed 
tremendously,  particularly  the  Battle  of  the  Del  Norte,  which 
occurred  usually  once  a  week.  Most  of  my  leisure  time  the 
following  winter  was  spent  in  indoor  polo,  the  season  winding 
up  with  a  trip  to  West  Point,  where  we  took  the  cadet  team 
into  camp.  In  April,  when  we  made  our  belated  entry  into 
the  **big  doings,"  I  was  one  of  ten  sergeants,  detached  from 
Battery  A  to  form  a  new  outfit,  Battery  C,  the  first  organ- 
ization to  be  formed  after  the  declaration  of  the  war.  We  got 
the  men  in  about  two  days  and  drilled  nearly  every  night 
till  July,  when  we  were  called  out  and  went  into  camp  at 
Boxford.  Incidentally,,  I  became  a  2d  Lieutenant  the  day 
we  mobilized.     My  regiment  was  the  101st  Field  Artillery, 
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Yankee  Division.  On  September  9th  we  sailed  from  New 
York  and  about  two  weeks  later  were  starting  our  training 
in  Camp  Coetquidan,  in  Brittany.  We  were  certainly  in4lie 
'*first  fifty  thousand/'  as  the  1st  division  and  some 
casuals  were  the  only  ones  ahead  of  us.  In  November  I  was 
promoted  and  in  December,  by  a  peculiar  piece  of  luck,  was 
on  my  way  to  Valdalion,  near  the  Swiss  border,  to  train  as 
a  balloon  observer.  After  graduating  there  I  returned  in 
time  to  accompany  my  regiment  to  the  front,  about  Feb- 
ruary 1st.  We  spent  six  weeks  in  the  Chemin  des  Dames 
sector,  for  five  of  which  I  lived  in  a  French  balloon  com- 
pany, drinking  beaucoup  Pinard,  and  in  general  sitting  on 
the  world.  A  few  days  after  leaving  this  sector,  we  were 
on  our  way  (I  was  once  more  with  the  artillery),  by  forced 
marches,  to  the  Toul  front.  It  was  hell  getting  there  and 
more  of  the  same  the  first  two  weeks  there  in  April,  the  so- 
called  battles  of  Afremart  and  Seicheprey  being  not  without 
interest.  From  May  till  the  end  of  the  war,  I  was  with  the 
5th  American  Balloon  Company,  doing  observation  work  for 
the  artillery.  We  were  stationed  first  at  Rembercourt,  then 
Gironville  (both  opposite  Mont  Sec).  Then  came  the  St. 
Mihiel  show  at  Pont-a-Mousson  and  afterward  we  were  on 
the  left  of  the  army  during  the  Meuse-Argonne  party.  We 
had  five  balloons  burned  and  three  destroyed  on  the  ground 
by  shellfire,  our  last  one  being  burned  November  10th,  in 
sight  of  Sedan.  (I  jumped  only  once  myself.)  I  returned  to 
my  regiment  January  1st  after  a  short  stay  in  the  active  sec- 
tors of  Paris,  Nice  and  Monte  Carlo.  I  arrived  home  in  April. 
Since  then  IVe  fought  one  more  engagement — the  Battle 
of  Scollay  Square — the  second  night  of  the  policemen's  strike, 
in  which,  mounted  on  a  husky  police  horse,  I  dodged  rocks, 
swung  a  billy  and  rode  down  crowds  for  about  four  hours. 
Now  I'm  helping  reorganize  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer

Immediately  upon  leaving  college  I  went  to  Schenectady, 
N.  Y.,  where  I  entered  the  Testing  Department  of  the  Gen- 
-eral  Electric  Company.  I  remained  there  eighteen  months, 
acquiring  a  first  hand  acquaintance  with  electrical  machinery, 
receiving  the  princely  stipend  of  $11.20  per  week.  From 
then  until  June,  1918,  I  lived  in  Cambridge,  working  with 
the  General  Electric  Company  at  84  State  Street,  Boston. 
I  did  specialized  work  in  connection  with  power  applications 
in  pulp  and  paper  mills  in  New  England.  In  June,  1918, 
I  went  to  Washington  to  take  up  work  as  a  civilian  engineer 
with  the  Bureau  of  Aircraft  Production.

My  experiences  up  to  1914  are  in  the  sexennial  report 
Having  been  engaged  in  journalism  for  some  years,  when 
the  great  war  broke  out,  in  August,  1914,  I  went  overseas 
as  war  correspondent  for  the  **New  York  Evening  Post"  and 
the  *' Boston  Journal,"  in  which  I  had  at  that  time  acquired 
an  interest.  Crossing  the  English  Channel  from  Folkestone, 
another  correspondent  and  myself  managed  to  get  into  Ant- 
werp, which  was  then  invested,  but  not  yet  besieged,  by  the 
9th  German  Army,  under  General  von  Boehn.  I  was  at 
Brussels  during  the  German  occupation,  and  was  also  at 
Louvain,  Ghent,  Malines,  a  little  fight  at  Aerschot,  and  the 
second  bombardment  of  Termonde.  Attempting  to  go 
through  the  German  lines  about  six  miles  southeast  of  Ghent, 
we  were  captured  by  a  German  patrol,  held  for  two  weeks, 
and  sent  into  the  interior  of  Germany.  I  was  released  at 
Aix-la-Chapelle,  and,  after  sundry  adventures,  succeeded  in 
joining  the  British  Marine  Expedition  sent  to  the  relief  of 
Antwerp.     The  weeks  before  and  during  the  bombardment 
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And  capture  were  most  gruesome  and  exciting.  The  British 
-covered  the  Belgian  retreat.  When  the  German  shock  troops, 
under  General  von  Beseler,  entered  the  city,  and  the  British 
^ot  out  (after  blowing  up  the  pontoon  bridge),  I  escaped 
into  Holland  on  a  coal  barge.  The  ego  then  proceeded  to 
spread  itself  over  dispatches.  I  returned  home,  after  fur- 
ther adventures,  in  January,  1915.  During  the  winter  and 
jspring  my  war  dispatches  were  put  together  in  **The  Log 
of  a  Non-Combatant, ' '  a  book  published  by  Houghton- 
-MiflBin  Company,  Boston,  which  ran  into  two  editions.  Be- 
fore finishing  the  book  I  was  married,  and,  as  I  supposed, 
was  going  to  settle  down.  I  was  at  that  time  trustee  of  the 
Atwater  Real  Estate  Trust  Company.  We  embarked,  how- 
-ever,  on  a  rather  peripatetic  honeymoon,  since  I  crossed 
Again  in  September,  1915,  as  war  correspondent  for  the  same 
newspapers.  With  excellent  credentials,  hard  work,  and  not 
-a  little  luck,  we  managed  to  get  through  nearly  all  the  neutral 
And  belligerent  countries,  i.e.,  Holland,  France,  Austria,  Ger- 
many, Switzerland,  and  later  spent  some  weeks  in  France, 
returning  to  the  United  States  in  1916.  That  summer  I  went 
to  Plattsburg,  and  later,  being  in  poor  health,  we  (meaning 
Mrs,  Green  and  myself),  took  a  hunting  trip  in  Quebec, 
-canoeing  from  an  Indian  village,  called  North  Temiskaming, 
157  miles  northward,  or  more  than  half  way  to  Hudson's 
Bay.  We  bagged  a  fine  moose,  with  a  62-inch  spread.  When 
the  United  States  got  into  the  war,  I  applied  for  the  0.  R. 
T.  C.  at  Plattsburg,  but  was  disqualified  because  of  under- 
weight (123)  and  alleged  heart  trouble.  During  May  and 
-June,  1917,  I  prepared  military  pamphlets  which  were  sent 
out  to  what  was  at  that  time  called  the  National  Army.  I 
applied  for  the  second  Plattsburg  camp  in  August,  but  was 
Again  turned  down.  (As  an  example  that  medical  ** exams'* 
differ,  is  the  fact  that  I  got  into  the  Air  Service,  and  later 
passed  all  flying  tests  which  are  considered  to  be  very  severe, 
and  got  my  * 'wings.'')  I  was  commissioned  September  11, 
1917,  1st  Lieutenant,  in  what  was  then  Aviation  Section  Sig- 
nal Corps,  and  ordered  to  Royal  Air  Force  School  for  Mili- 
tary Aeronautics  No.  4,  Toronto,  Canada,  as  U.  S.  Liaison  Offi- 
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cer.  I  was  later  ordered  to  report  to  Director  of  Air  Service, 
as  executive  officer,  Aerial  Observation  Section,  and  then  in 
charge  of  Artillery  Cooperation,  Radio  Branch.  I  was  pro- 
moted to  Captain,  August,  1918,  and  ordered  overseas  in 
October.  It  was  a  happy  crowd  on  ship  No.  441,  clearing 
from  Hoboken;  but  th^  whistle  blew  on  November  11th  and 
we  did  not  see  service  in  France.  When  the  game  was  called, 
the  men  on  that  ship  felt  worse  than  the  sub  who  failed  to 
get  his  **H.''  However,  ^ymg  itself  is  a  big  game,  for,  as 
Rene  Fonck  puts  it,  ** Every  minute  in  the  air  is  a  battle." 
My  training  was  received  in  California.  I  had  been  fortunate 
enough  to  be  rated  in  the  best  class,  i.e.,  pursuit  pilot,  after 
seventy  hours  in  the  air.  After  the  war,  I  started  with  two 
ex-journalists  the  **U.  S.  Air  Service^'  magazine,  devoted 
to  the  development  of  American  aeronautics.  We  are  now 
a  civilian  corporation,  and  are  fighting,  among  other  things^ 
for  a  new  department  of  aeronautics  in  the  government.  Am 
at  present  director  and  editor  of  the  Air  Service  Publishing 
Company.

Naturally  the  chief  interest  to  one  in  glancing  over  these 
records  will  be  the  part  played  by  each  of  us  in  the  -great 
world  war.  I  shall,  therefore,  describe  first  my  meagre 
relationship  with  this  catastrophe.  My  rejection  for  a  com- 
mission in  the  Medical  Corps,  in  August,  1917,  on  account 
of  a  slight  eye  defect,  six  months  after  I  had  applied,  with 
others  of  the  staflP  of  the  Cincinnati  Geheral  Hospital,  for 
service  with  Base  Hospital  No.  25,  became  final  after  several 
waivers  were  refused.  My  entire  connection  with  the  war, 
therefore,  consisted  of  local  war  work,  in  which  I  held  the 
following  positions:  assistant  examining  physician  for  local 
board  for  Division  No.  2,  Hamilton  County,  Ohio;  essential 
teacher  in  pediatrics,  College  of  Medicine,  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati, in  the  S.  A.  T.  C. ;  instructor  in  the  Red  Cross,  in 
which  organization  I  served  also  on  the  medical  advisory 
committee  of  the  home  service  department.  My  physical 
disability  made  me  eligible  to  the  Volunteer  Medical  Service 
Corps  and  I  adorned  myself  with  its  pretty  ** alibi  button'' 
in  August,  1918.  Later  on,  in  September,  1918,  when  I  was 
informed  that  I  was  eligible  for  work  in  the  camps  and  can- 
tonments, I  reapplied  for  a  commission,  only  to  receive  in- 
structions from  the  Surgeon  Generars  and  Provost  Marshal 
Generars  oflBces,  not  to  resign  as  an  essential  teacher  and  as 
draft  board  examiner.  The  correspondence  and  telegrams 
which  followed  continued  up  to  the  armistice.  Since  the  last 
class  history  my  marriage,  in  1914,  and  starting  out  for 
myself  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  in  1917,  instead  of  being 
associated  with  older  practitioners,  were  the  chief  changes 
in  my  career.    The  life  of  an  active  practitioner  is  too  varied 
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to  comment  on  here,  but  the  following  affiliations  give  some- 
idea  of  my  activities:  attending  physician,  pediatric  service^ 
Cincinnati  General  Hospital,  1917;  assistant  professor  of 
pediatrics,  College  of  Medicine,  University  of  Cincinnati^ 
1918;  pediatrician  to  the  Jewish  Hospital,  1916;  physician, 
to  the  Hebrew  Union  College,  1916;  trustee.  Children's  Clinie 
and  Baby  Milk  Fund  Association  of  Cincinnati,  1919;  otl 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  United  Jewish  Charities, 
1917 ;  chairman,  post  natal  advisory  committee,  Social  Unit 
Organization,  1918;  chairman.  Child  Hygiene  Divisional

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I  completed  my  college  course  after  the  midyear  ** exams" 
in  1908.  Immediately  thereafter,  I  entered  my  father's  busi- 
ness (interior  decoration),  where  I  began  as  a  salesman.

Upon  graduation,  in  1908,  I  sailed  for  Europe  for  pleasure 
and  study.  In  the  winter  of  1909  I  was  resident  worker  at 
the  Spring  Street  Neighborhood  House  in  New  York  City. 
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From  1909  to  1912  my  studies  were  continued  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  and  in  Columbia  University,  New  YoA 
City,  and  I  served  as  assistant  pastor  of  the  Spring  Street 
Presbyterian  Church.  In  1912  I  became  chaplain  of  a  mili- 
tary academy  on  the  Hudson.  On  February  1,  1912,  Marion 
Stafford,  Radcliffe  1909,^  who  for  two  years  had  been  a  resi* 
dent  worker  at  the  Spriilg  Street  Neighborhood  House,  be- 
came my  wife ;  the  same  week  I  was  ordained  to  the  Christian, 
ministry  at  Salem,  Mass.  In  August,  1912,  we  sailed  for 
Turkey,  where  Mrs.  Harlow  and  I  were  assigned  to  the  Inter- 
national College  at  Smyrna.  This  is  one  of  a  chain  of  Amer- 
ican colleges  which  have  blest  this  land  with  Christian  educa- 
tion. We  are  part  of  a  wider  movement  which  includes, 
hospitals,  dispensaries,  secondary  and  graded  schools.  Dur- 
ing these  past  years  much  of  our  time  has  been  given  to  the 
relief  of  orphans  and  widows.  The  way  in  which  the  people 
of  this  land  turn  to  us  as  their  greatest  friends  and  defenders- 
is  almost  pathetic.  If  America  is  loved  and  desired  by  these 
people  today,  who  want  our  country  to  accept  the  mandatory, 
it  is  largely  due  to  the  influence  of  the  American  missionary 
institutions.  In  their  dark  years  of  persecution  and  massacre^ 
the  American  missionaries  have  stood  by  the  people,  when  all 
other  help  failed.  Mrs.  Harlow  and  I  have  scarcely  known 
anything  save  the  clash  of  arms  and  rumble  of  cannon  since 
we  reached  Turkey.  On  our  way  out,  we  ran  into  the  Italian 
fleet  at  the  close  of  a  small  naval  engagement  with  the 
Turkish  gunboats.  When  Italy  made  peace,  the  Balkans  de- 
clared war,  and  the  stream  of  soldiery  that  went  by  our 
doors  seemed  unending.  At  once  we  enlisted  in  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross,  and  for  months  I  had  charge  of  feeding 
starving  refugees,  mostly  women  and  children.  Then  came 
the  second  Balkan  war,  and  cholera  ran  riot  through  our 
streets,  followed  by  typhus.  Greek  troubles  next  arose,  when, 
in  the  spring  of  1914,  massacres  of  Greeks  broke  out  around 
our  city.  Some  nights  we  had  twenty  sleeping  in  our  house 
for  protection  from  the  Turks.  Then  came  the  world  war. 
Again  we  took  up  Red  Cross  work  and  fed  some  nine  hundred 
starving  people  each  week  and  established  a  food  kitchen,  fear- 
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■fully  limited  by  small  funds.  Massacre  more  terrible  than  this 
iand  of  bloodshed  had  ever  known  came  next,  and  the 
Jtnothers  and  little  children  were  ordered  home.  On  this  trip 
to  Constantinople  with  my  wife  and  baby,  we  past  through 
fearful  scenes  on  the  Bagdad  railway.  Mrs.  Harlow  and 
John  sailed  and  I  went  back  to  work  with  the  Red  Cross 
in  the  hospital  at  Constantinople  and  then  at  Robert  College. 
At  last  I  got  back  to  Smyrna,  to  carry  on  the  work  for  the 
refugees  and  starving.  The  following  summer  I  was  sent 
Jiome  to  raise  funds.  My  wife  and  Ruth  Carol,  whom  I  had 
not  yet  seen,  who  had  been  bom  to  us  on  Christmas  Eve, 
met  me  in  New  York.  My  work  at  home  kept  me  on  the  go, 
raising  funds  for  relief  in  the  near  east.  Then  I  became 
a  travelling  secretary  for  the  student  movement,  visiting 
nearly  two  hundred  of  our  American  colleges  at  the  time 
we  were  raising  money  for  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  among 
the  prisoners  of  war.  In  the  interior  of  Turkey,  and  in  a 
trip  through  Bulgaria,  Austria  and  Germany  in  1916,  I  had 
heen  able  to  see  some  of  this  work  and  also  the  need  of  it. 
The  American  college  students  raised  millions  of  dollars  for 
this  work.  It  was  the  most  generous  response  they  have  ever 
made  to  any  call  for  funds.  After  we  entered  the  war,  it 
v^as  difficult  to  remain  in  any  work  not  directly  bearing  on 
the  successful  outcome  of  the  great  issue  we  had  taken  up, 
so  I  applied  to  the  War  Council  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and 
after  some  months  in  camps  in  the  United  States,  I  went 
overseas  in  May,  1918,  serving  for  a  while  as  transport 
secretary  on  the  Leviathan,  and  then  in  France.  I  was  first 
at  Brest,  in  charge  of  the  speakers  and  religious  and  recrea- 
tional activities  in  the  area,  which  included  five  aviation 
camps,  as  well  as  two  large  mobilization  camps  and  the  large 
naval  base.  From  Brest  I  went  to  the  American  front,  and 
then  to  the  British  front,  speaking  in  the  camps  and  huts 
largely  on  my  experiences  in  Turkey  during  the  early  days 
of  the  war.  In  December  I  was  ordered  home  and  from 
January  to  June  I  served  as  a  secretary  for  the  American 
Board  of  Missions.  During  this  time  I  was  able,  with  my 
hrother-in-law,    to   raise    fifty-five    thousand    dollars    for    a 
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much  needed  building  for  our  American  Girls'  School  here 
in  Smyrna.  In  June  I  was  very  glad  to  attend  the  reunion 
and  in  August  we  sailed  for  Smyrna  again.  The  new  oppor- 
tunities here  are  beyond  description.  Our  colleges  and 
schools  are  being  flooded  with  the  young  people  of  this  land^ 
eager  for  the  best  we  have  to  offer.  The  Greeks  now  occupy 
this  city.  We  have  two  fine  American  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings, 
in  full  sway,  one  for  the  Greek  troops,  the  other  for  the 
young  men  of  the  city.  The  Greek  scout  commissioners  have 
asked  me  to  take  over  the  leadership  of  the  entire  Greek 
Scout  Movement,  which  includes  twenty-five  troops  with 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  patrols,  in  which  are  nearly 
fifteen  hundred  boys.  Last  week  I  had  my  first  conference 
with  the  leaders,  and  go  soon  to  Athens,  on  a  Greek  de- 
stroyer, to  confer  with  the  Greek  High  Commissioner  of 
the  movement.  There  is  much  I  wish  I  might  write  the  class 
of  this  new  day,  but  there  is  no  space  left.  Let  me  just  say 
this,  in  closing:  I  believe  that  we  are  simply  trying  in  our 
work  to  carry  out  those  principles  for  which  America  offered 
her  treasure  and  the  finest  of  her  sons,  that  liberty  and 
justice  and  a  better  day  might  come  to  all  the  world.  That 
is  still  an  unfinished  task.

Horace  Hemingway  was  bom  at  Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  July 
18,  1887.  The  early  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  Little 
Rock,  where  he  finished  the  junior  year  of  the  high  school, 
and  entered  Andover  in  the  fall  of  1902.  At  .Andover, 
his  efforts  were  devoted  to  literature  and  debating,  in  both 
of  which  he  gained  honors  and  distinction.  He  entered 
Harvard  in  the  fall  of  1904,  and  continued  to  develop  his 
natural  taste  for  general  reading,  which  made  him  one  of 
the  best  read  and  most  widely  informed  men  in  the  class.  An 
omniverous  reader  with  a  remarkably  retentive  memory, 
there  were  few  subjects  on  which  he  could  not  speak,  and 
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speak  well.  His  college  interests  were  largely  social  and 
athletic,  and  he  was  to  be  found  playing  class  baseball  and 
football  with  the  same  enthusiasm  which  he  put  into  writing 
a  musical  comedy  for  one  of  the  undergraduate  productions. 
Intensely  social  in  his  instincts,  he  had  a  large  acquaintance, 
not  only  in  his  own  class,  but  also  in  the  classes  preceding 
and  following  1908,  and  tliere  were  few  of  us  who  did  not 
know  and  like  ** Horace  Hem.'*  His  disposition  was  joyous 
and  genial,  and  his  presence  carried  humor  wherever  he 
went.  Prom  the  beginning  of  his  course  he  planned  to 
follow  the  profession  of  a  lawyer,  and  with  his  natural  gifts 
he  showed  great  promise  in  that  profession.  He  entered 
the  Law  School  in  the  fall  of  1907,  having  finished  the 
college  course  in  three  years.  In  January,  1910,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  of  Arkansas,  his  papers  being  very 
highly  spoken  of  by  members  of  the  examining  board.  It 
was  his  intention  to  return  to  Little  Bock  after  graduation 
and  to  become  a  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  his  father — 
W.  E.  Hemingway,  of  the  firm  of  Rose,  Hemingway,  Can- 
trell  &  Loughborough.  He  returned  to  Cambridge  and 
graduated  from  the  Law  School  in  June,  1910.  He  planned 
to  spend  the  summer  on  the  New  England  coast  and  to  re- 
turn to  Little  Rock  in  the  fall,  but  died  suddenly  on  August 
27th,  after  a  short  illness.  We  of  the  class  who  knew  him 
best  can  only  feel  that  his  going  was  a  great  loss,  not  only 
to  us  and  to  his  family,  but  also  to  the  profession  in  which 
he  was  so  well  fitted  to  gain  distinction  and  honor.

Since  the  last  offence  of  this  kind  was  **Who  I  Am  and 
Why  I  Came  to  Harvard''— I  did  not  write  a  **life''  at 
sexennial — it  is  necessary  to  go  into  ancient  history.  After 
graduation,  I  put  in  what  I  then  thought  was  to  be  the  last 
real  vacation.  Of  course  I  did  not  know  that  I  was  to  be 
a  soldier.  In  September  I  reported  for  duty  at  Bridgeport, 
Conn.,  as  assistant  engineer  of  the  American  and  British 
Manufacturing  Company.  For  a  month  I  learned  how  to 
make  motors  and  ordnance,  and  then  had  the  unique  ex- 
perience of  firing  my  boss  and  taking  over  the  position  of 
*' chief.''  Duties  consisted  variously  of  designing,  manu- 
facturing, and  selling  all  kinds  of  things,  and  included  driv- 
ing and  winning  four  national  motor  boat  championship 
races.  While  here  I  had  eighteen  months'  close  personal 
contact  witht  Mr.  Nikola  Tesla  in  the  development  of  a  steam 
turbine.  After  three  years  of  interesting  work,  I  left  the 
company  and  joined  the  Bridgeport  Brass  Company,  in  an 
engineering  capacity.  Here  I  invented  a  number  of  useful 
and  annoying  things.  Of  the  former,  a  carburetor,  of  the 
latter,  the  horn  on  Ford  cars,  is  fairly  tjT)ical.  Here  also 
I  was  associated  intimately  with  the  development  of  the  non- 
ferrous  induction  furnace.  Late  in  1914  the  company  went 
on  a  war  basis,  and  from  that  time  on  we  were  busy  with 
war    material    for    the    allied  governments.      During    1917 
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I  put  in  a  strenuous  year  in  the  Connecticut  Guard  as  a 
private.  Late  that  year  I  volunteered  for  the  Regular  Army, 
was  accepted,  and  ordered  overseas  in  January,  1918.  There 
was  a  good  commission  in  work  that  I  knew  thoroughly  con- 
nected with  it;  then  nothing  happened.  After  nine  months 
of  strenuous  effort  and  the  expenditure  of  $10.98  in  postage 
and  telegrams,  it  developed  that  the  investigation  by  Con- 
gress of  the  Air  Corps  had  changed  all  plans,  and  the  posi- 
tion that  I  was  to  have  filled  did  not  exist.  I  then  volun- 
teered for  the  Engineer  Corps,  and  in  September  was  com- 
missioned 1st  Lieutenant,  and  ordered  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
for  duty.  There  were  a  number  of  things  that  1  was  well 
qualified  to  do  there,  but  after  a  thorough  examination,  it 
was  definitely  established  that  I  would  not  know  an  anti- 
aircraft searchlight  if  one  bit  me,  so  I  was  assigned  to  the 
development  of  these  lights.  Anyhow,  I  know  something 
about  them  now.  For  six  months  I  was  stationed  in  Wash- 
ington, doing  everything  from  office  boy  work  up — chiefly 
down,  however.  Then  I  was  assigned  to  the  488th  Engineer 
Searchlight  Train,  acting  as  official  photographer,  with 
orders  to  proceed  overland  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to 
Arcadia,  Fla.  I  take  exception  to  that  word  ** overland.*' 
Our  trucks  weighed  from  fourteen  to  seventeen  and  a  half 
tons,  and  we  passed  through  Virginia  in  the  rainy  season, 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia  in  the  dry  season — I  refer  merely 
to  the  climate — ^and  Florida  in  the  rainy  season.  For  years 
to  come  those  states  will  bear  the  marks  of  our  passage,  as 
almost  permanent  evidence  that  we  seldom  went  ''overland.'' 
By  way  of  diversion  we  had  two  weddings,  two  divorces,  one 
military  funeral — the  dog  mascot — one  court  martial,  one 
deserter,  and  one  near  murder.  A  very  demure  little  maid 
landed  in  our  midst,  and  demanded  that  one  of  my  sergeants 
marry  her,  backing  up  the  demand  with  a  perfectly  business- 
like .45,  loaded.  We  put  one  town  under  martial  law,  several 
towns  on  the  map,  and  several  more  on  the  bum.  We  re- 
inforced or  completely  rebuilt  practically  every  bridge  and 
water  culvert  from  Washington  to  Arcadia;  we  pushed, 
shovelled  and  towed  with  block  and  tackle  for  approximately 
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four  hundred  miles;  we  light  corduroyed  two  hundred  and 
iifty  miles;  we  heavy  corduroyed  twenty-five  miles;  and  the 
trip,  which  was  expected  by  the  War  Department  to  require 
thirty  days,  ended  after  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  days, 
with  the  convoy  hopelessly  stuck  in  Florida  quicksand  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  miles  from  Arcadia,  and  the  per- 
sonnel so  depleted  by  discharge  and  illness  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  ship  our  trucks  by  freight.  In  addition  to  my  other 
duties,  I  became  Personnel  Officer,  and  finally  Commanding 
Officer,  so  that  all  responsibility  fell  to  my  lot,  even  to  the 
taking  away  of  the  .45,  returning  the  empty  gun,  and  putting 
the  maid  on  the  first  train  for  her  home.  Ill  say  that  I 
learned  something  about  diplomacy.  For  four  weeks  I  was 
detached  from  all  this  mud  and  sand  and  misery  to  com- 
mand another  searchlight  train,  which  I  took  overland  from 
Newark,  N.  J.,  to  Boston,  and  there  gave  an  exhibition  of 
anti-aircraft  searchlights  on  Boston  Common  during  the 
Fifth  Liberty  Loan  drive.  Then  back  south  I  went  to  take 
up  the  grind  once  more.  Finally  Arcadia  was  reached,  and 
then  followed  two  months  of  night  flying  with  the  Air  Corps. 
That  was  well  worth  while,  for  I  learned  to  handle  a  **ship'' 
and  gained  some  really  valuable  experience.  In  August, 
1919,  after  just  a  year  of  active  service,  I  was  ordered  to 
Camp  Devens  for  discharge,  and  after  signing  my  name 
forty-eight  times,  and  chasing  around  the  camp  to  the  tune 
of  twenty  miles  of  road,  I  was  finally  severed  from  the 
service,  a  wiser,  but  I  cannot  truthfully  say  a  better  man. 
So  here  I  am,  back  in  Boston,  out  of  a  position,  out  of  a 
home,  and  with  a  fine  and  healthy  family.  But  why  worry? 
The  service  has  at  least  taught  me  that.  Member:  Univer- 
sity Club,  Bridgeport,  Conn.;  Society  of  Automotive  En- 
gineers, New  York,  N.  Y.

1917  took  a  six  weeks'  trip  through  Chile,  visiting  all  the 
principal    ports    and    travelling    from    Puerto    Montt    to 
Iquique  by  rail,  making  the  journey  in  every  kind  of  train,^ 
from  slow  freight  to  special.     During  my  stay  in  Peru  I 
have  had  occasion   to  do  considerable  travelling  and  have 
visited  most  of  the  principal  places.     One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting places  I  have  seen  is  Cuzco,  which  dates  back  to 
the  time  of  the  Incas  and  consequently  has  many  unusual 
historical  sights.    OUantaitambo,  two  days'  ride  from  Cuzce 
on  mule  back,  was  another  old  Inca  stronghold  that  I  visited 
which,   owing  to  its  picturesque  situation,  well   repaid   the 
hard  trip.     On  another  trip  to  the  interior,  this  time  to  a 
cattle  ranch  called  Udima,  three  days'  journey  on  mule  back 
from  the  port  of  Eten,  situated  in  the  mountains  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  about  ten  thousand  feet,  I  had  the  experience  of  de- 
scending the  mountains  in  a  pouring  rain  which  made  the

trail  so  muddy  and  greasy  that  my  mule  slid  the  whole  way 
down  the  steep  places.  My  travels  have  taken  me  also  to 
sugar  and  cotton  estates,  which  have  proved  most  interest- 
ing. Cerro  de  Pasco,  where  the  big  copper  mines  of  Peru 
are  situated,  is  another  out-of-the-way  place  I  have  visited. 
To  reach  there  it  is  necessary  to  cross  the  Andes;  the  cross- 
ing is  made  at  a  height  of  fifteen  thousand  six  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  feet  above  sea  level,  the  mines  themselves  being 
at  an  elevation  of  about  fourteen  thousand  five  hundred  feet. 
On  this  trip  I  travelled  from  the  summit  (Ticlio  fifteen  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  eighty-eight  feet)  to  Lima,  which  is. 
practically  at  sea  level,  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred 
miles,  in  a  gravity  car  on  the  railroad,  leaving  Ticlio  in  the 
morning  in  a  snow  storm,  only  to  arrive  in  Lima  a  few  hours 
later  in  tropical  summer.  I  have  been  treasurer  of  the 
Peruvian  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  ever  since 
its  foundation.

Completing  the  work  prescribed  for  the  A.B.  degree  in 
1907,  I  at  once  entered  the  employ  of  the  Barrett  Company, 
manufacturers  of  coal  tar  products,  with  which  firm  I  was

A  month  after  my  marriage  in  1907,  shortly  after  my 
graduation,  I  sailed  for  Europe,  where,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  summer  trips  to  the  United  States,  I  spent  the  next 
six  years  in  the  study  of  architecture,  a  year  in  Rome 
and  afterwards  in  Paris.  On  my  return  to  America,  in 
1913,  I  entered  the  ofl&ce  of  Fumess,  Evans  &  Co.,  architects, 
of  which  firm  I  was  made  a  partner  in  the  following  year. 
In  1916,  however,  I  severed  my  connection  with  this  firm  and 
joined  the  firm  of  Mellor  &  Meigs,  under  the  name  of  Mellor, 
Meigs  &  Howe,  where  I  still,  remain.

My  regiment  was  located  in  the  picturesque  town  of 
Chateauneuf  on  the  Cher  River,  a  few  miles  north  of  division 
headquarters.  Here  I  remained  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  of  1918,  assisting  in  the  work  of  training  replace- 
ments, leasing  land  from  the  French  farmers  for  use  as 
drill  fields,  ranges,  etc.,  acting  as  district  Judge  Advocate, 
and  for  a  short  time  as  Town  Major  of  four  neighboring  vil- 
lages. In  October,  1918,  I  was  promoted  to  1st  Lieutenant, 
Infantry.  Shortly  before  the  armistice  our  training  division 
was  abandoned  and  all  hands  shipped  to  the  front  as  replace- 
ments. The  signing  of  the  armistice  caught  us  en  route,  at 
the  town  of  Montrichard,  where  we  were  held  under  canvas 
during  November  and  December.  Eventually  the  remains 
of  the  division  were  wholly  broken  up,  and  I  was  assigned 
to  the  163d  Infantry,  41st  Division,  with  which  I  returned 
to  America.  After  two  years  of  a  more  or  less  nomadic 
existence,  I  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  getting  back 
to  work  in  one  fixed  place.

I  have  a  recollection  of  doing  this  same  thing  some  time 
ago  and  covering  rather  completely  my  activities  the  first 
few  years  out  of  college.  On  graduation  I  went  to  southern 
Illinois  and  worked  for  a  little  less  than  a  year  in  a  large 
soft  coal  mine.  Beginning  as  an  ordinary  laborer,  I  worked 
at  pretty  nearly  every  department  of  the  operation  and 
ended  up  with  a  couple  of  months  of  fire  fighting  and  rescue 
work  after  a  bad  mine  disaster  that  nearly  ended  me.

Since  leaving  the  university  my  work  has  been  wholly  con- 
nected with  designing  and  constructing  engineering  works 
of  considerable  interest,  principally  public  works.

The  three  years  immediately  following  graduation  were 
spent  in  the  Harvard  Law  School.  Upon  being  admitted  to 
the  bar,  in  August,  1911,  I  entered  the  office  of  Endicott  P.

Keturning  from  California  in  the  summer  of  1909,  I  again 
took  up  the  white  man's  burden  in  this  black  man's  town — 
figuratively  speaking — starting  in  the  real  estate  business 
with  Oliver  &  Company.  Until  1914  I  remained  with  this 
firm,  leaving  it  to  engage  in  business  for  myself.  About  this 
time  real  estate  activities  in  business  property  slackened  con- 
siderably and  remained  dull  during  the  war.  My  one  re- 
spite from  daily  routine  came  in  1916,  when  I  was  imposed 
upon  and  finally  consented  to  become  a  civilian  Jackie  for 
a  period  of  a  month.  This  naval  cruise  on  the  good  ship 
** Louisiana'' — memorable  in  the  minds  of  all  participants — 
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needs  no  comment.  It  certainly  impressed  all,  however,  with 
the  importance  and  necessity  of  forced  prohibition  in  the 
navy.  Nevertheless,  in  the  face  of  this  discouragement,  in 
April,  1917,  I  applied  for  admission  into  Uncle  Sam's  armed 
naval  forces,  but  was  advised  that  I  could  not,  at  a  distance, 
tell  the  difference  between  a  gob  and  a  landlubber.

Ladies 
permitting,  some  day  I  shall  attempt  to  chronicle  my  ex- 
periences in  a  book  entitled,  ** Across  with  the  Red  Cross," 
with  apologies  to  Mr.  Davison.  In  July,  1919,  I  became 
attracted  to  the  investment  business  and  entered  it  with  the 
idea  of  getting  my  share  of  the  twenty  odd  millions  of 
Liberty  Bond  buyers,  and  them  some.

I  went  to  California  at  midyears  of  our  senior  year  with 
"W.  E.  Russell,  *08.  That  spring  we  took  a  camping  trip 
in  Colorado,  and  Russell  went  back  to  Cambridge  for  class 
day,  leaving  me  to  take  a  job  digging  cliff-dweller  ruins  in 
Utah  for  the  University  of  Utah.  In  the  autumn  of  1908, 
I  went  to  Egypt  with  my  parents  to  study  field  methods  of 
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archaeology.  In  September,  1909,  I  entered  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  and  also  served  as  Austin  Teaching  Fellow 
in  anthropology.  The  summer  of  1910  was  spent  in  explor- 
ing in  Newfoundland  and  Labrador,  in  an  attempt  to  locate 
the  southern  limit  of  extension  of  the  Eskimo  in  early  times. 
On  September  6th  I  was  married  and  we  spent  the  winter 
of  1910-11  in  Santa  Fe,  N.  M.,  working  on  the  collections 
of  Indian  pottery  in  the  museum  of  that  city.  We  returned 
east  in  the  spring  of  1911  and  spent  the  summer  at  Nan- 
tucket.

That  autumn  I  dropped  teaching  and  went 
into  museum  work  at  the  Peabody  Museum,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, becoming  Curator  of  North  American  Archaeology.

I  worked  there  that  sum- 
mer and  the  summer  of  1916,  spending  the  winter  of  1916-17 
in  California.  I  entered  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  at  the  Presidio, 
San  Francisco,  and  was  commissioned-  1st  Lieutenant,  In- 
fantry, reporting  for  duty  with  the  91st  Division  at  Camp 
Lewis,  American  Lake,  Wash.  I  served  with  the  Divisional 
Intelligence  School  until  April,  1918,  when  I  was  appointed 
aide  to  Brig-Gen.  F.  S.  Foltz.  We  went  overseas  in  June 
and  trained  near  Chaumont.  In  August  I  was  relieved  as 
aide  and  appointed  assistant  to  the  Division  Intelligence 
officer  (G-2).  We  moved  to  the  front  September  9th  and 
were  in  reser\'e  during  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive.  During  that 
action  I  served  as  observer  with  the  French  2d  Colonial 
Corps  in  their  attacks  on  the  tip  of  the  salient.  On  Septem- 
ber 20th  the  91st  Division  went  into  line  in  the  Argonne 
near  Vauquois  and  **went  over'*  in  the  general  attack  of 
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September  26th.  The  division  went  forward  a  total  of  eleven 
kilometers  and  took  twenty-six  hundred  prisoners.  We  were 
relieved  on  October  11th  and  sent  at  once  to  Belgium,  where 
we  crossed  the  Ypres  battlefield  and  attacked,  across  the 
Lys  river,  on  October  30th.  The  division  advanced  twenty 
kilometers  in  two  days  and  reached  the  Scheldt  river,  captur- 
ing the  city  of  Oudenarde.  We  were  relieved  on  Novem- 
ber 5th,  rested,  and  were  again  in  line  on  November  9th. 
The  armistice  found  the  91st  under  orders  to  attack.  On 
October  27th  I  received  my  promotion  to  Captain.  The  vrin- 
ter  was  spent  in  the  Le  Mans  area  and  we  sailed  for  home  in 
March  and  April.  I  was  discharged  from  the  service  April 
19,  1919.  On  June  4th  I  received  the  decoration  of  Chevalier 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor  from  the  French  Government.  I  at- 
tended the  '* hang-over''  decennial,  the  only  one  of  the  class- 
reunions  that  I  have  been  able  to  get  to.  I  am  now  living 
in  Andover,  where  I  expect  to  stay  until  the  completion  of  the 
digging  at  Pecos,  N.  M.,  a  job  which  will  probably  take  three 
or  four  years  more.

After  graduation  from  the  Law  School,  I  became  a  jour- 
neyman lawyer,  practicing  successively  in  Worcester,  Boston 
and  Chicago.

On  graduating,  in  February,  1908,  I  took  a  short  vacation^ 
spending  most  of  the  time  in  the  woods  and  on  the  water^ 
returning  to  Boston  in  the  fall,  in  time  to  enter  the  Harvard 
Medical  School.  At  the  end  of  the  medical  course,  I  entered 
the  Bellevue  Hospital  for  one  year  of  service.  This  service 
I  feel  now  was  far  too  short,  but  has  proved  to  be  the  most 
thorough  of  all  the  training  I  have  so  far  had.  Completing^ 
this  service,  after  a  two  months'  vacation  in  the  Maine  woods, 
I  chose  Greenwich,  Conn.,  as  my  location  for  the  practice  of 
medicine.  For  three  years  the  work  which  I  took  up  in  this 
town  was  not  interrupted  by  more  than  one  or  two  days' 
vacation.  It  was  then  I  realized  that  I  had  got  into  a  hard, 
beaten  rut,  which  threatened  to  ruin  a  normal  mental  balance. 
From  then  on  I  became  restless,  and  when  the  opportunity 
came  to  join  the  Original  Harvard  Unit  in  France,  I  ac- 
cepted.    On  February  22,  1917,  I  sailed  for  France  with 
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Dr.  Hugh  Cabot  and  his  contingent  of  some  twenty  doctors 
and  fifteen  nurses,  on  the  steamship  ''Andania/'  We  were 
enlisted  in  the  B.  E.  F.  and  some  of  us  were  sent  directly 
to  join  general  Hospital  No.  22  in  Camiers,  France,  while 
others  had  a  short  service  in  England  before  being  sent  to 
Prance.  I  went  for  a  short  home  service  to  Purfleet,  on  the 
Thames,  where  the  work  was  fairly  comprehensive,  a  good 
preliminary  to  the  work  in  France.  April,  1917,  saw  me 
also  in  Camiers,  and  from  then  on  life  was  full  to  over- 
flowing with  all  sorts  of  interesting  and  humanitarian  ex- 
periences. For  most  of  the  time  we  remained  at  Camiers, 
which  was  in  the  largest  area  of  British  base  hospitals,  but 
all  of  us  at  some  time  or  other  saw  service  at  the  front  for 
a  short  time.  My  lot  took  me  to  the  Ypres  salient  during 
the  Passchendaele  stunt  in  the  fall  of  1917.  I  think  the 
hardest  period  of  all  that  we  went  through  was  in  the  summer 
of  1918,  when  this  huge  British  hospital  area  was  subjected 
to  constant  air  raids  by  the  Boche.  In  some  ways  the  armis- 
tice, coming  as  it  did,  was  a  great  relief  to  us ;  in  other  ways, 
many  of  us  felt  subconsciously  that  it  was  an  anti-climax. 
It  was  a  surprise  to  be  demobilized  so  shortly  after  the 
armistice;  nevertheless  we  were  glad  to  get  back  to  our  fire- 
sides once  more.  On  my  return,  I  made  a  special  point  to 
renew  old  acquaintances  and  see  something  of  my  family, 
whom  I  had  somewhat  lost  track  of,  but  on  March  25,  Green- 
wich saw  me  back  at  the  old  stand,  not,  however,  with  the 
old  conveniences  which  I  had  left  two  years  previously,  for 
my  sister  had  died,  my  house  was  still  rented,  and  I  had  no 
near  relatives  or  very  intimate  friends  to  fall  back  on.  I 
lived  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  my  office,  with  about  a  quarter  of 
my  equipment  in  it,  was  on  the  main  shopping  thoroughfare 
of  the  town.  I  boarded  anywhere  and  lived  a  most  hetero- 
:geneous  existence  for  two  months,  and  then  moved  into  my 
residence.  These  two  months  will  never  be  forgotten  as  long 
as  I  live,  for  the  reaction  from  the  life  in  France,  the  slow- 
ness of  the  work  returning  to  me  and  this  irregular  life 
made  me  so  discouraged  that,  had  anything  else  been  offered 
me,  I  should  have  taken  it  without  hesitation.     Now,  how- 
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ever,  circumstances  have  gradually  improved  and  the  pros- 
pect for  the  future  is  excellent.  As  things  are  now,  this 
town  will  be  the  scene  of  my  future  work.  At  present,  I  am 
doing  a  general  practice,  but  I  intend  to  follow  the  scheme 
that  many  have  followed  and  gradually  work  over  to  truly 
surgical  practice.

I  have  served  on  various  Harvard  Club  of  Phila- 
delphia committees,  have  acted  as  the  club's  treasurer  and 
done  my  small  part  to  promote  in  Philadelphia  a  better 
understanding  of  our  great  university.  Whenever  oppor- 
tunity presented  itself  I  have  gone  back  to  Cambridge  for 
football  games,  class  reunions,  club  dinners,  etc.  Perhaps 
it  is  best  to  leave  the  making  and  writing  of  our  cliass 
history  to  those  who  have  seen  and  done  things  these  past 
few  years.

Taken  from  ** Class  Life,''  written  by  Lamed  in  1908: 
**My  early  childhood  was  uneventful,  except  for  several  trips 
around  the  United  States  and  Europe.  As  I  look  back  upon 
it,  it  appears  like  a  smooth  sea  of  happiness,  marred  by  few 
disappointments  and  little  unhappiness.  The  death  of  my 
eldest  sister  in  France  is  the  only  real  sorrow  that  has  ever 
come  to  me.  The  forces  which  stand  out  most  clearly  as  hav- 
ing molded  my  life  and  character  are  the  influence  of  an 
always  calm,  happy  and  beautifully  unselfish  mother,  aiid 
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the  constant  inspiration  and  joy  which  have  been  mine  by 
virtue  of  a  life-long  friendship  with  a  fellow  of  my  own 
age  in  Lake  Forest.  Whatever  is  best  in  me,  or  ever  will 
be,  I  lay  to  these  two  forces.  My  school  days  were  quiet 
and  happy.  The  fact  that  my  school  days  were  all  spent 
at  home  tended  to  make  me  somewhat  provincial,  and,  upon 
entering  college,  I  was  painfully  diffident  and  reserved.  It 
is  along  these  lines  that  Harvard  has  done  most  for  me; 
it  has  broadened  my  ideals  and  ambition  and  given  me  a 
broader  outlook  upon  life.  During  the  first  three  years  in 
college,  my  ambition  was  to  become  a  physician,  and  my 
work  was  planned  with  that  end  in  view.  Realizing  that 
the  four  years  in  the  Medical  School  would  give  me  all  the 
requisite  scientific  training  for  that  profession,  I  attempted 
to  include  in  my  study  those  courses  which  would  tend  to 
broaden  me  along  other  lines.  During  the  past  year  the  desire 
to  enter  medicine  has  most  strangely  left,  and,  in  its  stead, 
has  come  a  steadily  increasing  conviction  that  a  business 
career  will  be  best  for  me.  This  being  the  case,  it  is  doubly 
fortunate  that  my  college  work  has  not  been  solely  confined 
to  scientific  lines.  As  this  last  college  year  comes  to  an  end, 
I  think  every  fellow  must  look  back  upon  the  four  years  that 
have  passed  and  begin  to  realize  the  things  he  has  missed, 
the  opportunities  laid  out  before  him  of  which  he  has  failed 
to  take  advantage.  This  experience  has  come  to  me  many 
times;  but  when  the  faces  of  the  many  friends  that  college 
has  given  me  come  before  my  mind,  one  by  one,  every  other 
consideration  appears  trivial  and  I  feel  certain  that  if  Har- 
vard has  failed  to  make  me  a  student,  if  it  has  failed  to  make 
me  a  statesman,  it  has  helped  to  make  me  a  man  with  a 
broader  horizon  of  life  and  a  wider  understanding  of  the 
ideals  and  ambitions  of  other  men.''  From  the  sexennial 
class  report,  issued  in  1914:  **  After  my  graduation,  in 
June,  1908,  I  spent  one  year  at  the  Northwestern  Law  School, 
specializing  in  contracts,  agency,  commercial  paper,  etc.  My 
idea  was  not  to  enter  the  profession  of  law,  but  to  learn 
a  few  legal  principles  most  likely  to  prove  helpful  in  future 
business  life.  On  July  5,  1909,  I  entered  the  employ  of  the 
John  V.  Farrell  Company,  as  stock  boy  in  the  button  depart- 
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ment.  After  a  few  months,  I  was  transferred  to  the  office 
force  of  the  general  sales  division.  My  stay  here  was  even 
more  limited,  as  a  position  became  vacant  in  the  advertising 
department,  and  I  was  again  transferred.  On  February  1, 
1913,  I  succeeded  to  the  position  of  advertising  manager, 
in  which  capacity  I  am  still  employed."  Larned  failed, 
after  several  attempts,  to  pass  a  satisfactory  physical  exami- 
ination  which  would  admit  him  to  active  service  in  the  army 
or  navy.  The  one  thing  which  held  him  back  was  his  eye- 
sight. Without  his  glasses,  he  could  not  see  the  chart  across 
a  room.  He  was  determined,  however,  to  do  his  bit,  and 
finally  succeeded  in  securing  a  commission  under  the  Red 
Cross,  for  work  in  France.  Just  what  nature  that  work 
was  to  be  was  never  exactly  known,  but,  once  on  the  other 
side,  he  felt  sure  he  could  follow  the  example  of  some  of 
his  friends  and  enlist  in  the  Foreign  Legion,  through  that 
service  eventually  getting  back  under  the  stars  and  stripes. 
He  sailed  for  France  about  the  first  of  October,  but  de- 
veloped infiuenza  on  the  boat  and  died  in  a  hospital  in  Bor- 
deaux, France,  October  11,  1918.  He  was  buried  with  mili- 
tary honors  in  the  officers'  cemetery  at  Bordeaux.  Though 
he  never  saw  active  service,  his  sacrifice  was  no  less  great 
than  that  of  those  who  died  upon  the  field  of  battle.  He 
offered  himself  to  that  great  organization  which  so  valiantly 
labored  to  serve  and  to  save  and  to  minister  to  body  and 
soul,  a  vital  part  in  that  great  machine  which,  through  its 
great  effectiveness,  power  and  efficiency,  finally  so  largely 
helped  to  achieve  the  victory  upon  which  the  very  fate  of 
the  world  rested.

I  continued  in  the  general  practice  of  law  from  the  time 
of  making  my  sexennial  report  until  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  with  Germany,  opening  my  own  office  in  November, 
1914.  Like  so  many  of  us,  all  this  was  broken  up  when 
I  enlisted  in  the  army.  I  kept  up  a  rather  active  interest 
in  politics  until  the  break-up  of  the  Progressive  Party.  I 
was  a  member  of  a  committee  which  drafted  the  Indiana 
Progressive  platform  in  1914,  and  I  made  a  number  of 
speeches  in  the  campaign  of  that  year.  The  unreasoning 
back-wash  of  the  election  that  fall  was  a  bitter  disappoint- 
ment, as  it  foretold  the  inevitable  collapse  of  a  very  generous 
party  movement.  But  after  the  German  war  began,  politics 
interested  me  very  little.  Everywhere  there  was  a  bitter 
organized  pro-German  propaganda,  determined  to  terrorize 
public  opinion  into  leaving  the  Germans  free  to  go  their 
ugly  way,  no  matter  what  happened  to  us  or  anybody  else. 
It  was  particularly  nasty  in  Indianapolis.  I  was  glad  to 
be  able  to  join  in  a  number  of  raids  against  them  and  finally 
to  see  them  put  out  of  business — for  a  time  at  least.  We 
had  a  lot  of  fun  and  altogether  raised  a  good  deal  of  hell, 
all  of  which  I  look  back  upon  with  unalloyed  satisfaction. 
"We  organized  a  branch  of  the  National   Security  League, 
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and  later  a  branch  of  the  American  Bights  League,  with 
Booth  Tarkington  as  president.  In  1916  I  got  into  politics 
long  enough  to  draft  most  of  the  State  Progressive  platform, 
and  to  get  the  floor  in  the  ill-fated  National  Convention  to 
propose  a  resolution,  which  was  passed,  condemning  C^er- 
many  for  her  murders  of  Americans  on  the  high  seas.  I 
wrote  an  article  for  the  New  York  Tribune  entitled,  **The 
Perils  of  Group  Alienism,*'  begging  Hughes  to  speak  out, 
but  was  not  the  only  one,  of  course,  that  failed  to  get  my 
way  in  that  regard.  The  campaign  seemed  flat  and  hope- 
less to  me  and  the  result  of  **he  kept  us  out  of  war"  left 
us  all  flatter  still  in  our  part  of  the  woods.  So  we  began 
to  raise  hell  again.  We  kept  in  close  touch  with  Major 
George  Haven  Putnam,  the  President  of  the  American 
Rights  League  and  worked  with  him  in  every  way  we  knew 
how,  to  stir  people  up.  We  organized  a  committee  of  one 
hundred,  a  great  lot  of  men,  among  whom  Harvard  men 
took  the  lead.  After  some  work  and  discouragement  from 
those  who  love  to  say  **it  can't  be  done,''  we  succeeded  in 
giving  Dr.  Richard  Cabot  and  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Greene,  the 
largest  crowd  of  their  tour  in  their  great  attack  on  the 
Belgian  deportations,  in  January,  1917.  In  March,  1917, 
Major  Putnam  invited  me  to  speak  at  a  mass  meeting  in 
Carnegie  Hall  on  the  opinion  of  the  middle  west.  I  did  so 
and  altogether  had  one  of  the  big  nights  of  my  life.  A  few 
weeks  later  I  acted  for  the  committee  of  one  hundred  as 
temporary  chairman  of  a  great  mass  meeting  in  Indianapolis, 
at  which  President  Hibben  of  Princeton  spoke.  .  By  this 
time  the  fight  was  won ;  the  Germans  in  America  were  licked. 
Nobody  will  care  to  hear  much  about  my  army  life.  I  was 
commissioned  2d  Lieutenant,  Infantry,  at  the  first  officers' 
training  camp  at  Fort  Harrison,  promoted  to  1st  Lieutenant, 
December,  1917,  and  to  Captain,  Infantry,  August,  1918. 
I  spent  a  year  of  hellish  drudgery  in  the  Depot  Brigade  at 
Camp  Taylor,  Ky.  All  efforts  to  get  put  failed,  until  I  got 
a  chance  to  go  overseas  with  the  801st  Infantry,  later  changed 
to  Pioneer  Infantr3^  I  don't  know  yet  what  Pioneer  In- 
fantry is.    These  were  colored  troops  and  I  liked  the  service 
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with  them.  We  landed  in  France  September  21,  1918.  But 
we  didn't  get  sent  up,  and  a  chance  coming,  I  asked  for  and 
got  a  transfer  to  report  for  assignment  as  a  replacement, 
and  arrived  at  the  depot  for  assignment  on  the  day  of  the 
armistice.  After  a  few  weeks  there  I  was  sent  to  the  77th 
Division,  did  some  courtmartial  work  as  Judge  Advocate 
and  as  member  of  a  general  court,  and  then  was  assigned 
to  command  Company  G,  307th  Infantry.  On  the  whole, 
despite  the  dullness  of  the  life,  I  enjoyed  the  winter  there. 
Among  the  officers  were  two  Harvard  men,  Dudley  Davis, 
.'05,  and  Francis  Gilbert,  '11.  I  was  discharged  at  Camp 
Taylor,  May  31,  1919,  and  got  back  into  the  harness  again 
by  deserting  my  much-loved  Indianapolis,  and  going  to  work 
in  the  legal  department  of  the  International  Harvester  Com- 
pany in  Chicago.  When  I  can  lassoo  a  flat  or  house,  I'll 
feel  that  the  war  is  over.  Written:  article — **Was  Lin- 
coln a  Murderer,"  Outlook,  June,  30,  1915;  *' Political  Form- 
ulas," Unpopular  Review,  July,  1917;  ** Group  Alienism", 
New  York  Tribune,  August  30,  1916.

The  first  two  years  after  graduation  I  was  employed  by 
a  Boston  grain  jobber  and  the  following  four  years  by  the 
Guatemala  division,  of  the  United  Fruit  Company.  By 
July,  1914,  I  was  in  a  state  of  incipient  prosperity.  On 
July  2,  1914,  I  went  to  the  United  Fruit  Company  hospital 
at  Quirigua  with  a  bad  ease  of  malaria  and  on  August  8

John  Lowell,  Jr.,  better  remembered  by  his  friends  as 
**Jack*'  Lowell,  died  at  Mesa,  Ariz.,  June  25,  1912.  He  was 
twenty-five  years  old.  Soon  after  graduating  from  college, 
he  bought  a  small  ranch  near  Mesa,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  was  principally  occupied  in  cultivating  this  property. 
He  also  served  as  an  instructor  at  the  Evans  School,  located 
near  by.  Lowell  was  born  at  Chestnut  Hill,  March  21,  1887, 
being  the  seventh  in  direct  line  of  descent  to  bear  the  name 
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of  John  Lowell.  His  family  for  several  generations  has  been 
prominent  in  Boston.  He  first  attended  school  at  Chestnut 
Hill,  and  when  about  eleven  years  old  entered  Volkmann's 
School  in  Boston,  where  he  remained  until  entering  Harvard. 
Possessed  of  a  winning,  democratic  personality,  he  made 
friends  readily,  and,  although  at  school  he  was  never  con- 
spicuous as  an  athlete,  there  was  hardly  any  boy  more  gener- 
ally known  and  liked.  In  his  studies  he  was  naturally  bright 
and  stood  high  in  his  class.  Lowell  entered  Harvard  with  good 
marks  and  many  good  friends.  He  was  popular  from  the 
very  start,  and  was  elected  to  a  number  of  societies,  including 
the  Institute  of  1770,  the  Hasty  Pudding  and  the  A.  D. 
Club.  Yet,  though  he  took  a  keen  pleasure  in  his  clubs  and 
in  club  life,  he  was  essentially  democratic,  and  never  for 
an  instant  lost  interest  in  the  class.  It  was  a  rare  thing  for 
him  to  miss  any  class  gathering,  and  he  was  always  eager 
to  meet  new  men  with  different  points  of  view  from  his 
own.  In  athletics,  he  at  first  went  out  for  the  ball  nine,  as 
he  was  excessively  fond  of  baseball,  but  soon  realized  that 
he  was  not  good  enough  to  make  a  successful  player.  He 
then  took  up  rowing  with  better  success.  Though  lacking 
prior  experience,  he  succeeded  before  graduation  in  making 
his  class  crew,  and  for  a  time  was  on  the  varsity  squad.  Of 
his  many  fine  traits  of  character,  none  was  stronger  than 
his  loyalty  to  his  friends.  In  their  interests  he  was  a  tireless 
worker,  and  time  and  again,  during  his  college  course  he  used 
his  influence  to  help  along  men  less  known  and  less  favored 
than  himself.  This  was  done  with  a  simple  spirit  of  gener- 
osity which  was  typical  of  the  man.  No  one  who  knew 
Lowell  can  help  but  feel  the  loss  which  the  class  has  suffered 
through  his  death,  for  he  was  the  sort  of  man  to  whom  his 
class  and  his  college  would  always  have  been  a  matter  of 
first  importance.  He  was  frank,  unselfish  and  honorable, 
as  agreeable  a  companion  as  one  would  want  to  meet,  and  as 
true  a  friend  as  one  could  ever  find.

After  graduating  from  Law  School,  I  took  a  flying  trip 
through  Europe  and  returned  to  practice  law  in  Chicago. 
For  some  time  I  lived  at  Hull  House,  where  I  had  a  close-up 
view  of  and  connection  with  the  more  enterprising  mem- 
bers of  those  nationalities  of  whase  countries  I  had  just 
had  a  glimpse.

The  first  two  years  after  graduation  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Techonology  kept  me  busy  learning  civil  engi- 
neering, at  the  end  of  which  time  I  received  the  degree  of 
S.B.  Thereupon  the  practice  of  civil  engineering  took 
up  my  time  and  mind  for  three  years.

After  graduating  at  mid-years,  I  travelled  abroad  until 
it  was  time  to  enter  the  Law  School,  in  the  following  autumn.

The 
cruel  war  deprived  me  of  my  new  found  freedom  and  sent 
me  to  the  first  officers*  training  camp  at  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga., 
where  I  remained  until  November,  1917,  when  I  was  given 
command  of  the  Machine  Gun  Company,  328th  Infantry, 
a  unit  of  the  82d  Division,  then  training  at  Camp  Gordon, 
Atlanta,  Ga.  I  sailed  with  my  company  on  May  1,  1918. 
Towards  the  end  of  June  I  was  given  command  of  the  821st 
Machine  Gun  Battalion  and  later  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Major.  In  September  I  was  made  Acting  Division  Machine 
Gun  Officer  and  on  November  7th  I  became  a  Lieutenant- 
Colonel,  and  was  appointed  D.  M.  G.  0.  After  the  armistice 
I  was  assigned  to  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate 
Peace,  and  attached  to  the  office  of  Commissioner  House,  with 
whom  I  have  remained  until  the  middle  of  July,  1919.  The 
law  business  seems  to  have  gone  by  the  boards,  but  I  be- 
lieve that  there  is  a  great  future  in  forming  a  gigantic  com- 
bination of  all  peanut  and  banana  stands  in  the  countr>\

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I  spent  the  last  half  of  senior  year  travelling  abroad.  I 
attended  Harvard  Law  School  from  the  fall  of  1908  to  June, 
1911,  and  was  admitted  to  New  York  Bar  in  January,  1909.

Since  graduation  I  have  been  engaged  mainly  in  teaching 
and  writing  history,  first  at  the  University  of  California, 
and,  since  1915,  at  Harvard.

My  life  up  to  1914  is  covered  fully  in  the  sexennial  re- 
port, luj  April,  1911,  1  was  employed  by  Densmore  &  Le 
Clear,  engineers  and  architects,  Boston,  with  whom  I  re- 
mained over  five  years.

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I  don't  know  why  you  should  annoy  me  by  asking  me  to 
give  a  complete  account  of  my  life  since  graduation.  To 
comply  with  your  request  would  be  too  much  like  trying  to 
follow  the  course  of  the  River  Meander,  and  in  these  days 
of  prohibition  such  an  action  on  my  part  would  lay  me  open 
to  the  suspicion  of  violating  the  spirit  of  that  oppressive  law. 
In  addition,  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the  last  time 
I  complied  with  a  similar  request,  I  made  some  remarks 
about  the  Boston  American  and  Hearst  papers  in  generaL 
They  got  me  in  Dutch  for  a  while,  for  I  was  working  spas- 
modically for  the  Hearst  system  at  the  time.  Somebody 
got  peeved;  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  Mr.  Hearst  him- 
self or  not,  but  I  got  a  rousing  reception  in  the  local  American 
office  shortly  after  that,  and  I  then  made  up  my  mind  that 
it  was  best  to  keep  one's  opinions  to  one's  self.  However, 
those  days  are  over  and  I  am  gradually  living  down  my  past 
What  I  did  up  to  within  a  year  and  a  half  ago  doesn't  in- 
terest anybody,  and  what  has  happened  since  doesn't  either, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  myself.  But  I  feel  I  owe  my- 
self the  duty  of  stating  that  while  holding  a  political  job, 
I'm  not  an  accomplished  politician.  I  should,  however, 
like  to  say  something,  so  here  goes.  Before  I  came  to  City 
Hall,  I  used  to  look  upon  the  edifice  with  a  feeling  of  loath- 
ing. I  am  convinced  that  I  had  justification.  But  condi- 
ditions  have  changed  here.  Boston  now  has  a  mayor — 
Andrew  J.  Peters,  Harvard,  '95 — ^who  has  demonstrated  that 
a  man  can  be  in  politics  and  yet  be  absolutely  honest,  and 
with  only  one  ambition — a  square  deal  for  the  public.  As 
far  as  I  can  learn,  recent  mayors  of  Boston  haven't  been 
particularly  interested  in  any  such  public-spirited  work. 
The  present  one  sincerely  is.  At  all  events,  it's  an  interest- 
ing game,  for  it  is  a  game,  and  it's  a  great  satisfaction  to 
know  that  the  American  form  of  government  isn't  always 
a  failure.  It's  a  still  greater  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  feel 
that  you  are  even  a  very  small  cog  in  a  machine  which  is 
giving  the  public  a  dollar  for  a  dollar.  As  I  have  said  pre- 
viously, however,  it  isn't  always  wise  to  air  one's  opinions, 
so  I  won't  do  it.  .    I  have  enjoyed  my  past  and  expect  to 
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enjoy  the  future,  despite  the  fact  that  in  some  important 
instances  the  majority  of  the  voters  have  been  beaten  to  it 
by  the  minority.  Some  other  forms  of  amusement  will  be 
invented,  I  imagine,  and  there  is  no  use  in  crossing  your 
bridges  before  you  come  to  them.  I  am  not  particularly 
thirsty  now,  which  probably  accounts  for  my  philosophical 
attitude.     Thank  you!

After  a  year  of  special  study  at  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, I  worked  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  ** Baltimore  Sun,'* 
until  I  received  an  irresistible  offer  to  go  to  Guatemala  as 
attache  to  the  American  Legation.

Following  graduation,  in  what  now  seems  the  faraway  days 
of  1908, 1  was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  almost  immediately 
a  position  with  Harrison  Grey  Fiske,  the  theatrical  producer. 
During  the  several  seasons  immediately  following,  I  served 
either  as  business  manager  or  press  representative  for  Mrs. 
Fiske  (the  first  play  I  press-agented  being  ** Salvation  Nell," 
by  our  w.  k.  classmate,  Edward  Sheldon),  George  Arliss  and 
Bertha  Kalich.  Then  came  my  first  switch,  and  for  some- 
what over  two  years  I  did  similar  work  for  William  Favers- 
ham  during  his  presentations  of  '*The  Faun,"  ** Julius 
Caesar,"  ** Othello"  and  '* Romeo  and  Juliet."  There  fol- 
lowed then  a  second  change,  when,  six  years  ago,  I  became 
general  manager  for  Richard  Walton  Tully,  the  brilliant 
California  dramatist  and  producer.  Among  the  plays  that 
I  have  aided  him  in  presenting  have  been  his  own  successes, 
**Omar,  the  Tentmaker"  and  **The  Flame,"  as  well  as  **The 
Masquerader"  (a  dramatization  of  the  novel  that  was  a  best- 
seller back  in  our  college  days)  and  **Keep  Her  Smiling," 
in  which  the  movie  favorite,  Sidney  Drew,  was  appearing 
at  the  time  of  his  death.

sands  of  Monterey  Bay,  to  prowl  of  an  evening  around  the 
deep-shadowed  French  quarter  of  New  Orleans,  or  to  climb 
to  a  Colorado  mountain  peak.  However,  my  lot  included 
another  side,  for  I  had  to  cover  as  well  the  ** tank-towns," 
the  **one-nighters,''  and  it  seems  to  me  that  I  have  spent  at 
least  a  day  in  every  hamlet  of  America  that  can  boast  of  an 
**opry  house/'  ** Tank-towns, ' '  with  rare  exceptions,  mean 
bad  hotels,  poor  food,  worse  beds  and  often  interminable  day 
coach  trips.  (To  make  oneself  completely  miserable  I  suggest 
nothing  more  than  two  weeks  of  travel  in  Arkansas.)  For 
more  than  five  years  now  I  have  been  permanently  located 
in  New  York,  a  privilege  indeed  since  marriage  more  than 
ever  stirred  a  desire  for  homelif e.  Now  the  pleasure  of  being 
with  a  daughter  and  son  makes  the  road  seem  indubitably 
a  thing  of  the  past.  Of  course  now  and  then,  when  actors' 
temperaments  kick  up  a  squall,  I  have  to  answer  a  hurry 
call  to  wherever  one  of  our  companies  may  be  playing,  al- 
though as  a  pacifier  of  such  troubled  waters  I  do  not  think 
I  am  conspicuously  successful.  Somewhere  Balzac  says  that 
there  are  three  kinds  of  people  in  the  world:  **men,  womeiiT- 
and  priests, ' '  to  which  I  might  willingly  add  a  fourth  classifi- 
cation— ** actors!"    But  that  is  another  story Unlike 

the  London  bus-driver  and  his  holiday,  my  hours  of  relaxa- 
tion are  seldom  spent  within  the  theatre ;  rather  for  the  most 
part  are  they  quiet  evenings  with  books,  or  music  by  the 
good  wife  and  for  the  real  excitement  give  me  a  game  of 
penny-ante,  in  preference  to  the  best  melodrama  Broadway 
can  divulge  in  a  season!

Until  1910  I  remained  with  the  Salem  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  as  supervisor  of  instruction,  arranging  the 
Activities  of  the  physical,  educational,  religious  and  boys' 
^Jejxartments.  Then  I  went  to  the  Brooklyn  Central  Y.  M. 
•C.  A.  as  boys'  work  director.  Between  jobs  I  spent  two 
weeks  at  the  Silver  Bay  Institute  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The 
tflrst  big  Boy  Scout  camp  in  America  had  been  pitched  there 
for  a  try-out  of  the  newest  idea  in  work  with  boys.  I  looked 
-on,  and  became  scoutmaster  number  259.  In  Brooklyn  I  or- 
^ganized  troop  2,  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  The  lure  of  the 
movies  caught  me  in  1913.  I  leased  a  beer  garden  in  a  poor 
43ection  and  remodelled  it  into  a  picture  house.  My  wife 
4Uid  I  lived  over  the  theater,  in  rooms  which  formerly  had 
been  the  Democratic  Club  of  the  precinct.  The  back  door 
•of  the  comer  saloon  opened  into  our  front  hall.  We  melted 
in  the  pot  with  immigrants  from  all  parts  of  Europe,  and 
ive  still  like  them.  The  next  year  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
«ent  me  to  the  Polish  National  Alliance  College  at  Cambridge 
Springs,  Pa.,  to  teach  scoutcraft  to  the  officers  of  the  Polish 
Falcons  of  America.  I  hope  they  learned  as  much  as  I  did. 
•Just  as  the  course  closed,  the  European  war  broke  out.  I 
returned  to  New  York  and  took  a  desk  at  the  national  head- 
quarters of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  When  the  United 
States  became  involved  in  the  conflict,  I  was  serving  as  editor 
of  ** Scouting,"  the  official  organ,  and  associate  editor  of 
'''Boys'  Life,"  the  boy  scouts'  magazine.  In  1918,  when 
the  need  for  men  became  so  urgent  that  even  age  and  mili- 
tary inexperience  did  not  prevent  the  consideration  of  applica- 
tions for  service,  I  received  a  tip  that  a  course  in  radio, 
^dded  to  my  scouting  experience  in  signalling,  might  secure 
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for  me  an  opportunity  to  serve  in  the  Navy.  I  completed 
a  course  at  the  east  side  Y.  M.  C.  A,  in  four  months  and 
received  a  commercial  operator's  license — ^just  after  the 
armistice !  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  permitted  me  to  enter  its  troop 
train  and  ocean  transport  service  early  in  1919  and  I 
travelled  30,000  miles  with  the  soldiers  before  army  orders 
withdrew  the  welfare  workers  from  the  troopships.  Re- 
turning to  Boy  Scout  headquarters,  I  was  assigned  to  the 
Bear  Mountain  Camps,  in  the  Palisades  Interstate  Park. 
During  the  summer  of  1919  I  directed  the  intercamp  activi- 
ties for  the  twelve  scout  camps  in  that  region.  These  ex- 
periences have  been  the  foundation  for  my  writing.  I  have 
found  that  good  writing  is  possible  only  when  I  have  some- 
thing to  write  about.  To  gather  material,  I  do  a  lot  of 
''just  livin'.*'  Montanye  Perry  and  I  have  collaborated  for 
twenty  years,  not  only  in  writing,  but  in  all  our  attempts  to 
be  useful.

In  June,  1909,  I  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  history  at 
Harvard,  and  in  June,  1912,  I  received  the  degree  of  LL.B- 
Until  1914  I  practiced  law  in  Boston,  and  in  1915  I  travelled 
in  Spain  for  three  months.  I  worked  in  the  American  Em- 
bassy, Paris,  for  five  months  in  the  department  having 
charge  of  German  and  Austrian  prisoners  of  war,  inspecting- 
and  reporting  on  conditions  in  thirty-two  prison  camps  (mili- 
tary and  civilian)  in  Brittany  in  August,  1915.

After  three  years  in  the  Harvard  Law  School  I  began  to 
practice  law  in  Boston,  by  entering  the  legal  department 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  June,  1910, 
where  I  remained  for  three  years,  until  I  was  placed  in 
charge,  under  the  general  attorney.  During  this  time  I  was 
engaged  in  the  defense  of  personal  injury  and  property 
damage  suits  against  the  street  railway  company.  In  June, 
1913,  I  formed  a  partnership  with  one  of  my  associates, 
George  E.  Morris,  for  the  general  practice  of  the  law,  with 
oflSces  in  Boston.  My  partner  and  I  were  then  appointed 
as  the  two  assistants  to  the  general  attorney  of  the  com- 
pany and  have  acted  in  that  capacity  to  this  date.

**At  the  age  of  eighteen  I  decided  to  be  a  minister.  Until 
tJ^at  time  I  had  had  but  little  education.  I  studied  a  while 
at  Polytechnic  College,  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  and  then  went 
to  Evanston,  111.,  where  I  studied  in  the  Academy.  Later 
I  went  to  Harvard.  I  had  not  received  a  careful  training 
in  early  life  and  therefore  did  not  take  the  regular  course 
at  Harvard.  Moreover,  during  all  my  school  days,  except 
at  Fort  Worth,  I  had  to  support  my  mother  and  two 
brothers,  and  part  of  the  time  my  father  and  a  third  brother ;

Immediately  following  graduation,  1  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School  and  had  completed  about  one-half  the  course 
when  illness  in  the  family  made  it  necessary  that  I  abandon 
the  professional  career  and  take  over  (in  1911)  the  man- 
agement of  my  father's  pickle  and  condiment  business  in 
Boston.  This  period  of  two  years  revealed  the  hand-writing 
on  the  wall  regarding  future  possibilities,  so  1  decided  to 
liquidate  the  business.  It  was  not  a  pleasant  proceeding  to 
close  out  a  family  concern  of  half  a  century's  standing,  but 
there  was  satisfaction  in  protecting  the  many  divergent  in- 
terests and  in  maintaining  the  firm's  reputation.

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Shortly  after  graduating  from  college,  with  the  trusting 
and  ambitious  spirit  of  youth,  I  ** started  in  at  the  bottom'' 
with  a  large  manufacturing  concern.  At  the  end  of  four 
years  I  became,  by  gradual  degrees  of  promotion,  advertising 
manager.  The  rise  to  this  position,  however,  was  not  accom- 
panied by  a  proportionate  rise  in  pay.  So,  partly  for  finan- 
cial reasons,  and  partly  for  my  wife's  health,  I  came  to  this 
neck  of  the  woods  in  Florida.  This  move  proved  very  success- 
ful financially  and  I  was  able  to  make  more  money  in  my 
first  year  here  than  in  the  whole  four  years  in  the  manu- 
facturing game.  This  wonderful  country  and  climate  also 
proved  beneficial  to  my  wife's  health  and  prolonged  her  life 
several  years,  but  she  finally  succumbed  to  an  incurable 
disease  in  January,  1918.  In  July,  1918,  while  waiting  for 
**Persh"  and  the  rest  of  the  boys  to  take  action  on  my  ap- 
plication for  a  commission  in  our  uncle's  army,  I  got  a  chance 
to  go  to  Alameda,  Cal.,  to  work  on  the  construction  of  the 
** Liberty  Shipyard,"  where  I  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
handling  and  distribution  of  the  piling.  Some  idea  of  the 
size  of  the  plant  to  be  constructed  may  be  had  from  the  fact 
that  nearly  seventy  thousand  piles  were  to  be  used  in  the 
foundation.  Some  forest!  A  battery  of  twenty-five  drivers 
was  driving  at  the  rate  of  six  hundred  a  day  when  the  work 
was  completely  abandoned,  shortly  before  the  armistice  was 
signed.  In  the  spring  of  1919  I  was  married  in  California, 
and,  after  a  brief  visit  to  Boston,  returned  to  Florida.  Mem- 
ber :    Harvard  Club,  of  Boston.

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Nothing  of  a  very  startling  nature  has  happened  to  me 
since  our  sexennial  report  appeared.  As  recorded  in  its  an- 
nals, the  summer  following  graduation  found  me  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  next  winter  I  was  in  Boston  with  a 
machinery  concern.

I  am  beginning  to  feel  that  I  know 
this  line  of  work  from  beginning  to  end  and  am  looking  for- 
ward to  establishing  a  school  of  my  own  when  the  I.  W.  W. 
and  Reds  permit  things  to  settle  down  to  normal  again.

In  September,  1908,  I  entered  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
and  received  my  M.D.  degree  in  June,  1912.  I  took  a 
month's  vacation  and  then,  in  mid- July,  began  a  twenty-one 
months'  appointment  as  surgical  house  officer  on  the  West 
Surgical  Service  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Bos- 
ton, graduating  from  there  July  31,  1914.  I  was  married 
about  that  time  and  set  off  on  a  four  months'  honeymoon, 
sailing  from  New  York  for  Naples.

(business)  care  of  General  Chemical  Co.,  Boston,  Pa, 
Having  led  since  1911,  when  I  left  good  old  Cambridge, 
the  dull  and  obscure  life  of  a  chemist,  there  is  very  little 
to  tell.

After  graduating  I  immediately  went  abroad  to  travel,  with 
the  rather  vague  idea  of  some  day  going  into  the  diplomatic 
service.

Although  I  stuck  physically  close  to  the  hub  of  the  uni- 
Terse  for  nearly  ten  years  after  graduation,  I  played  at  as 
many  parts  as  a  wheel  has  spokes.  In  the  giiise  (or  disguise) 
of  an  attomey-at-law,  first  associated  with  the  firm  of  Whip- 
ple, Sears  &  Ogden,  and  latfer  with  the  Hon.  J.  Weston 
Allen  and  Henry  W.  Packer,  I  established  a  world's  record 
for  unremunerative  versatility.  Under  the  spell  of  a  men- 
tal *' wanderlust'*  I  found  it  much  pleasanter  to  scribble 
articles,  write  music,  sing  or  direct  the  singing  of  others, 
•draw  pictures  and  do  any  number  of  other  things,  than 
keep  my  nose  to  the  legal  grindstone.  In  justice  to  myself 
I  must  say  that  I  didn't  lose  many  cases  in  court,  but  then, 
I  didn't  try  many.  In  retrospect,  it  was  on  the  whole  a 
not  uninteresting  existence,  except  for  the  days  when  I  had 
to  tear  an  old  leaf  from  the  calendar,  and  watch  the  bills 
Toll  in.  But  even  dodging  bill  collectors  adds  a  certain 
zest  to  life,  or  perhaps  I  should  have  said  "a  certain  dash." 
Two  years  ago,  more  or  less,  I  decided  that  it  was  high  time 
for  me  to  settle  down  in  a  real  **life  work,"  if  I  were  to 
leave  a  hen  scratch  on  the  shores  of  time,  and  after  seriously 
•debating  whether  to  become  a  world-famous  lawyer,  singer, 
•composer,  artist,  playwright  or  author,  I  finally  eliminated 
all  the  others  by  tossing  a  coin,  with  the  logical  result  that 
I  am  now  the  last  mentioned.  (N.  B.  There  are  doubtless 
some  who  might  attempt  to  argue  this  point,  but  it  would 
be  futile;  I  admit  it).  Accordingly  I  set  about  writing 
Si  large  number  of  short  stories — ^some  of  which  have  actually 
been  published — and  in  1917  the  literary  world  was  startled 
by  the  appearance  of  my  first  novel.  Personally,  I  think 
that  it  has  never  quite  gotten  over  the  shock.  Last  year 
I  suspended  personal  operations  long  enough  to  help  win 
the  great  war  by  writing  two  patriotic  and  good  old  Amer- 
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ican  propaganda  books  about  experiences  of  people  at  the- 
front  in  France,  and  the  rear  in  Germany,  which  I  felt 
highly  qualified  to  do,  never  having  visited  either  plaed. 
Modesty — and  excellent  judgment — forced  me  to  give  the 
credit  to  others,  however.  I  also  finished  my  second  novels 
but  then  the  fighting  spirit  which  my  war  stories  had  en- 
gendered within  me  obliged  me  to  help  win  the  war  by  per- 
sonal presence,  so  I  joined  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Fortunately  for 
me  the  **y  decided  at  the  last  moment  that  it  had  already 
been  sufficiently  criticised  because  of  the  inefficient  material 
it  had  in  France,  so  it  turned  me  over  the  the  long  suffering 
French,  as  **Directeur  Sportif "  in  the  Foyer  du  Soldat.  Of 
course  my  training  as  lawyer,  musician  and  writer  made  me 
an  excellent  athletic  director,  but  as  the  French  know  nothing^ 
about  athletics  anyway,  I  managed  to  get  by.  Whatever 
France  may  have  gained  by  my  presence  as  an  auxiliary 
member  of  her  glorious  army,  I  gained  a  wonderful  bit  of 
experience,  for  I  was  at  the  front  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Nancy  and  Toul  for  several  months,  then  in  Germany,  and 
finally  in  the  most  valiant  town  in  the  world — ^Verdun. 
Upon  my  return  to  the  land  of  the  free,  I  found  myself  the 
father  of  a  second  literary  offspring — the  second  of  which.

After  graduating  from  college,  I  returned  to  my  home 
and  secured  employnxent  temporarily  in  the  Agricultural 
National  Bank,  Pittsfield,  Mass.     Three  months  later  I  se- 
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cured  more  permanent  work  at  the  City  Savings  Bank  o£

A  man's  history  in  such  publications  as  this  is  interesting^ 
to  his  classmates  in  proportion  to  his  ability  to  write  it  at- 
tractively. I  regret  that  I  am  no  author,  so  that  this  wiU  be 
largely  a  detailed  account  only.

The  fall  following  1908 's  graduation  I  went  to  the  Har- 
vard Medical  School,  and  was  graduated  there  in  1912.  In 
July  of  that  year  I  entered  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital as  a  medical  house  ofScer,  and  did  a  sixteen-month 
service.  Immediately  afterwards  I  took  a  three-month  ser- 
vice in  the  same  hospital  in  the  children's  department. 
Following  that  I  worked  for  about  a  year  in  biological  chem- 
istry at  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  and  then  in  March, 
1915,  went  to  the  American  Ambulance  Hospital  at  Neuilly- 
sur-Seine  with  the  Harvard  Unit.

Tliere  was  nothing  of  particular  interest  in  my  life  during 
the  first  years  following  my  graduation.

As  I  remember  saying  before,  the  two  years  immediately 
after  graduation  I  spent  at  the  Francis  W.  Parker  School  in 
Chicago,  teaching  English  in  the  high  school  department  and 
organizing  it  in  the  grades.  In  1912  I  returned  to  Cambridge 
and  began  the  Ph.D.  grind  in  the  Graduate  School,  from 
which  I  received  that  precious  parchment  in  1914.  Then  for 
two  years  to  the  high  grass  of  southeastern  Pennsylvania,  at 
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Gettysburg  College,  among  the  Mennonites  (**Tillie''  and 
her  friends),  Dunkards,  Pennsylvania  ** Dutch,''  and  many 
other  things  not  indigenous  to  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 
In  1916  I  came  to  my  present  job  at  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati, where  I  have  charge  of  freshman  English  and  give 
courses  in  Shakespeare,  Tennyson,  and  Browning  and  ad- 
vanced composition.  As  the  war  progressed,  I  found  my- 
self getting  increasingly  restless.  My  age  put  me  far  beyond 
the  draft,  and  even  beyond  the  enlistment  age,  so,  in  July, 
1918,  I  applied  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  ovei-seas  service  in 
education,  or  whatever  should  be  most  useful  that  I  could 
do.  I  at  last  got  across  in  time  to  help  somewhat  in  the 
huge  A.  E.  P.  educational  job  that  started  up  in  the  S.  0.  S. 
sections  in  November  and  December,  and  among  the  combat 
troops  in  January.  I  was  first  given  the  job  of  organizing 
the  army  schools  of  the  80th  (**Blue  Ridge")  Division. 
During  the  first  month  on  foot  and  hopping  trucks,  later 
with  a  **Henry,"  I  circulated  among  the  fifty-one  little  vil- 
lages spread  over  five  hundred  square  miles,  where  the  80th 
lived  after  it  came  out  of  the  lines  in  November  until  it  moved 
portward  in  March.  During  that  time  we  built  up  a  large 
and  vigorous  school  system  of  elementary  and  technical  sub- 
jects, in  which  all  illiterates  were  compelled  to  enroll,  and  all 
others  were  free  to.  The  divisional  percentage  of  illiterates 
was  not  high ;  yet  we  had  an  enrollment  throughout  the  divi- 
sion of  seventeen  per  cent.  When  the  80th  Division  moved 
to  the  embarkation  centre  at  Le  Mans,  late  in  March,  I  was 
sent  to  First  Army  Headquarters  at  Bar-sur-Aube  to  take 
over  the  supervision  of  the  educational  work  of  the  entire 
First  Army,  with  a  territory  about  nine  times  as  large  as 
before.  In  the  midst  of  my  work  there — ^which  was  ob- 
viously not  an  office  job — ^the  army  took  the  whole  educa- 
tional task  over  from  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  transferred  most 
of  us  educational  men  to  army  status;  we  were  equipped 
and  treated  like  officers,  but  were  not  considered  rank  enough 
to  be  e<«imiissioned.  At  the  break-up  of  the  First  Army,  I 
was  sent  to  the  big  A.  E.  F.  University  at  Beaune  (Cote 
d'Or),  whence  I  travelled  on  inspection  trips,  supervising 
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.instruction  in  English,  during  the  rest  of  my  stay.  This 
travel  was  through  Touraine — ^the  intermediate  section  of 
the  S.  0.  S. — ^and  Maine,  the  embarkation  centre.  There- 
fore, in  the  course  of  this  first-hand  acquaintance  with  some 
of  the  educational  anl  other  problems  of  these  extremely  im- 
portant A.  E.  P.  areas,  I  had  opportunity,  in  a  springtime 
of  extraordinary  beauty,  to  pass  through  what  is  called  Uie 
** garden  of  France,''  and  to  catch  glimpses  of  a  few  of  the 
most  famous  and  beautiful  of  the  cathedrals  and  chateau:^ 
This  enormous  educational  program,  started  by  the  Y,  and 
taken  over  by  the  army,  included  everything  from  ABC 
to  Greek,  from  horseshoeing  to  calculus.  The  activity  and 
interest  in  purely  civilian  studies  was  so  great,  and  reached 
so  many  men,  that  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  belief  that  the 
good  consequences  will  be,  however  quiet,  really  deep  and 
far-reaching.  I  count  this  experience  one  of  the  three 
greatest  privileges  of  life.

FoUowing  two  years  in  the  Harvard  Graduate  SchooK

*'Dillwyn  met  glorious  end  leading  his  platoon  in  the  ad- 
vance of  the  Coldstream  Guards  September  15,  especially 
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mentioned  by  ColoneL  Inform  friends.  Starr.''  This  cable 
message,  received  on  September  22,  brought  suddenly  to 
Starr's  friends  a  terrible  sense  of  loss.  No  man  in  the  class 
was  more  loved  than  Dill  Starr,  and  even  to  those  to  whom 
he  was  known  only  as  a  brilliant  football  player  and  popular 
man,  his  death  caused  bereavement.  The  following  cable, 
received  on  September  28,  tells  briefly  of  his  death:  "An- 
other letter  from  Colonel  says,  while  leading  and  cheering 
his  thinning  ranks  he  had  reached  his  objective  and  was  shot 
through  the  heart.  Thank  his  friends  for  him  and  us  for 
memorial  service.  Starr."  Dill  was  never  meant  to  be  con- 
fined within  city  limits,  and  on  the  outbreak  of  war,  he  grew 
more  and  more  restless,  and  shortly  after  Labor  Day,  1914, 
he  found  himself  assistant  engineer  on  a  hospital  ship,  steam- 
ing for  Prance,  the  war,  and  what  lay  beyond.  Soon  after 
Starr's  arrival  in  London,  he  met  Norton  and  signed  with 
him  to  go  on  his  ambulance  corps.  He  got  a  good  car  and  in 
company  with  Alan  Loney  reached  Boulogne,  and  was  imme- 
diately accepted  by  the  British,  and  in  that  way  got  right 
into  the  thick  of  it.  He  had  many  interesting  experiences 
in  this  service.  In  October  Starr  returned  to  England  and 
joined  the  Duke  of  Westminster's  Motor  Battery,  R.  N.  V.  R., 
attached  to  the  Royal  Naval  Air  Service.  The  cars  were 
armored  Rolls-Royces,  carrying  four  men,  two  drivers  and 
two  Maxim  hands.  Most  of  the  men  in  Starr's  squad  were 
mechanics  or  chauffeurs.  In  the  armored  car  service  he  saw 
considerable  action  in  the  fringes  of  the  great  battle  of  Neuve 
Chapelle,  and  was  recommended  for  a  commission  for  con- 
spicuous gallantry.  In  June  9,  after  Maxim  training  at 
Hythe,  he  took  a  transport  from  Plymouth  to  Gallipoli,  arriv- 
ing at  his  destination  July  17  and  going  into  forward  trenches 
on  the  22d.  These  trenches  were  well  advanced,  first  before 
Achi  Baba,  later  at  Jefferson's  Post  and  at  Hill  No.  10  in 
the  same  region.  His  group  of  Maxims,  besides  being  in 
action  almost  daily,  constantly  bombarded  by  the  Turks  and 
subject  to  snipers'  fire,  took  part  in  several  major  actions. 
To  be  restricted  to  this  ** head-down"  warfare  of  the 
trenches,  must  have  tried  Starr's  dashing,  go-ahead  spirit. 
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He  yearned  for  the  real  thing.  He  had  told  his  father  so 
before  going  out;  his  brother  o£Seers  knew  it,  and  in  one  of 
his  last  letters  from  the  front,  he  said:  **We  are  going  to 
hop  the  parapet.  ...  It  will  be  good  experience  if  I  get 
through.'*  After  the  retreat  from  Gallipoli,  Starr  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Coldstream  Guards,  probably  the  most  famous 
of  all  crack  British  regiments.  He  left  for  France  the  second 
time  in  July,  1916,  after  six  months'  infantry  training  and 
had  not  long  tot  wait.  September  4,  ten  days  before  the 
Ginchy  battle,  Starr  was  promoted  to  1st  Lieutenant,  but 
not  gazetted  until  later,  so  he  was  deprived  of  the  satisfac- 
tion of  knowing  this.  The  attack  of  the  Guards  on  Septem- 
ber 15  was  to  be  launched  in  successive  waves.  The  company 
commanders  and  two  subalterns  from  each  company  were 
chosen  to  lead  them.  Dill  was  one  of  those  chosen  from  the  3d 
Company  of  the  2d  Battalion,  which  went  forward  in  the  first 
wave.  To  his  friends  it  seems  an  inevitable  choice,  and  it 
shows  that  his  senior  oflBcers  thought  as  do  his  friends.  As 
his  colonel  said  of  him,  **His  ability  and  keenness  were  un- 
doubted." On  the  night  of  the  14th  the  attacking  battalion 
was  brought  up  from  Carney.  The  men  had  to  come  up 
through  heavy  barrages  of  fire  unprotected  by  any  proper 
communication  trenches.  Dill's  lot  had  a  particularly  bad 
time  of  it,  and  all  agree  that  in  this  preliminary  test,  he  did 
splendidly.  Undoubtedly  his  immense  popularity  stood  him 
in  good  stead  in  those  trying  circumstances.  One  of  his  pals 
said:  **OflScers  and  men  were  equally  fond  of  Dillwyn,  and 
they  all  felt  that  before  he  was  an  officer,  before  he  was  an 
American,  before  anything,  he  was  a  MAN,  and  a  man  whom 
they  could  trust."  During  the  night  Starr  and  two  other 
officers  went  out  to  reconnoitre  the  ground  of  the  attack. 
**When  the  signal  was  given,"  said  one  of  his  corporals,  **he 
was  on  the  parapet  of  our  own  trench  with  his  stick  in  the 
air;  you  see,  he  carried  a  walking  stick  in  one  hand  and  a 
revolver  in  the  other.  I  passed  the  remark  that  he  was  one 
of  the  boldest  and  bravest  men  on  the  battlefield.  Any  man 
in  our  company  would  tell  you  the  same."  The  first  job  of 
the  3d  Company  was  to  clear  Ginchy  Wood  of  the  enemy. 
Dill  and  his  men  accomplished  it  rapidly  and  most  success- 
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fully.  The  other  subaltern  in  the  company  was  knocked  out 
in  the  very  first  rudi,  so  that  the  responsibility  of  accom- 
plishing the  job  must  have  fallen  largely  on  Dill.  The  next 
and  final  objective  was  the  Gterman  line,  or  what  remained 
of  it,  between  Ginchy  and  Lesboeufs,  some  eight  hundred 
yards  from  the  starting  point.  To  reach  this  the  men  had 
to  advance  over  open  ground,  subjected  to  deadly  enfilade 
rifle  and  machine  gun  fire  from  strong  points  on  the  right 
which  still  held  out.  Dill  led  his  men  to  it,  but  just  as  he 
was  about  to  reach  the  trench,  he  was  hit  in  the  heart  by  a 
machine  gun  bullet.  So  much  we  know  from  one  of  his  men 
who  was  by  his  side.  ** Never  did  a  man,*'  he  saidj  "give  his 
life  more  bravely  than  Lieutenant  Starr,  2d  Coldstream 
Guards.  He  died  a  great  and  brave  death,  leading  his  men  on 
to  an  objective  which  I  am  pleased  to  say  they  got,  causing 
great  losses  to  the  enemy.  ...  I  am  sorry  he  did  not  live  to  see 
the  spirit  he  had  put  in  them  in  the  final  charge."  And  this 
from  his  Commanding  oflBcer:  *'He  met  his  «nd  as  a  true 
Coldstream  should.'*  We,  his  friends,  know  he  met  his  death 
as  he  wished  to  meet  it,  that  he  died  gallantly  as  he  had  lived 
gallantly.

The  last  class  report  gives  a  full  account  of  my  travels  and 
43tudies  in  Europe.

M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe's  **Memoixs  of  the  Harvard  Dead:'' 

**  Taylor  was  one  of  the  Americans  who,  in  the  earliest 
days  of  the  war,  felt  that  he  must  take  his  part  in  it,  at 
least  in  helping  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  combatants. 
In  the  second  month  of  the  war  he  dropped  the  business 
in  which  he  had  established  himself,  sailed  for  England, 
and  sought  to  make  himself  useful.  He  was  bom  in  Orange, 
N.  J.,  May  22,  1886.  His  parents  were  Thomas  Fenton 
Taylor,  of  New  York,  a  graduate  of  Harvard  in  the  class 
of  1875,  and  Mary  Stetson,  originally  of  Bangor,  Me.  He 
took  part  in  sports  from  an  early  age  and  for  several  years, 
at  preparatory  school,  was  a  member  of  the  school  track, 
baseball,  football,  basketball  and  gymnastic  teams.  In  col- 
lege he  played  on  his  class  football  and  tennis  teams,  and 
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in  his  senior  year  he  tiras  a  Substitute  "quarterback  on  the 
varsity  football  team  until  serious  internal  injuries  with- 
drew him  from  the  game.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  1770,  Hasty  Pudding,  and  Phoenix  societies.  After 
graduation  from  college,  Taylor  entered  the  field  of  con- 
tracting, being  associated  with  the  O'Rourke  Construction 
Company,  Thomas,  Crimmins  Company,  T.  A.  Gillespie  & 
Co.,  and  finally,  in  the  winter  of  1914,  he  established  his 
own  company,  Taylor,  Fillipbrown  &  Co.  When  war  broke 
out  in  Europe,  he  decided  that  this  country,  if  not  as  a 
whole,  at  least  individually,  should  be  represented  in  the 
world's  work.  Consequently,  in  the  fall  of  1914,  he  crossed 
to  England  and  offered  his  services  to  the  British  Red  Cross. 
Through  Sir  Gregory  Jones,  he  met  a  Mrs.  Bartlett  and 
crossed  with  her  to  Dieppe,  where  he  helped  to  organize 
the  **H6pital  Anglo-Frangaise  37  A''  that  had  already 
been  started.  The  French  government  asked  the  committee 
of  this  hospital  to  start  another,  and  a  monastery  at  Yvetot 
was  offered  as  a  site.  The  committee  felt  that  they  could 
not  attempt  this  alone,  so  they  asked  Mr.  Taylor  to  return 
to  America  to  organize  committees  for  the  new  hospital.  He 
returned  to  America  early  in  December,  1914,  going  to 
Rochester.  There  he  secured  the  services  of  Dr.  Ralph  R. 
Fitch  as  chief  American  surgeon,  and  organized  committees. 
In  this  work  he  was  greatly  aided  by  Messrs.  Adrian  Devine 
and  0'  Donnell  Iselin.  He  also  organized  committees  in 
New  York,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Lawrence  Peck.  Re- 
turning to  France  late  in  December,  he  aided  in  the  recon- 
struction of  the  monastery  into  a  sanitary,  up-to-date  hos- 
pital. So  the  **H6pital  de  L 'Alliance,  Hopital  Auxiliaire 
du  Territoire  41,  bis,"  came  into  existence,  and  Mr. 
Taylor  was  made  **administrateur  general'*  of  the  completed 
organization,  with  six  hundred  or  more  beds,  and  English 
and  American  committees  to  furnish  supplies  and  funds. 
It  was  a  difficult  position  to  hold,  and  one  of  considerable 
trust  (many  thousands  of  francs  passing  through  his  hands), 
probably  the  greatest  difficulty  being  to  manage  the  three 
different  nationalities — French,  English  and  American.     It 
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was  undoubtedly  due  to  his  zeal,  enthusiasm  and  tact  that 
the  hospital  rose  to  be,  in  a  few  months,  one  of  the  finest 
•auxiliary  hospitals  in  France,  as  was  shown  by  the  large 
number  of  seriously  ill  patients  sent  by  the  French  authori- 
ties. Mr.  Taylor  crossed  to  England  late  in  September, 
where  he  married  Miss  Hilda  Dancocks,  who  had  been  asso- 
joiated  with  the  same  hospital.  Shortly  after  his  marriage 
he  developed  mastoiditis  and  died  as  a  result  of  an  operation 
at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  London,  on  October  19,  1915. 
Throughout  his  short  life  Taylor  displayed,  among  his  chief 
characteristics,  a  great  fund  of  energy,  common  sense  and 
good  fellowship.  This  was  shown  both  through  what  he 
accomplished,  and  in  the  host  of  sincere  friends  he  made. 
One  of  these,  a  matron  in  the  hospital  at  Yvetot,  wrote  on 
hearing  of  his  death.  *I  never  encountered  such  a  delight- 
fully clean,  healthy  mind ;  his  judgment  of  people  and  situa- 
tions was  remarkable.'  Another  fellow-worker  at  Yvetot 
gave  fuller  expression  to  the  memory  he  left  behind  him: 
*He  endeared  himself  to  every  one  at  the  hospital,  which 
he  certainly  loved  and  worked  for  more  faithfully  than 
anyone  else  there.  He  never  deemed  any  self-sacrifice  too 
great,  so  long  as  it  might  advance  the  good  work  of  the 
institution.  He  ^as  always  good-tempered  and  usually 
happy,  in  spite  of  a  multitude  of  worries,  and  it  was  a  joy 
to  see  him  work  out  his  ideals,  with  a  grim  determination 
and  a  splendid  steadfastness,  to  their  logical  conclusion. 
The  splendid  work  which  he  did  in  these  terrible  times,  in 
the  cause  of  human  suffering,  will  always  be  remembered 
by  us,  who  esteemed  it  a  privilege  to  work  with  him.'  "

Teele  was  born  in  Dorchester  Lower  Mills,  the  son  of  Dr.

Stuart  Thomson,  son  of  Elihu  Thomson  and  Mary  Louise 
(Peck)  Thomson,  was  the  eldest  of  four  brothers,  all  grad- 
uates of  Harvard.  He  was  bom  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  August  13, 
1886.  He  was  a  precocious  boy,  and  early  displayed  a  strong 
bent  for  the  sciences.  His  later  success  in  mathematics  was 
also  foreshadowed  in  his  mastery,  almost  in  babyhood,  of 
problems  in  numbers.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Lynn,  and  his  preparatory  work  was  in  the  Volkmann  School, 
Boston.  He  entered  college  in  1904  with  high  rank,  and 
his  studies  there  were  mostly  modem  languages,  pjiysical 
and  chemical  science  and  mathematics.  He  was  graduated 
magna  cum  laude  in  advanced  physics  and  mathematics,  and 
summa  cum  laude  in  chemistry.  After  graduation  at  Har- 
vard, he  spent  one  year  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,   taking  special   courses,   chiefly  electrical  engi- 
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neering  and  steam  engineering.  His  subsequent  work  was 
in  the  research  laboratories  of  the  General  Electric  Company 
at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  and  Lynn,  Mass.  When  the  war  broke 
out  he  had  been  engaged  for  several  years  in  the  consulting 
engineering  department  of  the  Schenectady  plant.  Before 
the  United  States  entered  the  war,  he  was  experimenting 
on  means  for  ship  protection  from  torpedoes,  which  work 
involved  the  handling  and  firing  of  large  amounts  of  high 
explosives  in  testing  the  resisting  power  of  various  struc- 
tures. Upon  our  entering  the  war  he  promptly  enlisted, 
receiving  a  request  from  the  army  officers  that  he  enter  the 
Bureau  of  Ordnance  for  special  work.  He  was  soon  put  in 
charge  of  the  development,  testing  and  production  of  **drop 
bombs'*  and  continued  in  this  work  up  to  the  time  of  his 
leaving  the  service,  at  the  close  of  February,  1919.  Stationed 
in  Washington,  he  gave  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the 
design  of  drop  bombs  of  several  classes,  to  their  production 
in  large  amounts,  to  their  testing  and  loading,  packing  and 
shipment.  He  would  one  day  be  up  in  a  plane  testing  the 
release  of  bombs,  the  next  in  some  distant  city  placing  con- 
tracts with  manufacturers  for  large  production.  He  suc- 
ceeded admirably,  but  the  wear  was  heavy.  Beginning  as 
Ist  Lieutenant,  he  was  promoted  to  a  Captaincy.  He  ex- 
pected to  be  sent  to  France,  but  on  account  of  the  indispensa- 
ble service  he  was  rendering  was  retained  in  Washington,  as 
he  could  not  be  spared.  Days,  nights  and  Sundays  found 
him  at  his  desk,  conducting  tests,  or  travelling  thousands  of 
miles  to  further  production.  He  wrote  a  **  History  of  the 
Development  of  Drop  Bombs''  for  the  Ordnance  Department. 
The  following  extracts  from  letters  received  since  his  un- 
timely death  in  Brookline,  Mass.,  March  23,  1919,  from  pneu- 
monia, are  ample  testimony  to  his  entire  devotion  to  his 
country's  service.  Though  of  sturdy  build,  he  had  exhausted 
his  reserve  strength,  and  left  the  service  while  suffering  from 
severe  bronchitis,  which  became  more  severe  and  led  to  his 
death.  A  remarkable  development  in  his  character  was  his 
ability  to  handle  men,  and  take  care  of  huge  production. 
It   was   an   unexpected   resourcefulness,   dormant   until   the 
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war  exigency  brought  out,  as  it  were,  an  exceptional  adminis- 
trative capacity.  He  was  modest,  conscientious,  and  never 
shrank  from  any  task  brought  to  him. 

Quotations  prom  Letters  Received  After  His  Death  : — 
Prom  his  superior  officer,  Major  William  A.  Borden; 

**It  is  impossible  for  me  to  tell  you  how  much  we  had  de- 
pended on  Capt.  Thomson  during  the  war.  He  did  his  work 
splendidly,  and  he  established  a  foundation  in  the  develop- 
ment of  drop  bombs  which  will  form  the  basis  of  all  our 
future  work.  The  bombs  which  were  manufactured  were 
truly  a  product  of  his  engineering  ability.  We  leaned 
heavily  upon  him  during  the  war  and  he  put  forward  all 
his  efforts  in  the  solution  of  the  many  problems  which  con- 
fronted him.  He  came  to  the  office  at  a  time  when  we  were 
in  sore  need  of  a  man  of  ability,  and  you  cannot  imagine  the 
feeling  of  satisfaction  that  we  had  when  we  saw  how  he 
handled  his  work.  ...  He  was  a  splendid  man.  All  of  us 
were  extremely  attached  to  him.  .  .  .'' 

Another  letter  from  Major  Borden  states ; 

*  *  I  fear  that  the  strain  under  which  he  worked  here  during 
the  war  had  sapped  his  vitality  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
was  unable  to  combat  pneumonia.  Without  doubt  he  gave 
his  life  for  his  country  as  truly  as  any  of  those  who  fell  in 
France.  His  work  was  splendid,  as  evidenced  by  the  promo- 
tion he  received.  He  had  been  a  pillar  of  strength  in  the 
work.  The  department  owes  him  a  great  deal  for  all  that 
he  did,  as  his  efforts  made  possible  the  production  of  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  bombs  which  were  manufactured. 
Without  question  he  was  one  of  the  leading  experts  on  drop 
bombs  in  this  country,  etc.  Aside  from  his  work  he  was  per- 
sonally a  splendid  man,  a  true  officer  and  gentleman,  accord- 
ing to  army  traditions.'' 

From  Captain     .     .     .     .: 

**No  man  in  uniform,  whose  acquaintance  I  made  during 
the  war,  commanded  my  high  esteem  as  much.  ...  I  have 
never  known  such  a  sorrow." 

From  an  associate  officer: 

**To  every  one  who  knew  him  he  was  the  same,  a  loyal, 
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sincere  and  earnest  friend.  During  those  months  I  have 
seen  him  under  all  the  trying  situations  which  the  war 
brought,  and  day  by  day  my  regard  for  him  increased 
steadily.  I  saw  him  bring  the  department  out  of  a  hopeless 
chaos,  shape  its  policy,  design  its  material  with  a  keen  prac- 
tical sense — which  his  technically  trained  mind  enabled  him 
to  do  supremely  well — rush  the  experimental  work,  hasten 
manufacture,  loading  and  shipping.  Without  disrespect  to 
any  others  I  can  forcefully  say,  for  I  know,  that  the  success 
of  the  department's  program  in  this  line  was  due  almost 
wholly  to  his  foresighted  direction,  his  tireless  successful 
efforts.  But  he  was  modest,  always  quiet,  and  sought  no 
honor  for  himself.  I  have  seen  him  handle  men  under  all 
conditions  of  discomfiting  circumstances.  Perhaps  it  was 
an  inventor,  disgruntled  because  his  project  had  been  re- 
jected, or  a  manufacturer  who  had  not  received  an  expected 
contract,  or  one  who  needed  reprimanding,  or  helpful  en- 
couragement at  some  stage  of  his  work,  or  perhaps  it  was 
an  enraged  major  or  colonel,  testy  because  he  thought  things 
were  not  going  just  right.  To  them  all  Capt.  Thomson  was 
the  same — self-possessed,  clear-sighted,  reasonable,  fair — and 
they  always  left  him  completely  satisfied  that  what  was  be- 
ing done  was  for  the  best,  both  for  themselves  and  for  the 
great  cause  for  which  their  government  fought.  Men  were 
drawn  to  him  and  trusted  him  because  the  very  sincerity  of 
his  manner  told  them  that  he  was  honest  and  true  to  himself 
and  worthy  of  their  highest  regard.  I  have  read  that  hun- 
dreds of  times  in  the  eyes  of  men  who  met  him.  Words  are 
weak  to  describe  the  nobility,  the  sterling  worth  of  the  man 
he  was."

**Six  years  ago,  I  left  dear  old  Massachusetts  to  see  the 
west  and  I  am  still  enjoying  myself  in  the  shade  of  its  moun- 
tains in  sunny  Colorado.  Upon  arriving  in  Colorado,  I  went 
to  some  friends  living  about  sixty  miles  north  of  Denver. 
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Here  I  learned  of  a  vacant  position  with  an  independent 
telephone  company,  which  had  just  started  in  the  community. 
I  applied  for  the  place,  and  got  it.  In  a  short  time,  I  was 
appointed  general  manager  of  the  company,  but  it  was  not 
for  long,  as  the  Bell  interests  absorbed  us.  My  next  adven- 
ture was  in  the  clothing  business.  I  built  up  a  good  paying 
business  in  the  southern  part  of  Colorado,  handling  women's 
and  children 's  garments  and  shoes.  My  career  in  this  line, 
however,  was  doomed  to  an  abrupt  ending,  as  I  was  stricken 
with  a  very  severe  case  of  typhoid  fever,  which  nearly  cost 
me  my  life.  My  left  hand,  which  is  about  well,  was  affected 
by  the  fever  so  that  I  had  very  little  use  of  it.  Upon  my 
doctor's  advice,  I  gave  up  the  clothing  business,  as  it  was 
too  confining,  and  got  out  of  doors  taking  plenty  of  good 
healthful  exercise.  I  improved  so  under  this  treatment,  that 
I  decided  to  give  up  indoor  work  permanently.  I  am  now 
working  on  a  160-acre  irrigated  ranch,  which  I  have  rented 
at  Berthoud,  Col.  (The  wheat  raised  on  this  ranch  took  first 
prize  at  the  World's  Fair.)  I  must  tell  you  a  little  about 
ray  wife,  and  three  children,  who  are  my  greatest  treasures. 
My  wife  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  her  mother  died  when  she 
was  small.

1908,  with  small  noticeable  result  to  myself  or  the  institu- 
tion.   Then  I  ran  errands  for  a  Boston  bank  for  a  year  and 
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have  always  regretted  not  having  sense  enough  to  abscond 
with  bonds,  as  modern  bank  messengers  seem  to  do.

My  next 
branch  of  endeavor  was  a  short  session  as  reporter,  and  then^ 
being  totally  unable  to  hold  any  job  myself,  I  naturally  took 
charge  of  the  Alumni  Employment  Bureau,  a  position  for 
which  I  was  evidently  perfectly  fitted.  In  1915-16  I  ran 
the  Harvard  Undergraduate  Employment  Bureau.  In  Octo- 
ber, 1916,  I  joined  the  American  Ambulance  Corps,  serving 
first  in  Greece  and  Albania,  and  later  on  the  French  front. 
When  we  entered  the  war,  I  somehow  obtained  a  commis- 
sion as  1st  Lieutenant  in  said  ambulance  section  and  con- 
tinued as  per  directions.  I  got  bored  with  the  Army  of 
Occupation,  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and  entered 
the  Army  Postal  Service,  which  carried  me  all  over  Europe  as 
courier  to  such  places  as  Berlin,  Vienna,  Belgrade,  Trieste, 
Rome,  Budapest,  Switzerland,  etc.  It  was  ver^*^  interesting. 
I  got  home  June  10th  and  now  find  myself  teaching,  much 
to  my  surprise,  at  Pomfret  School.  I  hope  my  presence  on 
this  faculty  will  not  debar  any  of  you  from  entering  any 
of  your  young  hopefuls  desirous  of  accumulating  knowledge, 
in  this  institution  of  learning.  I  believe  the  foregoing  should 
conclude  with  some  reference  to  the  latchstring  and  I  regret 
that  I  don't  own  one.  I  always  thought  they'd  be  beastly 
inc(mvenient,  anyway.  (We  learn  from  another  source  that 
Ware  was  awarde<l  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  for  his  work  in  the 
Ambulance  Corps).

After  leaving  college,  I  took  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
graduating  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1911.  I 
had  a  fourteen  months'  mixed  service  as  interne  at  the 
Massachusetts  Homeopathic  Hospital,  in  surgery,  obstetrics 
and  medicine,  graduating  from  that  institution  in  1912,  when 
I  started  out  in  general  practice  in  Boston.

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Whidden  finished  his  college  course  in  three  years,  and 
then  spent  four  years  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  re- 
ceiving the  degree  of  M.D.  in  1911.  He  did  hospital  work 
during  the  summer  vacations  and,  feeling  the  need  of  a 
change,  took  a  trip  to  England  in  1911,  on  his  return  taking 
up  hospital  work  in  Port  Wayne,  Ind.  This  work  proved 
to  be  very  strenuous,  and  his  health  broke  down  the  follow- 
ing November.  Having  suffered  with  throat  trouble  for  sev- 
eral years,  he  consulted  physicians  at  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y., 
and  spent  the  winter  of  1911-12  there,  being  in  excellent 
physical  condition  again  by  March,  1912.  In  May,  1912, 
Whidden  became  associated  with  Dr.  James  A.  Miller  in 
tuberculosis  work,  practicing  also  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  the 
Manhattan  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital,  the  Cornell  Med- 
ical School  Dispensary  and  Seton  Hospital,  besides  being  on 
the  Kips  Bay  Committee  of  the  Charity  Organization  So- 
ciety. He  considered  this  social  medical  work  the  most  at- 
tractive side  of  the  practice  of  medicine.  He  belonged  to 
Squadron  A  (First  Squadron  Cavalry,  New  York  National 
Guard),  enjoying  this  and  his  tennis  at  the  West  Side  Ten- 
nis Club  as  helpful  diversions.  In  August,  1916,  Whidden 
attended  the  Medico-Military  Camp  at  Plattsburg,  being 
commissioned  1st  Lieutenant,  M.  O.  R.  C,  U.  S.  Army,  in 
March,  1917.  The  following  May  he  was  called  into  active 
service  and  reported  for  duty  with  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps,  B.  E.  F.,  France.  He  was  called  to  duty  as  one  of 
a  group  of  one  hundred  **M.  O.  R.  C'  selected  from  all  over 
the  United  States  by  the  Red  Cross,  as  volunteers  to  work 
with  the  B.  E.  F.  In  June,  1917,  he  sailed  from  New  York 
on  the  R.  M.  S.  S.  **Aurania,''  landing  at  Liverpool;  thence 
he  went  to  London,  landing  in  Boulogne,  France,  June  15th. 
He  was  then  ordered  to  General  Hospital  No.  11,  B.  E.  F., 
which  hospital  had  been  taken  over  by  United  States  Base 
Hospital  No.  5,  popularly  called  **  the  Harvard  University 
Unit."  He  was  there  assigned  to  medical  service  under 
Major  R.  I.  Lee.  On  September  4th  he  was  severely  wounded 
as  a  result  of  an  enemy  air  raid  made  upon  the  hospital; 
four  people  were  killed  and  eighteen  wounded  in  this  raid. 
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A  large  piece  of  bomb  casing  was  removed  from  his  right 
chest  cavity  and  a  small  piece  of  shrapnel  from  the  right 
humerus;  he  was  then  moved  one  hundred  and  five  miles  in 
an  ambulance  to  United  States  Base  Hospital  No.  4,  at  Rouen, 
after  a  couple  of  days  being  transferred  to  British  Red  Cross 
Hospital  No.  2,*  Rouen.  After  a  week  he  was  sent  by  hos- 
pital train  to  Havre,  and  thence  to  Southampton  by  hospital 
ship,  and  then  to  London  by  hospital  train  again,  arriving 
at  the  American  Women's  Hospital  for  OflBcers,  October 
11th,  having  been  taken  all  the  way  on  a  stretcher.  On 
October  30th  he  was  given  six  months*  leave  from  the  B. 
E.  F.  by  a  British  Medical  Board,  and  on  December  1st  he 
was  transferred  to  •  A.  E.  F.  Headquarters,  London,  and 
ordered  to  return  to  the  United  States  for  complete  con- 
valescence. On  December  11th  Whidden  sailed  on  the  **New 
York"  from  Liverpool  to  New  York.  The  next  day  the  vessel 
was  unsuccessfully  attacked  by  an  enemy  submarine;  guns 
were  fired  and  all  were  ordered  to  be  ready  to  man  the  boats, 
but  no  damage  was  done.  After  a  couple  of  weeks'  observa- 
tion and  hospital  treatment,  he  was  given  three  months' 
**sick  leave"  by  the  Medical  Board,  and  shortly  after,  on 
January  12,  1918,  was  commissioned  Captain,  M.  O.  R.  C, 
United  States  Army.  On  January  24th  he  left  for  the  west, 
to  spend  his  leave  at  his  brother's  ranch  at  Lancaster  Cal. 
Shortly  before  his  leave  was  up,  he  wrote:  **I  am  feeling 
finely  now  and  am  able  to  do  about  anything  on  the  ranch, 
from  chasing  pigs  (of  which  my  brother  has  about  1200)  to 
various  forms  of  carpentry;  apparently  I  can  work  all  day 
now  without  any  ill  effect."  After  his  return  to  service, 
Whidden  was  stationed  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  at 
Camp  Pike,  Ark.,  and  finally  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  a  furlough  from  the  latter  camp,  he  was  taken 
ill  with  influenza.  He  died  at  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  Boston,  on  September  25,  1918.  Whidden  was 
probably  the  first  United  States  officer  wounded  in  France 
after  the  United  States  entered  the  war.  Undoubtedly  the 
injury  suffered  from  his  wound  made  him  more  susceptible 
to  influenza.
